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OUTLINE  OF  STUDY  FOR  1914-15. 


SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY. 

The  first  division  of  the  course,  according  to  the  present 
arrangement  of  the  studies  in  this  department,  will  occupy  the 
attention  of  the  students  of  all  the  classes  during  the  session. 
This  embraces  chapters  I-XI  of  Hodge 's  Outlines  of  Theology, 
which  is  the  text-book  used. 

Supplemental  lectures  will  be  given  on  topics  that  seem 
to  require  additional  treatment. 

HOMILETICS. 

The  Juniors  will  devote  the  larger  portion  of  the  time 
allotted  to  this  subject  to  the  study  of  the  general  principles 
of  sermonizing  and  preaching  as  they  are  outlined  in  the  text- 
book employed;  viz.,  "The  Preparation  and  Delivery  of  Ser- 
mons," by  Professor  Broadus. 

The  students  of  all  the  classes  will  be  exercised  in  the 
criticism  of  published  discourses  of  acknowledged  merit,  in 
the  analysis  of  texts  and  the  preparation  of  outlines  of  ser- 
mons. One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  session  is  devoted 
to  this  work.  Attention  will  also  be  given  to  other  exercises 
that  have  place  in  the  ministrations  of  the  pulpit. 

All  the  students  will  have  in  turn  the  advantage  of  the 
weekly  presentation  of  discourses  before  the  Faculty. 

HISTORY  OF  CHRISTIAN  DOCTRINE. 

The  Middle  Class  will  study  the  first  volume  of  Shedd's 
History  of  Christian  Doctrine.  The  Senior  Class  will  study 
the  second  volume  of  the  same  work. 
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CHURCH  GOVERNMENT  AND  WORSHIP. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  session  the  Senior  Class  will 
study  The  Book  of  Government  and  Worship  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  Middle  Class  will  take  up  such 
subjects  of  the  same  Book  as  will  be  necessary  to  their  prep- 
aration for  licensure. 


GREEK  EXEGESIS. 

The  Junior  Class  will  study  the  "Essentials  of  New 
Testament  Greek,"  and  read  the  Gospel  according  to  John. 
Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  task  of  acquiring  a  work- 
ing vocabulary,  and  a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  New 
Testament  syntax. 

The  Middle  Class  will  study  exegetically  Acts  and 
Romans. 

The  Senior  Class  will  begin  the  year  with  the  study  of 
Galatians,  to  be  followed  with  studies  in  selected  portions  of 
the  New  Testament. 

NEW  TESTAMENT  LITERATURE. 

In  New  Testament  Literature  1  Peter  to  The  Revelation 
will  be  studied.  The  course  of  instruction  will  embrace  their 
genuineness,  authenticity,  design,  and  an  analysis  of  their 
contents. 

Subjects  such  as  Textual  Criticism,  Hermeneutics  and 
the  formation  of  the  Canon  will  receive  the  attention  their 
present-day  importance  deserves. 

ELEMENTARY  GREEK. 

Instruction  in  the  elements  of  the  Greek  language  in 
order  to  fit  students  destitute  of  classical  training  to  read  the 
Greek  New  Testament  will  be  given  by  Prof.  C.  L.  Bogle,  A.  M. 
Four  hours  a  week  will  be  devoted  to  this  study. 
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PASTORAL  THEOLOGY. 

The  work  in  this  department  will  be  done  chiefly  by 
means  of  lectures.  Such  subjects  as  Pastoral  Evangelism, 
the  Sabbath  School,  and  some  of  the  social  problems  with 
which  the  minister  must  deal,  will  be  reviewed. 

In  addition  to  the  subjects  of  study  ordinarily  required 
in  this  department,  special  courses  of  instruction  and  train- 
ing in  various  lines  of  Christian  service,  according  to  the 
best  methods  and  under  the  guidance  of  thoroughly  accred- 
ited leaders,  will  be  provided.  The  purpose  of  this  provision 
is  to  prepare  the  student  for  doing  the  "work  of  an  evange- 
list," and  to  acquaint  him  with  the  peculiar  conditions  of 
present-day  social  and  industrial  life.  These  special  courses 
will  be  open  also  to  others  not  regularly  enrolled  as  stu- 
dents who  may  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity 
to  receive  instruction  for  general  evangelistic  work,  as  City 
Missionaries,  Bible  Readers,  Sabbath  School  Teachers,  and 
other  lines  of  duty  open  to  the  servant  of  Christ  and  the 
Church. 

CHURCH  HISTORY. 

The  work  is  conducted  by  means  of  text-books,  library 
references,  lectures,  and  students'  reports  on  assigned  topics. 

Junior  Class — Two  hours  a  week.  The  work  of  this  class 
will  be  the  history  of  the  Church  to  the  birth  of  Luther,  1483. 
Here  the  text-book  will  be  Green's  "Handbook  of  Church 
History. ' ' 

Middle  Class — Two  hours  a  week.  This  class  will  deal 
with  the  period  between  A.  D.  590  and  1648,  passing  some- 
what rapidly  over  the  period  between  A.  D.  590  and  1294, 
studying  in  more  detail  the  two  centuries  preceding  the  Refor- 
mation, and  devoting  most  attention  to  the  Reformation  and 
the  conflicts  of  the  Christian  bodies  down  to  A.  D.  1648. 
Green's  Handbook  will  be  used  as  a  basis  for  the  study  of 
the  history  down  to  the  Reformation,  and  Fisher's  "History 
of  the  Reformation"  for  the  rest  of  the  Avork.     A  brief  his- 
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torieal  study  of  the  Westminster  Assembly  and  its  work,  and 
of  the  Testimony  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  will  com- 
plete the  work  of  this  year. 

Senior  Class — Two  hours  a  week.  This  class  will  begin 
its  work  with  a  review  of  the  Reformation  in  England  and 
Scotland.  Then  the  history  of  the  Modern  Church  from  1648 
to  the  present  time  will  be  briefly  reviewed.  After  this  it  will 
be  the  aim  to  take  a  survey  of  present  Church  conditions  in 
the  different  countries,  particularly  our  own  country.  A  short 
study  of  Modern  Missions  will  be  part  of  the  work  of  this  class. 

APOLOGETICS. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — One  hour  a  week.  Instruc- 
tion is  given  partly  by  lectures,  but  chiefly  by  text-books  and 
recitations.  The  work  is  to  include  a  study  of  each  of  the  fol- 
lowing topics :  Introduction  to  Apologetics,  the  Philosophical 
postulates  of  Theism,  Theism  Proper,  and  Anti-theistic  The- 
ories. This  work  will  be  done  rapidly  in  outline,  and  as  much 
attention  as  time  will  permit  will  be  given  to  present-day 
systems  of  error  with  which  the  minister  must  deal. 

HEBREW  LANGUAGE  AND  EXEGESIS,  AND  OLD  TESTAMENT 
LITERATURE. 

Junior  Class — The  year  will  be  spent  in  acquiring  the 
rudiments  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  a  working  vocabulary. 
The  text-books  used  are  Harper's  Hebrew  Grammar  and  Har- 
per's Hebrew  Method  and  Manual.  The  prescribed  course 
covers  the  first  eight  chapters  of  Genesis.  Later  the  class  will 
read  more  rapidly  a  portion  of  one  of  the  historical  books. 

During  part  of  the  year  one  hour  a  week  will  be  given  to 
the  study  of  Old  Testament  Introduction  with  the  aid  of  a 
suitable  text-book. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — The  work  of  the  year  will  be 
in  the  Major  Prophets.  Parts  of  Isaiah,  Jeremiah  and  Ezekiel 
will  be  critically  studied,  emphasis  being  laid  upon  their  con- 
nection with  contemporary  history.    Each  member  of  the  class 
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will  be  expected  to  give  a  special  exegesis  of  a  selected  chapter. 
There  will  be  work  in  the  English  Bible  covering  probably 
the  law  codes  of  the  Pentateuch  and  Ezekiel  40-48. 

THE  PERMANENT  LECTURESHIP  ON  BIBLICAL  THEOLOGY  AS 
ILLUSTRATED  BY  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  RESEARCH. 

The  work  of  this  department  will  be  somewhat  enlarged 
this  year  and  will  present, 

THE  PATRIARCHAL  PERIOD  OF  ISRAEL'S  HISTORY. 
Junior   Class — There   will   be   a   preliminary   course   of 
introductory  lectures  for  the  Junior  class. 

All  Classes — The  lectures  before  all  the  students  will 
present  the  archaeological  evidence  bearing  upon  the  patriarch- 
al period  of  Israel's  history  from  the  earliest  times  to  the  so- 
journ in  Egypt.  The  students  will  be  aided  by  lantern  illus- 
trations, constant  drills  in  Biblical  and  Classical  Geography 
and  the  prescribed  reading  courses  for  the  year. 

Middle  Class — The  Middle  Class  will  be  directed  in  the 
beginnings  of  individual  research  work,  especially  in  the  art 
of  Hermeneutics,  and  will  be  given  some  special  lectures 
summarizing  the  results  of  that  work. 

Senior  Class — The  Senior  Class  will  be  given  some  con- 
cluding lectures  on  the  Principles  and  Methods  of  research 
and  the  interpretation  and  application  of  archaeological  ma- 
terial to  questions  of  Criticism  and  the  Inspiration  of  the 
Scriptures.  A  thesis,  also,  will  be  required  of  each  member 
of  the  Senior  Class  before  the  close  of  the  year. 

Public  Lectures — There  will  be  Research  Lectures  upon 
the  Archaeological  evidence  for  the  Exodus,  fully  illustrated 
with  slides. 
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POST-GRADUATE  WORK. 

The  Board  of  Managers,  at  its  meeting,  May,  1912,  gave 
its  approval  to  a  plan  proposed  by  the  Faculty  to  establish 
courses  of  study  for  post-graduate  students.  Accordingly, 
courses  will  be  offered  from  September  to  December,  1914, 
in  the  following  subjects :

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HISTORY  OF  THE  SEMINARY. 


The  United  Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary  of  Xenia, 
Ohio,  was  constituted  by  the  consolidation,  in  the  year  1874, 
of  the  Seminary  of  the  Northwest  (formerly  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian)  with  the  Seminary  at  Xenia  (formerly 
Associate  Presbyterian),  so  that  it  is  in  the  most  definite 
sense  a  United  Presbyterian  Seminary.  Being  the  lineal  and 
the  legal  successor  of  both  these  seminaries,  its  history  must 
embrace  that  of  its  component  parts. 

1.  The  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Associate  Presby- 
terian Church  of  North  America.  The  father  of  the  Associate 
Presbyterian  Church  in  America  was  Alexander  Gellatly, 
who  was  ordained  and  appointed  by  the  mother  church  in 
Scotland  to  serve  as  a  missionary  in  the  valley  of  the  Susque- 
hanna in  Pennsylvania.  In  the  summer  of  1753,  in  company 
with  Rev.  Andrew  Arnot,  who  had  received  a  like  appoint- 
ment to  continue  for  one  year,  he  sailed  for  the  new  world. 
On  November  2,  1753,  these  two  brethren  organized,  as  they 
had  been  directed  to  do,  the  Associate  Presbytery  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. On  May  20,  1776,  the  "Mission,"  having  been  re- 
inforced by  a  number  of  ministers  from  Scotland  and  Ireland, 
and  having  widely  extended  its  borders,  was  divided  and  the 
Associate  Presbytery  of  New  York  was  organized.  For  a  full 
quarter  of  a  century  the  supply  of  ministers  had  come  from 
the  home  church,  but  the  demand,  continually  increasing,  had 
called  out  a  number  of  young  men  trained  in  the  classical 
schools  which  had  been  established  in  many  localities  in  the 
new  field.  In  order  to  prepare  them  for  the  ministry,  Rev. 
Robert  Annan,  D.D.,  gave  instruction  to  those  received  into 
the  care  of  the  Presbytery  of  New  York  and  Rev.  John  Smith 
rendered  a  like  service  to  the  church  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Pennsylvania. 
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The  union  that  constituted  the  Associate  Reformed 
Church  in  1782  left  but  two  ministers  in  the  Associate  Church 
in  America.  Whether  their  refusal  to  enter  the  union  was 
wise  or  not,  they,  with  certain  elders  who  adhered  to  their 
views,  were  recognized  by  the  Synod  in  Scotland  as  constitut- 
ing the  Associate  Presbytery  of  Pennsylvania,  and  other 
ministers  were  sent  to  their  assistance.  The  first  who  came 
were  Rev.  John  Anderson  and  Rev.  Thomas  Beveridge — father 
of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Beveridge,  D.D.,  of  blessed  memory 
wherever  his  name  is  known. 

With  Rev.  John  Anderson,  D.D.,  the  history  of  the  Xenia 
Theological  Seminary  begins.  Owing  to  the  urgent  need  of  a 
ministry  trained  on  the  field  and  the  inability  of  the  Synod  in 
Scotland  to  send  sufficient  help,  had  it  been  best  to  look  to 
that  source  of  supply,  the  Associate  Presbytery  elected  Dr. 
Anderson  Professor  of  Theology  and  established  a  Theological 
Seminary  at  Service,  Pa.,  within  the  bounds  of  one  of  his 
congregations.  There  a  building  was  erected,  a  library  col- 
lected, quite  extensive  for  those  days,  comprising  about  eight 
hundred  volumes.  Theology  was  made  the  central  study,  and 
an  institution  was  founded  possessing  every  requisite  to  en- 
title it  to  the  name  of  a  Theological  Seminary.  Thus  in  the 
woods  of  Western  Pennsylvania  was  established  the  first  Prot- 
estant Theological  Seminary  on  the  Western  Continent,  or 
at  least  the  first  but  one.  It  is  claimed  that  the  Theological 
Seminary  in  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  is  ten  years  older  than 
Xenia  Seminary.  In  one  sense  the  claim  may  be  admitted; 
in  another  it  may  questioned.  It  is  granted  that  in  1784  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church  chose  Dr.  John  H.  Livingston  to  be 
Professor  of  Theology  for  the  denomination;  that  on  May  19, 
1785,  he  delivered  in  New  York  City  his  inaugural  address; 
that  for  some  years  afterward  he  taught  at  Flatbrush,  Long 
Island,  and  at  Bedford,  Long  Island,  such  students  as  came; 
and  that  in  1810  he  became  professor  in  the  Seminary  estab- 
lished that  year  in  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  by  the  Dutch 
Reformed  Church.  On  the  other  hand,  the  lineal  connection 
of  the  New  Brunswick  Seminary  with  the  school  over  which 
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Dr.  Livingston  presided  on  Long  Island,  is  not  clearly  proved. 
But  this  would  need  to  be  proved  in  order  to  warrant  the 
claim  of  New  Brunswick  Seminary  to  be  older  by  ten  years 
than  Xenia  Seminary. 

After  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Anderson,  in  1819,  the  Synod 
agreed  to  establish  another  seminary,  to  be  located  in  the 
East.  Philadelphia  was  selected  as  the  site,  and  the  Eev. 
John  Banks,  D.D.,  was  chosen  Professor  in  the  year  1820. 
In  the  year  1821,  Rev.  James  Ramsay,  D.  D.,  was  chosen 
Professor  of  the  Western  Seminary,  and  its  location  was 
transferred  to  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  where  Dr.  Ramsay  was  at 
that  time  settled  as  pastor  of  Chartiers  congregation.  After 
the  death  of  Dr.  Banks,  which  occurred  in  1826,  it  was  agreed 
to  unite  the  seminaries,  and  Dr.  Ramsay  was  chosen  Professor 
of  the  united  institutions  at  Canonsburg,  where  it  continued 
until  the  year  1855,  when  it  was  transferred  to  Xenia,  Ohio, 
its  present  location.  In  the  year  1833,  the  Synod  established 
a  Professorship  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Ecclesiastical  His- 
tory, and  elected  the  Rev.  David  Carson,  of  Blount  County, 
Tenn.,  to  fill  the  chair.  It  pleased  God,  however,  in  His 
mysterious  providence,  to  remove  him  by  death,  September 
23,  1834,  just  before  the  opening  of  the  session  when  he  ex- 
pected to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  professorship.  At  the 
meeting  of  the  Synod  in  October,  Rev.  Abraham  Anderson 
was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy,  but  declined  the  appointment, 
and  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod,  October,  1835,  Rev. 
Thomas  Beveridge,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  was  elected  to  this 
place.  In  1841,  Dr.  Ramsay,  owing  to  his  advanced  age, 
tendered  his  resignation  as  Professor  of  Didactic  Theology  and 
Hebrew,  which  was  accepted,  and  Rev.  James  Martin,  D.D., 
of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  was  chosen  his  successor.  After  the  death 
of  Dr.  Martin,  which  occurred  in  1846,  Dr.  Abraham  Ander- 
son, of  Hebron,  N.  Y.,  was  again  chosen  Professor.  Accepting 
this  second  call,  he  began  his  work  at  the  opening  of  the  ses- 
sion of  1847. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Anderson  occurring  May  8,  1855,  just 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  Synod,  at  which  it  was  determined 
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to  remove  the  Seminary  to  Xenia,  Rev.  Samuel  Wilson,  D.D., 
at  that  time  pastor  of  the  congregation — now  the  Second 
United  Presbyterian — of  that  place,  was  chosen  to  fill  the 
vacant  chair.  After  the  union  in  1858,  another  chair  was 
established,  called  the  Professorship  of  Pastoral  Theology  and 
Sacred  Rhetoric,  and  Rev.  Joseph  Clokey,  D.D.,  of  Spring- 
field congregation,  was  elected  to  fill  it.  About  this  time  the 
Associate  Synod  transferred  the  educational  control  of  the 
Seminary  to  the  Second  United  Presbyterian  Synod  of  the 
West,  while  still  retaining  the  property  under  the  control  of 
the  old  Board  of  Trustees,  incorporated  under  the  name  of 
the  "Theological  Seminary  of  the  Associate  Presbyterian 
Church  of  North  America." 

In  the  spring  of  1871,  Dr.  Beveridge,  after  repeatedly 
offering  his  resignation  on  account  of  infirmities  of  age,  was 
released,  and  the  chair  of  Church  History  and  Biblical  Litera- 
ture was  filled  by  the  election  of  Rev.  William  Bruce — his 
son-in-law — of  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  the  fall  of  that  year.  While 
declining  the  appointment  at  that  time,  Dr.  Bruce  consented 
to  perform  the  duties  of  that  chair,  and  did  discharge  them 
with  great  acceptance  during  the  session  of  1871-1872.  Having 
been  re-elected  by  the  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  Springfield, 
Ohio,  October,  1872,  he  accepted  the  appointment  and  was 
formally  inaugurated  by  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  session  of  1873.  This  was  the  first  formal  inaugura- 
tion that  was  observed  in  connection  with  the  Seminary.  At 
the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  1873,  Dr.  Clokey,  who  had  still 
retained  his  pastorate  of  Springfield  congregation  and  resided 
there,  felt  constrained,  by  the  increasing  infirmities  of  years, 
to  resign  his  professorship  in  the  Seminary.  His  resignation 
was  accepted,  and  the  Revs.  J.  O.  Carson,  W.  G.  Moore- 
head  and  J.  B.  McMichael,  pastors  of  the  congregations 
respectively  of  Second  Xenia,  First  Xenia  and  Sugarcreek, 
were  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  At  the  meeting  of  Synod, 
at  Spring  Hill,  Indiana,  October,  1874,  Dr.  Wilson,  owing  to 
the  infirmities  of  age,  offered  his  resignation  of  the  chair  of 
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Didactic  Theology  and  Hebrew,  and  Dr.  Bruce  was  trans- 
ferred to  that  chair,  the  duties  of  the  chair  of  Church  History 
and  Biblical  Literature  being  divided  among  the  other  Pro- 
fessors. 

II.  The  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Northwest.  This 
institution  had  its  origin  at  a  meeting  of  the  Associate  Re- 
formed Presbyterian  Synod  of  the  West,  held  in  Chillicothe, 
Ohio,  in  October,  1837.  The  Synod  resolved  to  remove  the 
Seminary,  then  under  its  care,  from  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  to  Ox- 
ford, Ohio.  At  the  same  meeting  Trustees  were  appointed, 
and  likewise  a  committee  to  procure  a  charter  for  the  Semi- 
nary thus  located.  The  charter  was  obtained,  bearing  date 
January  16,  1838,  for  "The  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Associate  Reformed  Synod  of  the  West."  The  location  did 
not  meet  with  general  acceptance  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the 
Synod;  therefore,  it  was  agreed  at  the  Synod  in  October, 
1839,  to  divide  the  Synod  into  two  particular  Synods,  called 
the  First  and  Second  Synods  of  the  West,  to  be  under  one 
General  Synod,  each  particular  Synod  to  have  its  Theological 
Seminary  under  its  exclusive  control.  The  Seminary  at  Alle- 
gheny was  continued  as  already  organized.  Rev.  Joseph  Clay- 
baugh  was  chosen  Professor  for  the  Seminary  at  Oxford  by 
a  vote  of  the  undivided  Synod.  The  Seminary  was  opened 
in  the  fall  of  1839.  In  connection  with  the  congregation  of 
Oxford,  the  Synod  erected  a  building,  which  furnished  a 
lecture  room,  library,  chapel  and  several  rooms  for  students. 
It  also  acquired  a  good  library  of  nearly  two  thousand  volumes. 
For  sixteen  years,  with  the  exception  of  one  session,  the  whole 
course  of  instruction  was  managed  by  Dr.  Claybaugh.  Rev. 
S.  W.  McCracken  was  appointed  Assistant  Professor,  but 
resigned  at  the  close  of  the  first  session.  The  Church  has 
been  blessed  with  few  men  like  Dr.  Claybaugh.  As  a  gentle- 
man, a  scholar,  and  a  Christian,  he  commanded  the  respect  of 
all  who  knew  him.  He  died  in  Oxford,  Ohio,  September  9, 
1855.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Second  Synod  of  the  West,  in 
October  1855,  Rev.  Alexander  Young  of  St.  Clairsville,  Ohio, 
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was  elected  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  Greek  Exegesis.  The 
Synod  finding  it  inconvenient  to  fill  the  remaining  Professor- 
ships permanently,  Rev.  William  Davidson  was  appointed, 
by  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical 
History.  The  remaining  departments  were,  for  the  time 
being,  committed  to  Professor  Young.  In  view  of  the  rapid 
increase  of  the  Church  in  the  West,  and  also  in  expectation 
of  a  union  with  the  Associate  Church,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  wishes  of  the  brethren  of  the  Synod  of  Illinois,  which  still 
retained  an  interest  in  the  Seminary,  it  was  deemed  advisable, 
by  the  Second  A.  R.  Synod  of  the  West,  at  its  meeting  in 
October,  1857,  to  remove  the  Seminary  from  Oxford,  Ohio,  to 
Monmouth,  111.  Arrangements  were  made  for  opening  the 
Seminary  in  Monmouth  in  September  of  1858.  Professor 
Young  having  been  elected  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  Greek 
Literature  in  Monmouth  College,  and  associate  pastor  with 
Dr.  Wallace,  in  charge  of  the  First  United  Presbyterian  con- 
gregation of  Monmouth,  accepted  these  positions  and  entered 
on  his  duties,  in  connection  with  his  former  relations  to  the 
Seminary.  Rev.  John  Scott  was  elected  Professor  of  Ecclesi- 
astical History.  The  Seminary  was  taken  under  the  care  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Synod  of  Illinois  in  October,  1858, 
and  after  August,  1859,  was  under  the  control  of  the  Synods 
of  Illinois  and  Iowa — and  also  of  Kansas  after  its  organiza- 
tion— a  part  of  its  Superintendents  being  chosen  by  each 
Synod.  In  March,  1864,  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
assigned  to  Professor  Young  the  departments  of  Sacred 
Rhetoric  and  Theology  in  all  its  branches;  and  recommended 
to  the  Synods  of  Illinois  and  Iowa  the  appointment  of  Rev. 
A.  M.  Black,  D.D.,  Vice  President  of  Monmouth  College,  as 
Professor  of  Hebrew  and  Greek  Exegesis.  Professor  Black 
was  elected  by  the  Synods,  and  entered  on  the  duties  of  his 
Professorship.  In  1867,  Dr.  D.  A.  Wallace  was  elected  Pro- 
fessor of  Pastoral  Theology  and  served  for  three  sessions. 
Prior  to  the  removal  of  the  Seminary  to  Xenia,  both  Professors 
Black  and  Young  had  resigned  their  positions,  leaving  Dr. 
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Scott  as  the  only  member  of  the  faculty  at  the  time  of  removal. 
Owing  to  the  increasing  infirmities  of  age,  he  was  unable  to 
follow  the  Seminary  to  Xenia,  and  was  retired  as  Professor 
Emeritus,  with  a  pension  of  $500  from  the  finances  of  the 
Seminary  of  the  Northwest. 

III.  The  United  Seminary.  In  1874  the  two  seminaries 
were  consolidated  by  the  adoption,  on  the  part  of  the  Second 
Synod  and  the  Synods  of  Illinois,  Iowa  and  Kansas  respective- 
ly, of  a  Basis  of  Union  and  Constitution. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  the  spring 
of  1875,  Professor  Moorehead  having  accepted  a  call  to  the 
Fourth  United  Presbyterian  Church,  Allegheny,  Pa.,  resigned 
his  position  in  the  Seminary.  But  having  been  elected  by 
the  four  Synods  which  all  met  in  August  of  that  year,  he 
accepted  the  appointment,  and  at  the  opening  of  the  session 
in  1875  he  and  Professors  Carson  and  McMichael  were  form- 
ally inaugurated  by  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
Dr.  Wilson  having  meanwhile  resigned  the  Professorship  of 
Hebrew  and  been  retired  as  Professor  Emeritus,  the  chairs 
were  rearranged  as  follows :  Dr.  Bruce  was  appointed  Presi- 
dent of  the  Faculty  and  assigned  to  the  chair  of  Didactic  The- 
ology and  Hebrew;  Dr.  J.  G.  Carson  to  the  chai"  of  Pastoral 
Theology  and  Homiletics;  Dr.  J.  B.  McMichael  to  the  chair 
of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Church  Government,  and  Dr. 
W.  G.  Moorehead  to  the  chair  of  Biblical  Literature  and 
Apologetics.  In  the  summer  of  1878,  Dr.  McMichael,  having 
accepted  an  election  to  the  Presidency  of  Monmouth  College, 
resigned  his  Professorship  in  the  Seminary,  and  Rev.  James 
Harper,  D.D.,  who  from  1867  to  1878  had  been  Professor  of 
Theology  in  Newburg  Seminary,  N.  Y.,  was  invited  by  the 
Faculty  to  fill  the  vacant  chair  during  the  session  of  1878-1879, 
which  he  accordingly  did,  entering  upon  his  duties  the  first  of 
January,  1879.  At  the  close  of  the  session  he  was  nominated 
by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and,  at  their  meeting  in  the  fall 
of  1879,  elected  by  the  four  Synods,  to  a  Professorship  in  the 
Seminary,  and  assigned  to  the  chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History

and  Church  Government.  He  was  formally  inaugurated  in 
December,  1879.  Meantime  it  pleased  God  to  lay  His  hand 
of  affliction  on  the  Seminary  in  the  person  of  Dr.  Bruce,  the 
President  of  the  Faculty,  who,  after  a  lingering  illness  of 
nearly  a  year,  was  called  to  his  rest  on  November  10,  1880. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  March,  1881, 
Dr.  Harper,  who  had,  during  the  preceding  session,  performed 
the  duties  of  both  chairs,  was  transferred  to  the  chair  of 
Didactic  Theology  and  Hebrew,  and  elected  President  of  the 
Faculty  in  place  of  Dr.  Bruce.  Apologetics  was  also  added 
to  his  chair,  and  he  was  requested,  if  his  health  would  permit, 
to  continue  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  his  previous  chair,  until 
the  vacancy  could  be  filled  by  the  election  of  a  new  Professor. 
Rev.  David  A.  "Wallace,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  was  elected  to  the  chair 
of  Apologetics,  Church  History  and  Church  Government  in 
the  fall  of  1883.  He  had  met  with  the  students  in  the  class 
room  during  a  part  of  the  previous  session,  to  their  great 
satisfaction,  and  great  expectation  of  good  was  entertained 
in  view  of  his  permanent  employment,  but  as  he  was  prepar- 
ing to  remove  to  Xenia  to  take  up  the  work,  God  called  him 
to  his  reward,  October  21,  1883.  In  1884  Rev.  D.  MacDill, 
D.D.,  for  eight  years  Professor  of  Philosophy  in  Monmouth 
College,  was  elected  by  the  Synods  to  a  chair  in  Xenia  Semi- 
nary, and  in  the  session  of  1884-1885  he  entered  upon  his 
duties  as  Professor  of  Apologetics,  Church  History  and  Church 
Government. 

In  the  spring  of  1888  Dr.  Carson  resigned  his  Professor- 
ship. His  resignation  having  been  accepted,  a  redistribution 
of  the  branches  taught  in  the  Seminary  became  necessary. 
Homiletics  and  Church  Law,  together  with  Apologetics,  were 
accordingly  assigned  to  Professor  MacDill ;  Pastoral  Theology, 
together  with  Greek  Exegesis  and  New  Testament  Literature, 
to  Professor  Moorehead,  and  Church  History  and  Church 
Government,  together  with  Systematic  Theology,  to  Professor 
Harper. 
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In  1889  Rev.  W.  W.  White  was  elected  Professor  of 
Hebrew  and  Old  Testament  Literature  and  began  his  work 
in  January,  1890.  In  April,  1894,  Dr.  White  resigned  his 
Professorship.  Rev.  J.  D.  Irons,  D.D.,  was  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy  thus  created,  and  began  his  work  in  November,  1895. 

Dr.  Harper  resigned  his  Professorship  in  April,  1899. 
This  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Joseph  Kyle, 
D.D.,  who  began  his  work  in  September  of  the  same  year. 

Dr.  MacDill  resigned  August  31,  1902,  on  account  of 
declining  strength,  but  continued  to  teach  until  Rev.  Jesse 
Johnson,  D.D.,  who  had  been  chosen  to  succeed  him,  could 
take  up  the  work.  In  the  rearrangement  of  the  subjects 
assigned  to  the  different  Professors,  Dr.  Johnson  was  ap- 
pointed to  teach  Church  History  instead  of  Homiletics,  the 
latter  having  been  formerly  a  part  of  Dr.  MacDill's  depart- 
ment, but  now  being  joined  to  Systematic  Theology  as  a  part 
of  the  work  of  the  occupant  of  that  chair.  Dr.  Johnson 
assumed  the  duties  of  his  department  January  6,  1903. 

Dr.  Irons  resigned  May  16,  1905,  and  the  Board  nom- 
inated Rev.  J.  E.  Wishart,  D.D.,  to  succeed  him  as  Professor 
of  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament  Literature.  The  Synods  chose 
Dr.  Wishart  to  this  chair  at  their  meetings  in  the  fall  of  1905 
and  he  entered  upon  the  duty  assigned  on  November  13,  1905. 

At  the  close  of  the  session  of  1906-1907,  Dr.  Moorehead 
laid  before  the  Board  of  Managers  the  resignation  of  his 
Professorship.  The  Board  reluctantly  agreed  to  his  release, 
but  requested  him  to  accept  the  duties  of  the  Newburg  Chair 
of  Biblical  Theology — established  in  1904 — when  the  vacancy 
occasioned  by  his  resignation  should  be  filled.  This  he  con- 
sented to  do.  Rev.  J.  H.  Webster  was  nominated  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  May  6,  1908,  to  the  Professorship  of  Greek 
Exegesis  and  New  Testament  Literature,  and  was  elected  to 
this  chair  by  the  Synods.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  January 
5,  1909,  and  at  the  same  time  Dr.  Moorehead  began  his  work 
in  the  new  department. 
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The  Commencement  season,  May  4-7,  1913,  was  signalized 
by  the  celebration  of  Dr.  Moorehead's  completion  of  forty 
years  of  continuous  service  as  Professor,  and  the  beginning 
of  the  one  hundred  and  twentieth  year  of  the  Seminary's 
history.  In  addition  to  the  usual  commencement  exercises 
a  special  programme  was  prepared  commemorative  of  this 
noteworthy  coincidence.  Representatives  from  many  Theo- 
logical Seminaries,  Universities  and  Colleges  were  present  to 
bear  the  greetings  of  their  respective  institutions,  and  messages 
of  congratulation  were  sent  by  many  others.  All  the  forty 
classes  which  had  been  graduated  during  these  years  of  service, 
all  the  Boards  of  the  Church  and  nearly  all  the  Presbyteries 
took  special  notice  of  the  occasion,  and  many  of  these  gave 
kindly  expression  of  their  good  will.  At  this  time  Dr.  Moore- 
head  formally  resigned  the  Presidency  of  the  Seminary  and 
Dr.  Joseph  Kyle  was  appointed  his  successor.  The  Newburg 
Chair  of  English  Bible  and  Biblical  Theology  was  not  vacated 
by  this  resignation  but  Dr.  Moorehead  was  continued  in  this 
Professorship. 

On  November  6,  1913  occurred  the  death  of  Rev.  James 
Harper,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  in  the  91st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  a 
man  of  deep  piety,  profound  and  varied  learning  and  con- 
summate ability  as  a  teacher.  He  had  served  Xenia  Seminary 
twenty-one  years. 

On  March  1,  1914,  Rev.  W.  G.  Moorehead,  D.D.,  LL.D., 
died  after  a  period  of  forty  years  service  as  a  teacher  in  this 
institution.  Spiritual,  scholarly,  eloquent,  his  death  was  a 
great  loss  to  the  school  he  had  so  long  and  ably  served. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION, 


STUDENTS. 

Persons  wishing  to  enter  the  Seminary  shall  present  to 
the  Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  of  church  membership  and 
piety;  and  students  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  shall 
be  under  the  care  of  some  Presbytery  before  entering  the 
Seminary,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible.  The  Faculty  will 
admit,  at  their  discretion,  students  of  other  denominations. 

Before  being  admitted  to  the  Seminary,  every  student 
shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Faculty,  subscribe  to  a  written 
declaration  to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a  student  in  the 
Seminary  he  will  regularly,  punctually  and  diligently  attend 
upon  all  the  instructions  of  the  Professors  and  promptly 
comply  with  all  lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty,  and  be 
subject  to  their  authority;  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to 
all  regulations  of  the  Seminary  and  that  he  will  not  propagate 
any  opinion  in  opposition  to  the  principles  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church. 

Every  student  who  has  been  accepted  by  the  Faculty  as 
a  candidate  for  graduation  and  who  has  completed  the  pre- 
scribed course  of  study  and  passed  the  required  examinations, 
shall  be  publicly  graduated  and  receive  a  proper  diploma. 

LOCATION. 

Xenia  is  a  city  of  about  11,000  inhabitants,  situated  in 
a  rich  and  beautiful  section  of  country,  65  miles  from  Cin- 
cinnati and  55  miles  from  Columbus,  and  is  easy  of  access 
from  all  points.  The  people  of  the  city  and  surrounding 
country  are  possessed  of  a  high  degree  of  intelligence  and 
refinement,  and  the  students  of  the  Seminary  enjoy  very  desir- 
able social  advantages. 
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In  point  of  healthfulness  of  climate  Xenia  ranks  very 
high.  Local  conditions  are  not  favorable  to  endemics  of  any 
character.  Malarial  disorders  are  quite  unusual  and  typhoid 
fever  is  practically  unknown.  The  moral  tone  and  the  relig- 
ious spirit  that  prevail  in  the  community  exert  a  most 
salutary  influence,  while  the  distractions  that  are  always  at- 
tendant upon  city  life  are  avoided. 

In  the  matter  of  practical  experience  in  Christian  work 
the  students  have  exceptional  privileges.  Opportunities  for 
real  missionary  service  that  are  not  surpassed  in  any  of  the 
large  cities  are  found  in  the  state  and  county  institutions 
located  in  Xenia  or  in  the  adjacent  territory. 

The  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  is  just 
without  the  city's  corporate  limits.  In  this  institution  more 
than  nine  hundred  children  are  maintained  and  educated. 
For  a  number  of  years  the  Sabbath  School  established  in  the 
Home  has  been  largely  directed  and  controlled  by  the  students 
of  the  Xenia  Seminary. 

To  the  county  jail,  the  work-house  and  the  county  in- 
firmary groups  of  students  go  on  Sabbath  afternoons  with 
the  gospel.  These  opportunities  for  evangelistic  service,  in 
addition  to  those  in  immediate  connection  with  the  city 
churches  and  missions,  require  all  the  time  and  effort  which 
the  students  of  the  Middle  and  Junior  classes  ought  to  take 
from  duty  directly  connected  with  Seminary  work.  The  rail- 
way connections  are  such  that  licensed  students  may  readily 
respond  to  calls  for  their  services  on  Sabbath  and  return  with- 
out great  loss  of  time. 

THE  DORMITORY. 

The  dormitory,  a  substantial  building  of  three  stories  and 
basement,  has  ample  accommodations  for  fifty  persons.  The 
students'  rooms  are  large  and  well  equipped  and  are  furnished 
without  expense  to  the  occupants.  Several  of  the  rooms  are 
"double,"  but  so  long  as  a  room  in  the  building  remains 
unclaimed,  no  student  is  required  to  have  a  roommate. 
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The  dormitory  is  supplied  with  the  modern  conveniences, 
and  is  most  advantageously  located  for  sunlight  and  ventila- 
tion. The  almost  invariable  good  health  of  our  students  dur- 
ing all  the  years  of  our  occupancy,  attests  the  satisfactory 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  building. 

ANDERSON  HALL. 

This  building  contains  chapel,  library,  five  recitation 
rooms,  office,  etc.,  and  affords  every  facility  for  the  work 
required.  It  has  all  the  conveniences  of  a  modern  educational 
building.  The  cuts  presented  in  this  catalogue  exhibit  in 
partial  view  some  of  its  more  prominent  features. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

The  library  occupies  a  large,  well-lighted  room  on  the 
first  floor  of  Anderson  Hall.  The  library  of  the  late  James 
Price,  D.D.,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  came  by  his  will  to  Xenia 
Seminary.  This  bequest  and  other  additions  by  gift,  bequest 
and  purchase,  have  brought  the  number  of  volumes  in  the 
library  to  about  10,000.  The  books  have  been  thoroughly 
classified  and  the  library  thus  made  readily  available  to  the 
students  for  preparation  for  class  room  and  for  investigations 
upon  any  subject. 

The  free  Public  Library  of  Xenia,  to  which  the  students 
have  access,  consists  of  some  eight  thousand  volumes.  A 
new  building  has  lately  been  erected  for  this  library,  known 
as  the  Carnegie  Library  Building. 

The  reading  rooms  of  the  Public  Library  and  of  the 
Young  Men's   Christian   Association   are   also   open   to   our. 
students. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Alexander  Dempster,  of 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  the  Seminary  has  been  provided  with  the 
raised  map  of  Palestine,  published  by  the  Palestine  Explora- 
tion Fund,  London,  England,  from  surveys  made  by  George 
Armstrong.  This  map  is  very  valuable  in  the  study  of  Sacred 
Geography  and  History. 
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THE  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Students'  Missionary  Society  meets  monthly  for 
prayer  and  conference.  The  society  is  connected  with  the 
American  Inter-Seminary  Missionary  Alliance.  To  the  good 
work  of  this  organization  is  largely  due  the  excellent  Mis- 
sionary spirit  which  prevails  among  the  students.  It  has 
furnished  most  commendable  supplemental  work  to  that  of 
the  class  room  on  the  subject  of  Missions. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

A  weekly  prayer  meeting,  attended  by  the  Faculty  and 
students,  is  held  every  Monday  at  one  o'clock  p.  m.  The 
students  also  hold  group  prayer  meetings  in  their  rooms  on 
three  evenings  each  week. 

Through  the  kindly  interest  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
pastors  and  people  of  Xenia,  the  evening  of  the  second  Sab- 
bath of  every  month  during  the  Seminary  session  has  been 
reserved  for  a  union  service,  conducted  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Faculty. 

GYMNASIUM. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  Xenia  has 
an  excellent  gymnasium,  where  students  at  a  small  expense 
may  have  the  direction  of  a  competent  instructor.  The  As- 
sociation has,  when  practicable,  employed  a  student  of  the 
Seminary  as  physical  director.  To  all  the  benefits  of  the 
Association  the  students  are  welcome  on  very  favorable  terms. 

For  outdoor  exercise  our  grounds  are  ample  and  ad- 
mirably adapted,  admitting  of  almost  all  kinds  of  games. 
Three  tennis  courts  have  been  laid  out  and  yet  there  is  room 
for  others. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

Necessary  reference  books  and  commentaries  are  found 
in  the  library,  and  text-books  may  be  obtained  on  favorable 
terms  through  the  Seminary's  agent. 
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EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  session  examinations  are  held  cover- 
ing the  ground  gone  over  in  the  several  departments  of  study. 

On  all  subjects  the  examinations  are  written  and  are 
directed  by  the  professors  and  by  them  are  reported  to  the 
Board. 

From  the  class  standing,  the  examinations  and  the  at- 
tendance, the  grade  of  the  student,  based  on  a  scale  of  1-100, 
is  determined,  and  reported  to  his  Presbytery. 

EXPENSES. 

The  necessary  expenses  of  a  course  of  theological  train- 
ing are  reduced  to  the  minimum  in  Xenia  Seminary.  There 
are  no  "fees"  or  "rentals"  of  any  sort  for  privileges  or  ac- 
commodations. The  only  item  of  expense  to  students,  not 
provided  for  in  the  dormitory,  is  that  of  lighting  their  own 
rooms.  The  best  of  table  boarding  may  be  had  for  $3.00 
a  week,  text-books  may  be  secured  through  our  book  agent 
at  the  lowest  possible  cost,  and  all  other  personal  needs  may 
be  supplied  at  an  outlay  of  money  as  small  as  will  procure 
like  service  in  any  other  community  in  the  land. 

FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE. 

The  members  of  the  Junior  class  who  engage  in  prac- 
tical Christian  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty,  will 
receive  compensation  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars.  From 
the  income  of  our  Students'  Fund  we  are  prepared  to  loan 
to  those  who  may  desire  it,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  or 
more  in  ease  of  real  need,  on  their  personal  notes,  without 
interest  for  five  years  from  date  of  loan ;  at  the  expiration  of 
this  period  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum 
will  be  charged  until  payment  is  made.  This  amount,  with 
funds  to  which  worthy  students  are  entitled  on  proper  recom- 
mendation to  the  Board  of  Education  and  money  which  may 
be  earned  by  themselves,  will  almost,  if  not  altogether,  cover 
the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Seminary  session.

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OUTLINE  OF  STUDY  FOR  1915-1916. 


SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY. 

The  second  division  of  the  course,  according  to  the  present 
arrangement  of  the  studies  in  this  department,  will  occupy  the 
attention  of  the  students  of  all  the  classes  during  the  session. 
This  embraces  chapters  XII-XXVII  of  Hodge's  Outlines  of 
Theology,  which  is  the  text-book  used. 

Supplemental  lectures  will  be  given  on  topics  that  seem  to 
require  additional  treatment. 

HOMILETICS. 

The  Juniors  will  devote  the  larger  portion  of  the  time  al- 
lotted to  this  subject  to  the  study  of  the  general  principles  of 
sermonizing  and  preaching  as  they  are  outlined  in  the  text-book 
employed;  viz.,  "The  Preparation  and  Delivery  of  Sermons," 
by  Professor  Broadus. 

The  students  of  all  the  classes  will  be  exercised  in  the 
criticism  of  published  discourses  of  acknowledged  merit,  in  the 
analysis  of  texts  and  the  preparation  of  outlines  of  sermons. 
One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  session  is  devoted  to  this  work. 
Attention  will  also  be  given  to  other  exercises  that  have  place 
in  the  ministrations  of  the  pulpit. 

All  the  students  will  have  in  turn  the  advantage  of  the 
weekly  presentation  of  discourses  before  the  Faculty. 

HISTORY  OF  CHRISTIAN  DOCTRINE. 

The  Middle  Class  will  study  the  first  volume  of  Shedd's 
History  of  Christian  Doctrine.  The  Senior  Class  will  study  the 
second  volume  of  the  same  work. 
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CHURCH  GOVERNMENT  AND  WORSHIP. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  session  the  Senior  Class  will 
study  The  Book  of  Government  and  Worship  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  Middle  Class  will  take  up  such 
subjects  of  the  same  Book  as  will  be  necessary  to  their  prepara- 
tion for  licensure. 


GREEK  EXEGESIS. 

The  Junior  Class  will  study  the  "Essentials  of  New  Testa- 
ment Greek,"  and  read  the  Gospel  according  to  John.  Special 
attention  will  be  given  to  the  task  of  acquiring  a  working  vocab- 
ulary, and  a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  New  Testament  syntax. 
One  hour  a  week  will  be  given  to  sight  reading. 

The  Middle  Class  will  study  exegetically  the  Acts  and 
Hebrews. 

The  Senior  Class  will  begin  the  year  with  the  study  of 
Ephesians,  to  be  followed  with  studies  in  selected  portions  of 
the  New  Testament. 


NEW  TESTAMENT  LITERATURE. 

In  New  Testament  Literature  the  Gospels  and  the  Acts  will 
be  studied.  The  course  of  instruction  will  embrace  their  genuine- 
ness, authenticity,  design,  and  an  analysis  of  their  contents. 

Subjects  such  as  Textual  Criticism,  Hermeneutics  and  the 
formation  of  the  Canon  will  receive  the  attention  their  present- 
day  importance  deserves. 


ELEMENTARY  GREEK. 

Instruction  in  the  elements  of  the  Greek  language  in  order 
to  fit  students  destitute  of  classical  training  to  read  the  Greek 
New  Testament  will  be  given  by  Prof.  C.  L.  Bogle,  A.  M.  Four 
hours  a  week  will  be  devoted  to  this  study. 


XENIA  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  13 


CHURCH  HISTORY. 

The  work  is  conducted  by  means  of  text-books,  library  refer- 
ences, lectures,  and  students'  reports  on  assigned  topics. 

Junior  Class — Two  hours  a  week.  The  work  of  this  class 
will  be  the  history  of  the  Church  to  the  birth  of  Luther,  1483. 

Middle  Class — Two  hours  a  week.  This  class  will  deal  with 
the  period  800  to  1648,  passing  somewhat  rapidly  over  the  years 
800  to  1294,  studying  in  more  detail  the  two  centuries  preceding 
the  Reformation,  and  devoting  most  time  to  the  Reformation  and 
the  conflicts  of  the  Christian  bodies  down  to  1648.  A  brief 
historical  study  of  the  Westminster  Assembly  and  of  the  testi- 
mony of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  will  complete  the  work 
of  this  class  for  the  year. 

Senior  Class — Two  hours  a  week.  This  class  will  study  the 
Reformation  in  the  lands  outside  Germany.  Then  the  history 
of  the  Modern  Church  from  1648  will  be  briefly  reviewed.  After 
this  it  will  be  the  aim  to  take  a  survey  of  present  Church  con- 
ditions in  the  different  countries,  particularly  our  own  country. 
A  short  history  of  Modern  Missions  will  be  part  of  the  work  of 
this  class. 

Text-books  for  the  Junior  Class  can  not  be  announced  now. 
The  Middle  Class  will  use  Lindsay 's  two  volumes,  ' '  The  Reforma- 
tion in  Germany"  and  "The  Reformation  in  the  Lands  Beyond 
Germany. ' '  The  Senior  Class  will  use  first  the  second  volume  of 
Lindsay's  work  mentioned  above.  Other  handbooks  required 
for  any  of  the  classes  will  be  announced  later. 

APOLOGETICS. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — One  hour  a  week.  Instruction 
is  given  by  lectures,  library  references  and  students'  reports  on 
assigned  topics.  After  a  rapid  review  of  the  argument  for 
Theism  and  a  brief  examination  of  the  chief  anti-theistic  the- 
ories, the  general  topic  for  the  year  will  be  the  Evidences  of 
Christianity.  This  work  will  be  done  rapidly  in  outline,  and  as 
much  attention  as  time  will  permit  will  be  given  to  present- 
day  systems  of  error  with  which  the  minister  must  deal. 
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HEBREW    LANGUAGE    AND    EXEGESIS,    AND    OLD    TESTAMENT 

LITERATURE. 

Junior  Class — The  year  will  be  spent  in  acquiring  the  rudi- 
ments of  the  Hebrew  language  and  a  working  vocabulary.  The 
text-books  used  are  Harper's  Hebrew  Grammar  and  Harper's 
Hebrew  Method  and  Manual.  The  prescribed  course  covers  the 
first  eight  chapters  of  Genesis.  Later  the  class  will  read  more 
rapidly  a  portion  of  one  of  the  historical  books. 

During  part  of  the  year  one  hour  a  week  will  be  given  to 
the  study  of  Old  Testament  Literature,  using  Geden's  Introduc- 
tion to  the  Hebrew  Bible. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — The  work  of  the  year  will  be 
in  the  Minor  Prophets  and  the  Psalms.  Selected  portions  will 
be  critically  studied,  emphasis  being  laid  upon  their  connection 
with  contemporary  history.  Each  member  of  the  class  will  be 
expected  to  give  a  special  exegesis  of  a  psalm. 

There  will  be  work  in  the  English  Bible  covering  probably 
the  Wisdom  Books — Job,  Proverbs,  Ecclesiastes,  and  Canticles, 
with  certain  of  the  Minor  Prophets. 

THE  PERMANENT  LECTURESHIP   ON  BIBLICAL  THEOLOGY  AS 
ILLUSTRATED  BY  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  RESEARCH. 

The  work  in  Biblical  Theology  this  year  will  cover  the 
Tribal  Period  of  Israel's  history,  and  will  center  around  the  life 
and  work  of  Moses,  the  emancipator,  the  law-giver  and  the 
prophet.  There  will  be  studies  in  the  Passover,  the  Exodus,  the 
Law  Words  and  the  Codes  of  Moses,  the  Mosaic  Institutions,  the 
Sacrificial  Terms,  the  Symbolism  of  the  Tabernacle  and  its 
Ceremonial  and  the  Beginnings  of  the  Bible. 

The  English  Bible  will  be  the  text-book,  with  the  Hebrew 
Bible  for  constant  reference. 

THE  TRIBAL  PERIOD  OF  ISRAEL'S  HISTORY. 

Junior  Class — There  will  be  a  preliminary  course  of  in- 
troductory lectures  for  the  Junior  class. 
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All  Classes — The  lectures  before  all  the  students  will  present 
the  archaeological  evidence  bearing  upon  the  tribal  period  of 
Israel's  history  from  the  decent  into  Egypt,  to  the  entrance  into 
Canaan.  The  students  will  be  aided  by  lantern  illustrations, 
constant  drills  in  Biblical  and  Classical  Geography  and  the  pre- 
scribed reading  courses  for  the  year. 

Middle  Class — The  Middle  Class  will  be  directed  in  the 
beginnings  of  individual  research  work,  especially  in  archaeolog- 
ical aids  in  the  art  of  Hermeneutics,  and  will  be  given  some 
special  lectures  summarizing  the  results  of  that  work. 

Senior  Class — The  Senior  Class  will  be  given  some  con- 
cluding lectures  on  the  Principles  and  Methods  of  research  and 
the  interpretation  and  application  of  archaeological  material 
to  questions  of  Criticism  and  the  Inspiration  of  the  Scriptures. 
A  thesis,  also,  will  be  required  of  each  member  of  the  Senior 
Class  before  the  close  of  the  year. 

Public  Lectures — There  will  be  Research  Lectures  upon  the 
Archaeological  evidence  on  the  Life  and  Teachings  of  Christ, 
fully  illustrated  with  slides. 

POST-GRADUATE  WORK. 

The  Board  of  Managers,  at  its  meeting,  May,  1912,  gave  its 
approval  to  a  plan  proposed  by  the  Faculty  to  establish  courses 
of  study  for  post-graduate  students.  Accordingly,  courses  will 
be  offered  from  September  to  December,  1914,  in  the  following 
subjects :

Opportunity  will  be  given  for  review  of  subjects  relating  to 
the  Person  of  Christ,  the  Atonement,  the  Doctrine  of  Sin,  Justifi- 
cation, and  other  principles  of  the  Evangelical  Faith  that  are 
subjects  of  present-day  controversy. 
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HISTORY  OF  THE  SEMINARY. 


The  United  Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary  of  Xenia, 
Ohio,  was  constituted  by  the  consolidation,  in  the  year  1874,  of 
the  Seminary  of  the  Northwest  (formerly  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian)  with  the  Seminary  at  Xenia  (formerly  Associate 
Presbyterian),  so  that  it  is  in  the  most  definite  sense  a  United 
Presbyterian  Seminary.  Being  the  lineal  and  the  legal  successor 
of  both  these  seminaries,  its  history  must  ^embrace  that  of  its 
component  parts. 

1.  The  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Associate  Presbyterian 
Church  of  North  America.  The  father  of  the  Associate  Presby- 
terian Church  in  America  was  Alexander  Gellatly,  who  was 
ordained  and  appointed  by  the  mother  church  in  Scotland  to 
serve  as  a  missionary  in  the  valley  of  the  Susquehanna  in 
Pennsylvania.  In  the  summer  of  1753,  in  company  with  Rev. 
Andrew  Arnot,  who  had  received  a  like  appointment  to  continue 
for  one  year,  he  sailed  for  the  new  world.  On  November  2,  1753, 
these  two  brethren  organized,  as  they  had  been  directed  to  do, 
the  Associate  Presbytery  of  Pennsylvania.  On  May  20,  1776, 
the  ' '  Mission, ' '  having  been  reinforced  by  a  number  of  ministers 
from  Scotland  and  Ireland,  and  having  widely  extended  its 
borders,  was  divided  and  the  Associate  Presbytery  of  New  York 
was  organized.  For  a  full  quarter  of  a  century  the  supply  of 
ministers  had  come  from  the  home  church,  but  the  demand, 
continually  increasing,  had  called  out  a  number  of  young  men 
trained  in  the  classical  schools  which  had  been  established  in 
many  localities  in  the  new  field.  In  order  to  prepare  them  for 
the  ministry,  Rev.  Robert  Annan,  D.D.,  gave  instruction  to  those 
received  into  the  care  of  the  Presbytery  of  New  York  and  Rev. 
John  Smith  rendered  a  like  service  to  the  church  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Presbytery  of  Pennsylvania. 
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The  union  that  constituted  the  Associate  Reformed  Church 
in  1782  left  but  two  ministers  in  the  Associate  Church  in 
America.  Whether  their  refusal  to  enter  the  union  was  wise  or 
not,  they,  with  certain  elders  who  adhered  to  their  views,  were 
recognized  by  the  Synod  in  Scotland  as  constituting  the  Associate 
Presbytery  of  Pennsylvania,  and  other  ministers  were  sent  to 
their  assistance.  The  first  who  came  were  Rev.  John  Anderson 
and  Rev.  Thomas  Beveridge — father  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Beve- 
ridge,  D.D.,  of  blessed  memory  wherever  his  name  is  known. 

With  Rev.  John  Anderson,  D.D.,  the  history  of  the  Xenia 
Theological  Seminary  begins.  Owing  to  the  urgent  need  of  a 
ministry  trained  on  the  field  and  the  inability  of  the  Synod  in 
Scotland  to  send  sufficient  help,  had  it  been  best  to  look  to  that 
source  of  supply,  the  Associate  Presbytery  elected  Dr.  Anderson. 
Professor  of  Theology  and  established  a  Theological  Seminary 
at  Service,  Pa.,  within  the  bounds  of  one  of  his  congregations. 
There  a  building  was  erected,  a  library  collected,  quite  extensive 
for  those  days,  comprising  about  eight  hundred  volumes.  Theol- 
ogy was  made  the  central  study,  and  an  institution  was  founded 
possessing  every  requisite  to  entitle  it  to  the  name  of  a  Theologic- 
al Seminary.  Thus  in  the  woods  of  Western  Pennsylvania  was 
established  the  first  Protestant  Theological  Seminary  on  the 
Western  Continent,  or  at  least  the  first  but  one.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  Theological  Seminary  in  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  is  ten 
years  older  than  Xenia  Seminary.  In  one  sense  the  claim  may 
be  admitted ;  in  another  it  may  be  questioned.  It  is  granted 
that  in  1784  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  chose  Dr.  John  H. 
Livingston  to  be  Professor  of  Theology  for  the  denomination ; 
that  on  May  19,  1785,  he  delivered  in  New  York  City  his  in- 
augural address ;  that  for  some  years  afterward  he  taught  at 
Flatbush,  Long  Island,  and  at  Bedford,  Long  Island,  such 
students  as  came;  and  that  in  1810  he  became  professor  in  the 
Seminary  established  that  year  in  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  by  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church.  On  the  other  band,  the  lineal  con- 
nection of  the  New  Brunswick  Seminary  with  the  school  over 
which  Dr.  Livingston  presided  on  Long  Island,  is  not  clearly 
proved.    But  this  would  need  to  be  proved  in  order  to  warrant 
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the  claim  of  New  Brunswick  Seminary  to  be  older  by  ten  years 
than  Xenia  Seminary. 

After  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Anderson,  in  1819,  the  Synod 
agreed  to  establish  another  seminary,  to  be  located  in  the  East. 
Philadelphia  was  selected  as  the  site,  and  the  Rev.  John  Banks, 
D.D.,  was  chosen  Professor  in  the  year  1820.  In  the  year  1821, 
Rev.  James  Ramsay,  D.D.,  was  chosen  Professor  of  the  Western 
Seminary,  and  its  location  was  transferred  to  Canonsburg,  Pa., 
where  Dr.  Ramsay  was  at  that  time  settled  as  pastor  of  Chartiers 
congregation.  After  the  death  of  Dr.  Banks,  which  occurred  in 
1826,  it  was  agreed  to  unite  the  seminaries,  and  Dr.  Ramsay  was 
chosen  Professor  of  the  united  institutions  at  Canonsburg,  where 
it  continued  until  the  year  1855,  when  it  was  transferred  to 
Xenia,  Ohio,  its  present  location.  In  the  year  1833,  the  Synod 
established  a  Professorship  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Ecclesias- 
tical History,  and  elected  the  Rev.  David  Carson,  of  Blount 
County,  Tenn.,  to  fill  the  chair.  It  pleased  God,  however,  in  His 
mysterious  providence,  to  remove  him  by  death,  September  23, 
1834,  just  before  the  opening  of  the  session  when  he  expected 
to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  professorship.  At  the  meeting 
of  the  Synod  in  October,  Rev.  Abraham  Anderson  was  elected 
to  fill  the  vacancy,  but  declined  the  appointment,  and  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Synod,  October,  1835,  Rev.  Thomas  Beveridge,  of 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  was  elected  to  this  place.  In  1841,  Dr.  Ramsay, 
owing  to  his  advanced  age,  tendered  his  resignation  as  Professor 
of  Didactic  Theology  and  Hebrew,  which  was  accepted,  and  Rev. 
James  Martin,  D.D.,  of  Albany,  N.  Y.,  was  chosen  his  successor. 
After  the  death  of  Dr.  Martin,  which  occurred  in  1846,  Dr. 
Abraham  Anderson,  of  Hebron,  N.  Y.,  was  again  chosen  Pro- 
fessor. Accepting  this  second  call,  he  began  his  work  at  the 
opening  of  the  session  of  1847. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Anderson  occurring  May  8,  1855,  just 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  Synod,  at  which  it  was  determined  to 
remove  the  Seminary  to  Xenia,  Rev.  Samuel  Wilson,  D.D.,  at 
that  time  pastor  of  the  congregation — now  the  Second  United 
Presbyterian — of  that  place,  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacant  chair. 
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After  the  union  in  1858,  another  chair  was  established,  called  the 
Professorship  of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Sacred  Ehetoric,  and 
Rev.  Joseph  Clokey,  D.D.,  of  Springfield  congregation,  was 
elected  to  fill  it.  About  this  time  the  Associate  Synod  transferred 
the  educational  control  of  the  Seminary  to  the  Second  United 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  the  "West,  while  still  retaining  the  prop- 
erty under  the  control  of  the  old  Board  of  Trustees,  incorporated 
under  the  name  of  the  "Theological  Seminary  of  the  Associate 
Presbyterian  Church  of  North  America." 

In  the  spring  of  1871,  Dr.  Beveridge,  after  repeatedly  offer- 
ing his  resignation  on  account  of  infirmities  of  age,  was  released, 
and  the  chair  of  Church  History  and  Biblical  Literature  was 
filled  by  the  election  of  Rev.  William  Bruce — his  son-in-law — of 
Baltimore,  Md.,  in  the  fall  of  that  year.  While  declining  the 
appointment  at  that  time,  Dr.  Bruce  consented  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  chair,  and  did  discharge  them  with  great  accept- 
ance during  the  session  of  1871-1872.  Having  been  re-elected  by 
the  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  Springfield,  Ohio,  October,  1872,  he 
accepted  the  appointment  and  was  formally  inaugurated  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  at  the  opening  of  the  session  of  1873.  This 
was  the  first  formal  inauguration  that  was  observed  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Seminary.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  in  1873, 
Dr.  Clokey,  who  had  still  retained  his  pastorate  of  Springfield 
congregation  and  resided  there,  felt  constrained,  by  the  increas- 
ing infirmities  of  years,  to  resign  his  professorship  in  the 
Seminary.  His  resignation  was  accepted,  and  the  Revs.  J.  G. 
Carson,  W.  G.  Moorehead  and  J.  B.  McMichael,  pastors  of  the 
congregations  respectively  of  Second  Xenia,  First  Xenia,  and 
Sugarcreek,  were  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  At  the  meeting 
of  Synod,  at  Spring  Hill,  Indiana,  October,  1874,  Dr.  Wilson, 
owing  to  the  infirmities  of  age,  offered  his  resignation  of  the 
chair  of  Didactic  Theology  and  Hebrew,  and  Dr.  Bruce  was 
transferred  to  that  chair,  the  duties  of  the  chair  of  Church 
History  and  Biblical  Literature  being  divided  among  the  other 
Professors. 
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II.     The    Theological    Seminary   of   the   Northwest.      This 
institution  had  its  origin  at  a  meeting  of  the  Associate  Reformed 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  the  West,  held  in  Chillicothe,  Ohio,  in 
October,  1837.     The  Synod  resolved  to  remove  the  Seminary, 
then  under  its  care,  from  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  to  Oxford,  Ohio.    At 
the  same  meeting  Trustees  were  appointed,  and  likewise  a  com- 
mittee to  procure  a  charter  for  the  Seminary  thus  located.    The 
charter  was  obtained,  bearing  date  January  16,  1838,  for  "The 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Synod  of  the 
West."     The  location  did  not  meet  with  general  acceptance  in 
the  Eastern  part  of  the  Synod;  therefore,  it  was  agreed  at  the 
Synod  in  October,  1839,  to  divide  the  Synod  into  two  particular 
Synods,  called  the  First  and  Second  Synods  of  the  West,  to  be 
under  one  General  Synod,  each  particular  Synod  to  have  its 
Theological  Seminary  under  its  exclusive  control.    The  Seminary 
at  Allegheny  was  continued  as  already  organized.     Rev.  Joseph 
Claybaugh  was  chosen  Professor  for  the  Seminary  at  Oxford  by 
a  vote  of  the  undivided  Synod.     The  Seminary  was  opened  in 
the  fall  of  1839.    In  connection  with  the  congregation  of  Oxford, 
the  Synod  erected  a  building,  which  furnished  a  lecture  room, 
library,  chapel  and  several  rooms  for  students.    It  also  acquired 
a  good  library  of  nearly  two  thousand  volumes.     For  sixteen 
years,  with  the  exception  of  one  session,  the  whole  course  of 
instruction  was  managed  by  Dr.  Claybaugh.     Rev.  S.  W.  Mc- 
Cracken  was  appointed  Assistant  Professor,  but  resigned  at  the 
close  of  the  first  session.    The  Church  has  been  blessed  with  few 
men  like  Dr.   Claybaugh.     As  a  gentleman,  a  scholar,  and  a 
Christian,  he  commanded  the  respect  of  all  who  knew  him.    He 
died  in  Oxford,  Ohio,  September  9,  1855.    At  the  meeting  of  the 
Second  Synod  of  the  West,  in  October,  1855,  Rev.  Alexander 
Young  of  St.  Clairsville,  Ohio,  was  elected  Professor  of  Hebrew 
and  Greek  Exegesis.     The  Synod  finding  it  inconvenient  to  fill 
the  remaining  Professorships  permanently,  Rev.  William  David- 
son was  appointed,  by  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  Professor 
of  Ecclesiastical  History.    The  remaining  departments  were,  for 
the  time  being,  committed  to  Professor  Young.     In  view  of  the 
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rapid  increase  of  the  Church  in  the  West,  and  also  in  expectation 
of  a  union  with  the  Associate  Church,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  wishes  of  the  brethren  of  the  Synod  of  Illinois,  which  still 
retained  an  interest  in  the  Seminary,  it  was  deemed  advisable, 
by  the  Second  A.  R.  Synod  of  the  West,  at  its  meeting  in  October, 
1857,  to  remove  the  Seminary  from  Oxford,  Ohio,  to  Monmouth, 
111.  Arrangements  were  made  for  opening  the  Seminary  in 
Monmouth  in  September  of  1858.  Professor  Young  having  been 
elected  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  Greek  Literature  in  Monmouth 
College,  and  associate  pastor  with  Dr.  Wallace,  in  charge  of  the 
First  United  Presbyterian  congregation  of  Monmouth,  accepted 
these  positions  and  entered  on  his  duties,  in  connection  with  his 
former  relations  to  the  Seminary.  Rev.  John  Scott  was  elected 
Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History.  The  Seminary  was  taken 
under  the  care  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Synod  of  Illinois  in 
October,  1858,  and  after  August,  1859,  was  under  the  control 
of  the  Synods  of  Illinois  and  Iowa — and  also  of  Kansas  after  its 
organization — a  part  of  its  Superintendents  being  chosen  by 
each  Synod.  In  March,  1864,  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
assigned  to  Professor  Young  the  departments  of  Sacred  Rhetoric 
and  Theology  in  all  its  branches ;  and  recommended  to  the 
Synods  of  Illinois  and  Iowa  the  appointment  of  Rev.  A.  M. 
Black,  D.D.,  Vice  President  of  Monmouth  College,  as  Professor 
of  Hebrew  and  Greek  Exegesis.  Professor  Black  was  elected 
by  the  Synods,  and  entered  on  the  duties  of  his  Professorship. 
In  1867,  Dr.  D.  A.  Wallace  was  elected  Professor  of  Pastoral 
Theology  and  served  for  three  sessions.  Prior  to  the  removal 
of  the  Seminary  to  Xenia,  both  Professors  Black  and  Young  had 
resigned  their  positions,  leaving  Dr.  Scott  as  the  only  member 
of  the  faculty  at  the  time  of  removal.  Owing  to  the  increasing 
infirmities  of  age,  he  was  unable  to  follow  the  Seminary  to 
Xenia,  and  was  retired  as  Professor  Emeritus,  with  a  pension 
of  $500  from  the  finances  of  the  Seminary  of  the  Northwest. 

III.  The  United  Seminary.  In  1874  the  two  seminaries 
were  consolidated  by  the  adoption,  on  the  part  of  the  Second 
Synod  and  the  Synods  of  Illinois,  Iowa  and  Kansas  respectively, 
of  a  Basis  of  Union  and  Constitution. 
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At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  the  spring  of 
1875,  Professor  Moorehead  having  accepted  a  call  to  the  Fourth 
United  Presbyterian  Church,  Allegheny,  Pa.,  resigned  his  posi- 
tion in  the  Seminary.  But  having  been  elected  by  the  four 
Synods  which  all  met  in  August  of  that  year,  he  accepted  the 
appointment,  and  at  the  opening  of  the  session  in  1875  he  and 
Professors  Carson  and  McMichael  were  formally  inaugurated 
by  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  Dr.  Wilson  having 
meanwhile  resigned  the  Professorship  of  Hebrew  and  been  re- 
tired as  Professor  Emeritus,  the  chairs  were  rearranged  as 
follows :  Dr.  Bruce  was  appointed  President  of  the  Faculty 
and  assigned  to  the  chair  of  Didactic  Theology  and  Hebrew; 
Dr.  J.  G.  Carson  to  the  chair  of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Homilet- 
ics;  Dr.  J.  B.  McMichael  to  the  chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History 
and  Church  Government,  and  Dr.  W.  G.  Moorehead  to  the  chair 
of  Biblical  Literature  and  Apologetics.  In  the  summer  of  1878, 
Dr.  McMichael,  having  accepted  an  election  to  the  Presidency 
of  Monmouth  College,  resigned  his  Professorship  in  the  Sem- 
inary, and  Rev.  James  Harper,  D.D.,  who  from  1867  to  1878  had 
been  Professor  of  Theology  in  Newburg  Seminary,  N.  Y.,  was 
invited  by  the  Faculty  to  fill  the  vacant  chair  during  the  session 
of  1878-1879,  which  he  accordingly  did,  entering  upon  his  duties 
the  first  of  January,  1879.  At  the  close  of  the  session  he  was 
nominated  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and,  at  their  meeting  in 
the  fall  of  1879,  elected  by  the  four  Synods,  to  a  Professorship 
in  the  Seminary,  and  assigned  to  the  chair  of  Ecclesiastical 
History  and  Church  Government.  He  was  formally  inaugurated 
in  December,  1879.  Meantime  it  pleased  God  to  lay  His  hand 
of  affliction  on  the  Seminary  in  the  person  of  Dr.  Bruce,  the 
President  of  the  Faculty,  who,  after  a  lingering  illness  of  nearly 
a  year,  was  called  to  his  rest  on  November  10,  1880. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  March,  1881, 
Dr.  Harper,  who  had,  during  the  preceding  session,  performed 
the  duties  of  both  chairs,  was  transferred  to  the  chair  of  Didactic 
Theology  and  Hebrew,  and  elected  President  of  the  Faculty  in 
place  of  Dr.  Bruce.    Apologetics  was  also  added  to  his  chair,  and 
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he  was  requested,  if  his  health  would  permit,  to  continue  to 
attend  to  the  duties  of  his  previous  chair,  until  the  vacancy 
could  be  filled  by  the  election  of  a  new  Professor.  Rev.  David 
A.  Wallace,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  was  elected  to  the  chair  of  Apologetics, 
Church  History  and  Church  Government  in  the  fall  of  1883. 
He  had  met  with  the  students  in  the  class  room  during  a  part 
of  the  previous  session,  to  their  great  satisfaction,  and  great 
expectation  of  good  was  entertained  in  view  of  his  permanent 
employment,  but  as  he  was  preparing  to  remove  to  Xenia  to 
take  up  the  work,  God  called  him  to  his  reward,  October  21,  1883. 
In  1884  Rev.  D.  MacDill,  D.D.,  for  eight  years  Professor  of 
Philosophy  in  Monmouth  College,  was  elected  by  the  Synods  to 
a  chair  in  Xenia  Seminary,  and  in  the  session  of  1884-1885  he 
entered  upon  his  duties  as  Professor  of  Apologetics,  Church 
History  and  Church  Government. 

In  the  spring  of  1888  Dr.  Carson  resigned  his  Professorship. 
His  resignation  having  been  accepted,  a  redistribution  of  the 
branches  taught  in  the  Seminary  became  necessary.  Homiletics 
and  Church  Law,  together  with  Apologetics,  were  accordingly 
assigned  to  Professor  MacDill ;  Pastoral  Theology,  together  with 
Greek  Exegesis  and  New  Testament  Literature,  to  Professor 
Moorehead,  and  Church  History  and  Church  Government,  to- 
gether with  Systematic  Theology,  to  Professor  Harper. 

In  1889  Rev.  W.  W.  White  was  elected  Professor  of  Hebrew 
and  Old  Testament  Literature  and  began  his  work  in  January, 
1890.  In  April,  1894,  Dr.  White  resigned  his  Profeessorship. 
Rev.  J.  D.  Irons,  D.D.,  Avas  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus 
created,  and  began  his  work  in  November,  1895. 

Dr.  Harper  resigned  his  Professorship  in  April,  1899.  This 
vacancy  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Joseph  Kyle,  D.  D., 
who  began  his  work  in  September  of  the  same  year. 

Dr.  MacDill  resigned  August  31,  1902,  on  account  of  declin- 
ing strength,  but  continued  to  teach  until  Rev.  Jesse  Johnson, 
D.D.,  who  has  been  chosen  to  succeed  him,  could  take  up  the 
work.  In  the  rearrangement  of  the  subjects  assigned  to  the 
different  Professors,  Dr.  Johnson  was  appointed  to  teach  Church 
History  instead  of  Homiletics,  the  latter  having  been  formerly  a 
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part  of  Dr.  MacDill's  department,  but  now  being  joined  to 
Systematic  Theology  as  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  occupant  of 
that  chair.  Dr.  Johnson  assumed  the  duties  of  his  department 
January  6,  1903. 

Dr.  Irons  resigned  May  16,  1905,  and  the  Board  nominated 
Rev.  J.  E.  Wishart,  D.D.,  to  succeed  him  as  Professor  of  Hebrew 
and  Old  Testament  Literature.  The  Synods  chose  Dr.  Wishart 
to  this  chair  at  their  meeting  in  the  fall  of  1905  and  he  entered 
upon  the  duty  assigned  on  November  13,  1905. 

At  the  close  of  the  session  of  1906-1907,  Dr.  Moorehead  laid 
before  the  Board  of  Managers  the  resignation  of  his  Professor- 
ship. The  Board  reluctantly  agreed  to  his  release,  but  requested 
him  to  accept  the  duties  of  the  Newburg  Chair  of  Biblical  Theol- 
ogy— established  in  1904 — when  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  his 
resignation  should  be  filled.  This  he  consented  to  do.  Rev. 
J.  H.  Webster  was  nominated  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board, 
May  6,  1908,  to  the  Professorship  of  Greek  Exegesis  and  New 
Testament  Literature,  and  was  elected  to  this  chair  by  the 
Synods.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  January  5,  1909,  and  at  the 
same  time  Dr.  Moorehead  began  his  work  in  the  new  department. 

The  Commencement  season,  May  4-7,  1913,  was  signalized 
by  the  celebration  of  Dr.  Moorehead 's  completion  of  forty  years 
of  continuous  service  as  Professor,  and  the  beginning  of  the  one 
hundred  and  twentieth  year  of  the  Seminary's  history.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  usual  commencement  exercises  a  special  programme 
was  prepared  commemorative  of  this  noteworthy  coincidence. 
Representatives  from  many  Theological  Seminaries,  Univer- 
sities and  Colleges  were  present  to  bear  the  greetings  of  their 
respective  institutions,  and  messages  of  congratulation  were  sent 
by  many  others.  All  the  forty  classes  which  had  been  graduated 
during  these  years  of  service,  all  the  Boards  of  the  Church  and 
nearly  all  the  Presbyteries  took  special  notice  of  the  occasion, 
and  many  of  these  gave  kindly  expression  of  their  good  will. 
At  this  time  Dr.  Moorehead  formally  resigned  the  Presidency 
of  the  Seminary  and  Dr.  Joseph  Kyle  was  appointed  his  suc- 
cessor.   The  Newburg  Chair  of  English  Bible  and  Biblical  Theol- 
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ogy  was  not  vacated  by  this  resignation  but  Dr.  Moorehead  was 
continued  in  this  Professorship. 

On  November  6,  1913,  occurred  the  death  of  Rev.  James 
Harper,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  in  the  91st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  a  man 
of  deep  piety,  profound  and  varied  learning  and  consummate 
ability  as  a  teacher.  He  had  served  Xenia  Seminary  twenty-one 
years. 

On  March  1,  1914,  Rev.  W.  G.  Moorehead,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  died 
after  a  period  of  forty  years  service  as  a  teacher  in  this  institu- 
tion. Spiritual,  scholarly,  eloquent,  his  death  was  a  great  loss 
to  the  school  he  had  so  long  and  ably  served. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


STUDENTS. 

Persons  wishing  to  enter  the  Seminary  shall  present  to  the 
Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  of  church  membership  and  piety; 
and  students  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  shall  be  under 
the  care  of  some  Presbytery  before  entering  the  Seminary,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  possible.  The  Faculty  will  admit,  at  their 
discretion,  students  of  other  denominations. 

Before  being  admitted  to  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Faculty,  subscribe  to  a  written  delara- 
tion  to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a  student  in  the  Seminary  he 
will  regularly,  punctually  and  diligently  attend  upon  all  the 
instructions  of  the  Professors  and  promptly  comply  with  all 
lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty,  and  be  subject  to  their 
authority ;  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all  regulations  of  the 
Seminary  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any  opinion  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  principles  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Every  student  who  has  been  accepted  by  the  Faculty  as  a 
candidate  for  graduation  and  who  has  completed  the  prescribed 
course  of  study  and  passed  the  required  examinations,  shall  be 
publicly  graduated  and  receive  a  proper  diploma. 

LOCATION. 

Xenia  is  a  city  of  about  11,000  inhabitants,  situated  in  a 
rich  and  beautiful  section  of  country,  65  miles  from  Cincinnati 
and  55  miles  from  Columbus,  and  is  easy  of  access  from  all 
points.  The  people  of  the  city  and  surrounding  country  are 
possessed  of  a  high  degree  of  intelligence  and  refinement,  and 
the  students  of  the  Seminary  enjoy  very  desirable  social  ad- 
vantages. 

In  point  of  healthfulness  of  climate  Xenia  ranks  very  high. 
Local  conditions  are  not  favorable  to  endemics  of  any  character. 
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Malarial  disorders  are  quite  unusual  and  typhoid  fever  is  prac- 
tically unknown.  The  moral  tone  and  the  religious  spirit  that 
prevail  in  the  community  exert  a  most  salutary  influence,  while 
the  distractions  that  are  always  attendant  upon  city  life  are 
avoided. 

In  the  matter  of  practical  experience  in  Christian  work  the 
students  have  exceptional  privileges.  Opportunities  for  real 
missionary  service  that  are  not  surpassed  in  any  of  the  large 
cities  are  found  in  the  state  and  county  institutions  located  in 
Xenia  or  in  the  adjacent  territory. 

The  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  is  just 
without  the  city 's  corporate  limits.  In  this  institution  more  than 
nine  hundred  children  are  maintained  and  educated.  For  a 
number  of  years  the  Sabbath  School  established  in  the  Home  has 
been  largely  directed  and  controlled  by  the  students  of  the 
Xenia  Seminary. 

To  the  county  jail,  the  work-house  and  the  county  infirmary 
groups  of  students  go  on  Sabbath  afternoons  with  the  gospel. 
These  opportunities  for  evangelistic  service,  in  addition  to  those 
in  immediate  connection  with  the  city  churches  and  missions, 
require  all  the  time  and  effort  which  the  students  of  the  Middle 
and  Junior  classes  ought  to  take  from  duty  directly  connected 
with  Seminary  work.  The  railway  connections  are  such  that 
licensed  students  may  readily  respond  to  calls  for  their  services 
on  Sabbath  and  return  without  great  loss  of  time. 

THE  DORMITORY. 

The  dormitory,  a  substantial  building  of  three  stories  and 
basement,  has  ample  accommodations  for  fifty  persons.  The 
students'  rooms  are  large  and  well  equipped  and  are  furnished 
without  expense  to  the  occupants.  Several  of  the  rooms  are 
"double,"  but  so  long  as  a  room  in  the  building  remains  un- 
claimed, no  students  is  required  to  have  a  roommate. 

The  dormitory  is  supplied  with  the  modern  conveniences, 
and  is  most  advantageously  located  for  sunlight  and  ventilation. 
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The  almost  invariable  good  health  of  our  students  during  all 
the  years  of  our  occupancy,  attests  the  satisfactory  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  building. 

ANDERSON  HALL. 

This  building  contains  chapel,  library,  five  recitation  rooms, 
office,  etc.,  and  affords  every  facility  for  the  work  required.  It 
has  all  the  conveniences  of  a  modern  educational  building.  The 
cuts  presented  in  this  catalogue  exhibit  in  partial  view  some  of 
its  more  prominent  features. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

The  library  occupies  a  large,  well-lighted  room  on  the  first 
floor  of  Anderson  Hall.  The  library  of  the  late  James  Price,  DD., 
of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  came  by  his  will  to  Xenia  Seminary.  This 
bequest  and  other  additions  by  gift,  bequest  and  purchase,  have 
brought  the  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  to  about  10,000. 
The  books  have  been  thoroughly  classified  and  the  library  thus 
made  readily  available  to  the  students  for  preparation  for  class 
room  and  for  investigations  upon  any  subject. 

The  free  Public  Library  of  Xenia,  to  which  the  students  have 
access,  consists  of  some  eight  thousand  volumes.  A  new  build- 
ing has  lately  been  erected  for  this  library,  known  as  the  Carnegie 
Library  Building. 

The  reading  rooms  of  the  Public  Library  and  of  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  are  also  open  to  our  students. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Alexander  Dempster,  of 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  the  Seminary  has  been  provided  with  the  raised 
map  of  Palestine,  published  by  the  Palestine  Exploration  Fund, 
London,  England,  from  surveys  made  by  George  Armstrong. 
This  map  is  very  valuable  in  the  study  of  Sacred  Geography  and 
History. 

THE  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Students'  Missionary  Society  meets  monthly  for  prayer 
and  conference.  The  society  is  connected  with  the  American 
Inter-Seminary  Missionary  Alliance.     To  the  good  work  of  this 
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organization  is  largely  due  the  excellent  Missionary  spirit  which 
prevails  among  the  students.  It  has  furnished  most  commend- 
able supplemental  work  to  that  of  the  class  room  on  the  subject 
of  Missions. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

A  weekly  prayer  meeting,  attended  by  the  Faculty  and 
students,  is  held  every  Monday  at  one  o'clock  p.  m.  The  students 
also  hold  group  prayer  meetings  in  their  rooms  on  three  evenings 
each  week. 

Through  the  kindly  interest  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
pastors  and  people  of  Xenia,  the  evening  of  the  second  Sabbath 
of  every  month  during  the  Seminary  session  has  been  reserved 
for  a  union  service,  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Faculty. 

GYMNASIUM. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  Xenia  has  an 
excellent  gymnasium,  where  students  at  a  small  expense  may 
have  the  direction  of  a  competent  instructor.  The  Association 
has,  when  practicable,  employed  a  student  of  the  Seminary  as 
physical  director.  To  all  the  benefits  of  the  Association  the 
students  are  welcome  on  very  favorable  terms. 

For  outdoor  exercise  our  grounds  are  ample  and  admirably 
adapted,  admitting  of  almost  all  kinds  of  games.  Three  tennis 
courts  have  been  laid  out  and  yet  there  is  room  for  others. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

Necessary  reference  books  and  commentaries  are  found  in 
the  library,  and  text-books  may  be  obtained  on  favorable  terms 
through  the  Seminary's  agent. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  session  examinations  are  held  covering 
the  ground  gone  over  in  the  several  departments  of  study. 

On  all  subjects  the  examinations  are  written  and  are  directed 
by  the  professors  and  by  them  are  reported  to  the  Board. 
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From  the  class  standing,  the  examination  and  the  attend- 
ance, the  grade  of  the  student,  based  on  a  scale  of  1-100,  is 
determined,  and  reported  to  his  Presbytery. 

EXPENSES. 

The  necessary  expenses  of  a  course  of  theological  training 
are  reduced  to  the  minimum  in  Xenia  Seminary.  There  are  no 
"fees"  or  "rentals"  of  any  sort  for  privileges  or  accommoda- 
tions. The  only  item  of  expense  to  students,  not  provided  for 
in  the  dormitory,  is  that  of  lighting  their  own  rooms.  The  best 
of  table  boarding  may  be  had  for  $3.00  a  week,  text-books  may 
be  secured  through  our  book  agent  at  the  lowest  possible  cost, 
and  all  other  personal  needs  may  be  supplied  at  an  outlay  of 
money  as  small  as  will  procure  like  service  in  any  other  com- 
munity in  the  land. 

FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE. 

The  members  of  the  Junior  class  who  engage  in  practical 
Christian  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty,  will  receive 
compensation  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars.  From  the  income 
of  our  Students'  Fund  we  are  prepared  to  loan  to  those  who  may 
desire  it,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  or  more  in  case  of  real 
need,  on  their  personal  notes,  without  interest  for  five  years  from 
date  of  loan ;  at  the  expiration  of  this  period  interest  at  the  rate 
of  five  per  cent.,  per  annum  will  be  charged  until  payment  is 
made.  This  amount,  with  funds  to  which  worthy  students  are 
entitled  on  proper  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Education 
and  money  which  may  be  earned  by  themselves,  will  almost,  if 
not  altogether,  cover  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Seminary 
session.

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OUTLINE  OF  STUDY  FOR  THE  SESSION  OF 
1916-1917. 


SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH   KYLE. 

Systematic  Theology  is  studied  throughout  the  entire  course 
of  seminary  training,  two  recitations  a  week  with  examinations 
in  December  and  April  being  required.  According  to  the  pre- 
sent arrangement  of  the  studies  in  this  department  the  third 
division  of  the  course  will  occupy  the  attention  of  the  students 
of  all  the  classes  during  the  session.  This  embraces  chapters 
XXVIII-XLIII  of  Hodge's  Outlines  of  Theology,  which  is  the 
text-book  used. 

Supplemental  lectures  will  be  given  oh  topics  that  seem  to 
require  additional  treatment. 

HOMILETICS. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

The  Junior  Class  will  devote  one  recitation  period  a  week 
throughout  the  session  to  the  general  principles  of  sermonizing 
and  preaching  as  these  are  outlined  in  the  text-book  employed; 
viz.,  ' '  The  Preparation  and  Delivery  of  Sermons, ' '  by  Professor 
Broadus. 

The  students  of  all  the  classes  will  be  exercised  in  the 
criticism  of  published  discourses  of  acknowledged  merit,  in  the 
analysis  of  texts  and  in  the  presentation  of  outlines  of  sermons 
for  examination  and  correction  in  the  class-room.  One  hour  a 
week  throughout  the  seminary  course  is  devoted  to  this  discipline. 

All  the  students  have  in  turn  the  advantage  of  the  weekly 
presentation  of  discourses  before  the  Faculty.  One  such  exercise 
is  required  of  each  senior,  and  two  of  each  middler  and  junior, 
during  the  session.  Friendly  criticism  of  the  work  by  fellow 
students  is  encouraged. 
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HISTORY  OF  CHRISTIAN  DOCTRINE. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

The  Middle  Class  will  study  the  first  volume  of  Shedd's 
History  of  Christian  Doctrine,  and  the  Senior  Class  will  study 
the  second  volume  of  the  same  work.  One  recitation  a  week  is 
required 

CHURCH  GOVERNMENT  AND  WORSHIP. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  session  the  Senior  Class  will 
give  one  hour  a  week  to  the  examination  of  "The  Book  of 
Government  and  Worship"  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  the  Middle  Class  will  take  up  such  subjects  in  the  same  book 
as  will  be  necessary  to  their  preparation  for  licensure.  The 
distinctive  Testimony  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  will 
also  be  reviewed. 

GREEK  EXEGESIS. 
PROFESSOR  J.  H.  WEBSTER. 

The  Junior  Class  will  spend  the  first  term  in  a  thorough 
review  of  the  grammar  of  New  Testament  Greek,  and  in  reading 
selected  portions  of  the  New  Testament  with  a  view  to  acquiring 
a  full  vocabulary  and  facility  in  translation.  Four  hours  each 
week  will  be  devoted  to  this  work.  The  text-book  will  be  Green 's 
Hand-Book  to  the  Grammar  of  New  Testament  Greek.  During 
the  second  term  the  class  will  read  the  Gospel  according  to  John 
and  the  Pastoral  Epistles. 

The  Middle  Class  will  study  during  the  first  term  the 
Synoptic  Gospels,  using  Robinson's  Greek  Harmony  of  the 
Gospels  (Riddle's  Revision.) 

During  the  second  term  Galatians,  Ephesians,  and  Hebrews 
will  be  studied  critically.    Three  hours  a  week. 

The  Senior  Class  will  study  Romans  and  Colossians  together 
with  other  selected  portions  of  the  New  Testament.  Three  hours 
a  week. 
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BIBLICAL  LITERATURE. 
PROFESSOR  J.  H.  WEBSTER. 

In  New  Testament  Literature  Acts  to  Philippians  will 
be  studied.  This  course  will  embrace  the  genuineness,  authentic- 
ity, and  design  of  each  book,  with  a  full  analysis  of  its  contents. 
Two  hours  a  week. 

TEXTUAL  CRITICISM. 
PROFESSOR  J.  H.  WEBSTER. 

Vincent's  History  of  the  Textual  Criticism  of  the  New 
Testament  will  be  used  as  the  basis  of  study  in  this  department. 
Two  hours  a  week. 

CHURCH  HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR  JESSE  JOHNSON. 

The  work  is  conducted  by  means  of  text-books,  lectures, 
library  references,  and  students'  reports  on  assigned  topics. 

Junior  Class — Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.  The 
work  of  this  class  will  be  the  history  of  the  Church  to  the  birth 
of  Luther,  1483.

Middle  Class — Two  hours  a  week.  This  class  will  deal  with 
the  period  1054  to  1648,  passing  rapidly  over  the  years  1054  to 
1294,  studying  in  more  detail  the  two  centuries  preceding  the 
Reformation,  and  devoting  most  time  to  the  Reformation  and 
the  conflicts  of  the  Christian  bodies  down  to  1648.  A  brief 
historical  study  of  the  Westminster  Assembly  and  of  the  Testi- 
mony of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  will  complete  the  work 
of  this  class  for  the  year.  Text-books  required:  Fisher's  "His- 
tory of  the  Christian  Church ' '  and  Walker 's  ' '  The  Reformation. ' ' 
Recommended  for  collateral  reading:  Lindsay's  "History  of 
the  Reformation,"  2  vols.,  and  Hausser's  "The  Period  of  the 
Reformation. ' ' 

Senior  Class — This  class  will  first  study  the  Reformation  in 
the  Netherlands,  Scotland  and  England;  Anabaptism  and 
Socinianism  in  the  Reformation  period;  and  the  Counter- 
Reformation.  Then  the  history  of  the  modern  Church  from 
1648  will  be  briefly  reviewed.  After  this  it  will  be  the  aim  to 
survey  present  church  conditions  in  the  different  countries, 
especially  our  own  country.  A  short  study  of  the  history  of 
modern  missions  will  be  part  of  the  work  of  this  class.  Text- 
books required:  Lindsay's  "History  of  the  Reformation,"  Vol. 
II;  Fisher's  "History  of  the  Christian  Church;"  and  Mason's 
"Outlines  of  Missionary  History."  Recommended  for  col- 
lateral reading:  Newman's  "Manual  of  Church  History,"  Vol. 
II;  Green's  "History  of  the  English  People;"  Hetherington 's 
"History  of  the  Church  of  Scotland;"  Bacon's  "American 
Christianity;"  and  various  denominational  histories  in  the 
American  Church  History  Series. 

APOLOGETICS. 

PROFESSOR  JESSE  JOHNSON. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — Second  Term,  two  hours  a  week. 
The  general  subject  will  be  Theism.  The  work  is  done  chiefly  by 
lectures,  but  students  are  to  read  Flint's  Theism  and  will  be 
expected  to  give  reports  in  class  on  assigned  library  readings  and 
to  present  theses  as  required.    Bowne's  Theism,  Flint's  Agnostic-

ism,  and  particularly  Flint's  Anti-theistic  Theories  are  recom- 
mended to  students  for  collateral  reading. 

Toward  the  close  of  each  year,  if  time  permits,  some  topic 
of  importance  which  is  the  subject  of  present-day  debate  is  taken 
up  for  brief  consideration.  For  the  coming  year  this  topic  will 
be  the  Virgin  Birth  of  our  Lord.  Orr's  book  will  be  the  basis  of 
study. 

HEBREW   LANGUAGE   AND   EXEGESIS,    AND    OLD    TESTAMENT 

LITERATURE. 
PROFESSOR  J.  E.  WISHART. 

Junior  Class — The  year  will  be  spent  in  acquiring  the 
rudiments  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  a  working  vocabulary. 
The  text-books  used  are  Harper's  Hebrew  Grammar  and  Har- 
per's Hebrew  Method  and  Manual.  The  prescribed  course  covers 
the  first  eight  chapters  of  Genesis.  Later  the  class  will  read  more 
rapidly  a  portion  of  one  of  the  historical  books. 

During  part  of  the  year  one  hour  a  week  will  be  given  to  the 
study  of  Old  Testament  Introduction  with  the  aid  of  a  suitable 
text-book. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — The  work  of  the  year  will  be  in 
the  Major  Prophets.  Parts  of  Isaiah,  Jeremiah  and  Ezekiel  will 
be  critically  studied,  emphasis  being  laid  upon  their  connection 
with  contemporary  history.  Each  member  of  the  class  will  be 
expected  to  give  a  special  exegesis  of  a  selected  chapter. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  year  these  classes  will  study  the 
Historical  Geography  of  the  Holy  Land,  using  the  work  of  Sir 
George  Adam  Smith  as  a  text-book. 

ENGLISH  BIBLE. 
PROFESSOR  J.  E.  WISHART. 

Junior,  Middle  and  Senior  Classes — One  hour  a  week  will 
be  devoted  to  this  department.  The  course  will  cover  the 
Penteteuch  and  the  Historical  Books.  The  text-book  will  be  the 
American  Revised  Version  of  the  Bible. 
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BIBLICAL  THEOLOGY  AND  BIBLICAL  ARCHAEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR  M.  G.  KYLE. 

Work  in  this  Department  has  a  two-fold  purpose ;  to  know 
the  Progress  of  Revelation  and  to  know  it  in  its  Setting;  so 
there  are  Studies  in  the  Progress  of  Revelation  to  acquire  a 
comprehensive  grasp  of  what  the  Bible  teaches  as  a  whole  and 
in  its  various  parts  in  the  order  of  Revelation,  together  with  the 
Study  of  the  Historical  Setting  of  Scripture  made  known  through 
Archaeological  Research,  in  order  to  see  the  truths  of  Revelation 
as  those  saw  them  to  whom  they  were  revealed. 

Biblical  Theology. 

PROFESSOR   M.  G.  KYLE. 

There  are  class-room  studies  and  quizzes  through  which  the 
student  discovers  for  himself  the  plan  and  progress  of  Revela- 
tion; also  Theses  by  all  the  students,  together  with  assigned 
library  research  work.  The  Bible  is  the  only  text-book  used, 
the  English  Bible  for  constant  work  and  the  Hebrew  and 
Septuagint  Old  Testament  and  the  Greek  New  Testament  for 
reference. 

The  whole  course  covers  the  Patriarchal  Period,  the  Tribal 
Period,  the  National  Period,  the  Messianic  Period,  and  the 
Apostolic  Period.  This  year  will  cover  the  National  Period  from 
the  Conquest  of  Canaan  to  the  end  of  Old  Testament  times. 

Principal  subjects : 

1.  The  Emergence  in  the  Life  of  the  People  of  the  Religion 
Revealed  during  the  wilderness  sojourn. 

2.  National  Religion  in  its  conflict  with  heathen  cults 
round  about. 

3.  Spiritual  Life  in  Israel. 

4.  Prophetism,  Prophecy,  and  the  Messianic  Hope. 

Biblical  Archaeology. 

PROFESSOR  M.  G.  KYLE. 

There  are  lectures  from  the  Monuments  and  from  first- 
hand research,  so  arranged  with  the  studies  in  Biblical  Theology 
as  to  enable  the  student  constantly  to  see  the  Biblical  story  in  its 
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original  setting.  It  follows  thus  the  same  order  of  Periods  as 
Biblical  Theology.  ( See  above ) .  To  this  are  added  quizzes,  much 
library  work  and  an  assigned  reading  course  throughout  the 
year. 

All  Classes — This  year  all  classes  will  study  the  National 
Period  from  the  Conquest  of  Canaan  and  the  new  Nationalism 
to  the  Return  from  Exile,  with  constant  use  of  archaeological 
objects,  lantern  slides  and  other  illustrative  materials. 

Junior  Class — Some  introductory  lectures  will  be  given  the 
Junior  Class  to  prepare  them  for  a  proper  understanding  of  the 
work  in  the  general  course. 

Middle  Class — The  Middle  Class  will  be  directed  in  research 
work  and  the  preparation  of  theses  utilizing  archaeological 
material  in  Exegesis  and  for  sermon  illustrations. 

Senior  Class — A  special  course  of  lectures  is  given  the  Senior 
Class  on  the  Canons  and  Fallacies  of  Research.  A  special  grad- 
uating thesis  is  required  of  each  member  of  the  Senior  Class 
upon  an  assigned  subject. 

Public  research  lectures  are  given  each  year  out  of  the 
research  work  of  the  professor  in  charge  of  the  department.  The 
lectures  this  year  will  be  on  the  subject,  "In  the  Foot-steps  of 
Paul." 

PASTORAL  THEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR  M.  G.  KYLE. 

Instruction  in  Pastoral  Theology  is  by  means  of  studies, 
quizzes,  lectures,  and  practical  exercises  for  each  class  separately, 
together  with  practical  training  for  all  classes  in  the  problems  of 
personal  effort  in  soul  saving.

THE  DEGREE  OF  BACHELOR  OF  DrVTNITY. 

Students  of  this  Seminary  who  hold  from  an  institution 
approved  by  the  Faculty  the  degree  of  Bachelor  or  Master  of 
Arts,  or  other  certificate  of  the  completion  of  an  equivalent 
course  in  liberal  learning,  may  become  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Divinity.  The  degree  may  also  be  conferred  upon 
such  students  when  they  have  completed,  either  in  this  Seminary 
or  any  approved  school  of  theology,  the  several  courses  of  theol- 
ogical study  that  constitute  the  curriculum  of  this  Seminary, 
after  they  shall  have  accomplished  satisfactorily  a  one  year's 
course  of  Extra- Curriculum  study  at  this  Seminary.  This  course 
of  study  shall  be  arranged,  and  the  examinations  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  the  Faculty. 

REGULATIONS. 

I.  Every  applicant  must  have  taken  a  course  of  liberal 
learning,  as  above  defined,  and  have  satisfactorily  completed  a 
three  year's  course  of  theological  study  in  an  approved  theo- 
logical institution,  or  be  pursuing  a  course  with  a  view  to  gradua- 
tion in  this  Seminary. 

II.  The  equivalent  of  at  least  twelve  hours  of  class-room 
work  a  week  for  one  Seminary  year  is  required. 

These  studies  may  be  pursued  in  whole  or  in  part  during 
the  regular  course  of  three  years,  or  wholly  in  a  special  year 
devoted  to  the  work;  but  no  undergraduate  student  shall  take 
more  studies  than  will  suffice  to  bring  the  number  of  hours  of 
his  class-room  work  to  the  maximum  number  of  twenty  hours 
weekly. 

Examinations  shall  be  held  on  these  studies,  as  on  the  studies 
of  the  undergraduate  courses. 

III.  In  case  it  is  impossible  for  the  candidate  for  this  degree 
to  be  in  residence,  the  work  may  be  done  by  correspondence,  for 
which  a  fee  sufficient  to  cover  the  necessary  expense  will  be 
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charged,  but  his  personal  presence  will  be  required  for  examina- 
tion on  all  studies  pursued,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

IV.  On  the  fulfilment  of  these  conditions  the  degree  will 
be  conferred  upon  the  candidate  at  the  ensuing  annual  com- 
mencement. 

V.  The  courses  of  study  required  for  this  degree  will  be 
varied  from  time  to  time  according  to  the  decision  of  the  Faculty.

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HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF 

THE   UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN   SEMINARY   OF 

XENIA,  OHIO. 


There  is  but  one  Theological  Seminary  in  America  that  may 
with  any  show  of  reason  contest  the  claim  of  Xenia  Seminary  to 
be  the  oldest  Theological  School  on  the  Western  Continent;  that 
one  is  the  Seminary  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America,  located 
at  New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey.  The  facts  respecting  the  origin 
of  these  institutions  may  be  briefly  stated,  that  the  reader  may 
judge  for  himself  the  relative  validity  of  the  rival  claims. 

THEOLOGICAL  INSTRUCTORS  OF  THE  REFORMED  CHURCH. 

In  October  of  the  year  1784,  the  Rev.  John  H.  Livingston, 
D.  D.,  was  elected  "Professor  of  Theology"  by  the  Provisional 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church — then  known  as  the  Dutch 
Church — and  the  Rev.  Hermanus  Meyer,  D.  D.,  was  elected  "In- 
structor in  Inspired  Languages."  Dr.  Livingston  was  at  that 
time  a  pastor  in  New  York  City,  and  Dr.  Meyer  served  in  similar 
capacity  at  Pompton  Plains,  New  Jersey.  In  1785  these  men 
received  students  in  their  homes  and  gave  them  instruction  pre- 
paratory for  the  ministry.  After  1786  Dr.  Livingston  spent  his 
summers  on  Long  Island,  first  at  Bedford  for  some  ten  years. 
In  1796,  at  the  request  of  the  Synod,  the  divinity  school  was 
removed  to  Flatbush,  and  thereafter  he  was  accustomed  to  spend 
a  part  of  each  week  with  the  students  who  gathered  at  that  place. 
In  1804  the  General  Synod  elected  him  "permanent  professor," 
and  finally,  in  1810,  persuaded  him  to  resign  his  pastorate  and 
remove  to  New  Brunswick,  where  he  was  placed  at  the  head  of 
Queen's  (Rutgers)  College,  and  continued  his  work  as  professor 
of  Theology. 

Although  the  Dutch  Church  had  had  an  organized  existence 
in  America  as  early  as  1628  it  was  subject  to  the  Classis  of 
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Amsterdam  and  was  not  authorized  to  educate  and  ordain  min- 
isters. It  was  not  until  after  its  independence  of  the  mother 
church  had  been  recognized  in  1771  that  this  authority  was 
claimed;  and  inasmuch  as  the  Revolutionary  War  followed  soon 
after,  the  right  was  not  exercised  until  after  Dr.  Livingston's 
election  as  professor  of  theology. 

THEOLOGICAL  INSTRUCTORS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATE  CHURCH. 

In  the  summer  of  1753  the  Rev.  Alexander  Gellatly  and  the 
Rev.  Andrew  Arnot  came  into  the  valley  of  the  Susquehanna  in 
Pennsylvania,  and,  as  they  had  been  directed  to  do  by  the  mother 
Church  in  Scotland,  on  November  the  second  of  that  year,  they 
organized  themselves  into  a  presbytery,  which  they  styled  the 
"Associate  Presbytery  of  Pennsylvania."  Its  growth  in  twenty- 
three  years  justified  a  division  of  forces,  and  on  May  20,  1776, 
the  Presbytery  of  New  York  began  to  be.  Very  soon  after  its 
organization  this  presbytery  recognized  the  Rev.  Robert  Annan, 
D.  D.,  as  an  instructor  in  theology  by  the  ordination  of  his  first 
student — his  own  brother,  David — in  1778 ;  and  by  the  licensure 
of  his  second  student,  Mr.  William  Morrison,  in  1782.  In  1778 
the  Presbytery  of  Pennsylvania  made  provision  for  theological 
training  within  its  borders  by  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  John 
Smith,  of  Octoraro,  Lancaster  County,  "to  direct  the  studies  of 
such  young  men  as  were  preparing  to  pursue  their  studies  with 
a  view  to  the  holy  ministry. ' ' 

As  did  Dr.  Livingston  and  Dr.  Meyer,  Dr.  Annan  and  Mr. 
Smith  received  students  in  their  own  homes.  The  teacher  was 
the  school.  Where  the  professor  was  there  was  the  seminary. 
When  the  seminary  of  the  Dutch  Church  attained  to  a  "local 
habitation  and  a  name,"  Dr.  Livingston  was  still  its  head,  and 
on  this  account  the  date  of  its  founding,  notwithstanding  the 
changes  of  location,  is  still  reckoned  from  the  time  of  his  election 
as  professor  of  theology.  The  case  was  different  with  those  who 
gave  instruction  to  candidates  for  the  ministry  in  the  Associate 
Church.  They  had  both  been  enthusiastic  adA^ocates  of  union 
with  the  Reformed  Presbyterian  (Covenanter)  Church,  and  in 
1782  had  cast  in  their  lot  with  the  resultant  organization,  the 
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Associate  Reformed  Church,  Mr.  Smith  continuing  for  some 
eight  or  ten  years  his  work  as  theological  teacher  in  that  body. 
The  entire  Presbytery  of  New  York  entered  into  this  union,  but 
five  members  of  the  Presbytery  of  Pennsylvania  as  it  was  con- 
stituted at  the  time  the  vote  was  taken — two  ministers  and  three 
elders — refused  to  accept  the  proposed  basis,  and  so  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Associate  Church  was  preserved.  A  little  more  than 
one  year  after  this  action  of  the  Presbytery  of  Pennsylvania  the 
Associate  Synod  of  Scotland,  in  answer  to  a  petition  from  the 
"remnant,"  sent  over  the  Rev.  John  Anderson.  He  reached 
Philadelphia  in  the  autumn  of  1783,  and  was  joined  by  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Beveridge  in  the  Spring  of  1784.  The  interests  of  the 
Associate  Church  and  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  were 
nobly  served  by  these  two  men.  The  former  was  the  founder  of 
the  theological  seminary  at  Service,  Pa.,  in  1794,  and  for  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century  the  sole  professor.  Dr.  Beveridge 
was  first  named  by  the  Presbytery  to  the  professorship,  but  he 
declined  the  appointment  because  he  believed  Dr.  Anderson  to  be 
the  better  qualified  to  fill  the  position ;  however  a  son  who  bore 
the  father's  name,  Thomas  Beveridge,  was  called  to  render  a 
like  service  to  his  Church  at  Canonsburg,  to  which  place  the 
seminary  had  been  transferred  in  1821.  After  twenty-five  years 
of  the  labor  of  love  there  he  removed  to  Xenia,  on  the  second 
change  of  location,  and  for  sixteen  years  longer  he  exercised  a 
hallowing  influence  upon  the  young  men  whose  good  fortune 
it  was  to  receive  his  instruction.  His  period  of  service  was  the 
the  longest  save  one,  that  of  Dr.  Moorehead,  in  the  one  hundred 
and  twenty-two  years  of  the  seminary's  history. 

Whatever  may  be  one's  estimate  of  the  Union  of  1782,  or 
one's  judgment  of  the  conduct  of  the  representatives  of  the 
Associate  Church  who  refused  to  enter  the  union,  the  conditions 
growing  out  of  this  division  of  sentiment  brought  about  the 
coming  of  John  Anderson  to  America.  At  that  time  he  must 
have  been  about  thirty-five  years  old.  He  had  practically  given 
up  the  distinctive  work  of  the  ministry.  He  had  been  licensed 
as  a  probationer  for  that  office  several  years  before,  but  owing  to 
his  very  unimpressive  personal  presence,   his  weak  voice  and 
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diffident  manner,  he  received  no  encouragement  to  aspire  to  the 
pastorate  of  any  of  the  congregations  of  the  Church  in  Scotland. 
Nevertheless  his  brethren  had  not  failed  to  recognize  his  great 
gifts  of  mind  and  of  heart,  and  his  thorough  furnishing  through 
diligent  study  and  exercise  for  any  service  he  might  be  called 
to  render  as  a  minister  of  the  gospel.  Consequently,  when  the 
petition  came  from  their  representatives  in  the  new  world,  Mr. 
Anderson  was  at  once  selected  as  the  man  to  go  to  their  assist- 
ance. Their  estimate  of  his  attainments  may  well  be  expressed 
in  the  words  of  one  of  them,  Dr.  Nisbet,  who  said  of  him  that, 
' '  Such  a  body  of  divinity  had  never  before  crossed  the  Atlantic. ' ' 

Had  the  conditions  that  occasioned  his  entrance  upon  his 
mission  to  America  not  arisen;  had  the  question  of  union  with 
the  Eeformed  Presbyterian  Church  not  been  opened,  or,  had  the 
action  of  the  Associate  Church  in  this  matter  been  unanimous, 
in  either  case  there  can  scarcely  be  a  doubt  that  the  appointment 
of  the  Eev.  John  Smith  as  instructor  in  theology  would  have 
been  continued,  as  it  was  indeed  continued  by  the  Associate 
Reformed  Church.  In  this  event  the  origin  of  the  Associate 
Theological  Seminary  might  properly  be  carried  back  to  the  year 
1778,  anticipating  that  of  the  New  Brunswick  Seminary  by  six 
years.  But  had  a  Divinity  School  been  established  under  such 
auspices  it  may  well  be  questioned  whether  it  would  have  been 
marked  by  the  exalted  character  which  distinguished  the  Service 
Seminary  from  its  beginning.  The  two  teachers  were  nearly  of 
one  age.  They  were  both  students  of  the  younger  Moncrieff,  and 
in  general  scholarship  and  theological  acquirement  they  were 
quite  equally  ranked.  In  oratorical  power  John  Anderson  may 
scarcely  be  compared  with  John  Smith,  but  in  the  better,  worthier 
elements  that  enter  into  personal  character  the  former  was  im- 
measurably the  superior. 

Brief  mention  may  properly  be  made  in  this  connection  of 
certain  characteristics  of  Dr.  Anderson  which  reveal  the  man,  as 
his  brethren — especially  his  students — knew  him.  Two  of  the 
latter  class,  Dr.  Thomas  Beveridge  and  Dr.  Alexander  Mc- 
Clelland, have  left  sketches  of  his  life  and  work.  Written  long 
after  Dr.  Anderson's  death,  their  affectionate  tributes  to  the 
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memory  of  their  teacher  and  friend  furnish  signal  proof  of  the 
profound  impression  that  he  had  made  upon  their  minds  and 
hearts.  Unquestionably,  as  these  students  saw  him  and  as  others 
associated  with  him  marked  him,  he  must  have  possessed  in  not- 
able degree  that  grace  which  our  Lord  distinguishes  as  meriting 
the  first  beatitude.  He  was  easily  chief  among  the  leaders  of 
the  Associate  Church  in  his  day,  and  such  station  deservedly 
held  might  have  made  some  slight  manifestation  of  self-compla- 
cency on  proper  occasion  quite  pardonable;  but  in  no  instance, 
his  friends  positively  affirm,  was  there  the  faintest  evidence  that 
he  was  conscious  of  his  superiority.  Indeed  his  constant  at- 
titude of  soul  was  that  which  is  the  extreme  opposite  of  self- 
esteem.  Living  as  he  did  in  intimate  communion  with  God, 
accustomed  to  lie  low  in  the  dust  before  the  ' '  Excellent  Glory, ' ' 
he  could  not  rise  from  the  prostration  of  soul  belonging  to  his 
habitual  employment  so  as  to  assert  his  claim  to  honor  among 
men.  This  spirit  of  meekness  and  lowliness  was  all  the  more 
noticeable  because  his  natural  temperament  made  him  somewhat 
easily  provoked  and  impatient  of  contradiction.  Occasionally 
in  earnest  discussion  of  vital  principles  the  law  in  his  members 
would  gain  a  momentary  ascendancy.  "This  did  not  often 
happen,  but  when  it  did,  he  would  at  once  withdraw  that  he 
might  be  alone  with  God,  and  on  his  return  he  would  manifest 
the  deepest  penitence  and  would  solicit  again  and  again  the 
pardon  of  those  against  whom  he  had  spoken  with  severity,  con- 
fessing with  the  greatest  grief  this  infirmity  of  his  nature.  It 
was  painful  to  his  friends  to  witness  his  humiliation  on  such 
occasions.  The  anguish  of  his  soul  betrayed  itself  even  in  the 
deathlike  pallor  of  his  face.  In  his  case  those  expressions  in  the 
Psalms  which  represent  the  spiritual  troubles  of  the  believer  as 
dimming  the  eye,  wasting  the  flesh  and  otherwise  affecting  the 
body  were  no  mere  figures  of  speech. ' ' 

The  poverty  in  spirit  that  was  so  manifest  in  the  life  of  Dr. 
Anderson  was  accompanied  by  the  complemental  grace  of  godli- 
ness in  such  degree  as  elicited  from  his  students  a  tribute  of 
reverence  as  profound  as  may  warrantably  be  tendered  to  mortal 
man.    Dr.  Beveridge  writes :    ' '  The  trait  of  character  for  which 
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he  was  most  eminent,  and  which  made  him  seem  like  one  not 
belonging  to  the  age  in  which  he  lived  was  his  extraordinary- 
piety.  Few  if  any  in  modern  times  have  lived  so  near  heaven 
as  did  this  venerable  man.  A  large  portion  of  his  time,  both 
evening  and  morning,  he  spent  in  secret  prayer,  in  reading  the 
Scriptures  and  in  spiritual  conversation." 

Dr.  McClelland,  who  for  three  years  was  a  member  of  his 
household  and  consequently  enjoyed  a  kind  of  intimacy  to  which 
no  other  student  was  admitted,  also  gives  emphatic  testimony  to 
the  saintly  life  and  walk  of  his  teacher.  "To  say  that  he  was 
animated  by  profound  reverence  for  the  Supreme  Being,  never 
named  Him  without  a  perceptible  pause  in  his  discourse,  paid 
marked  regard  to  the  Divine  laws  and  institutions,  was  a  strict 
observer  of  the  Lord's  day,  etc.,  would  be  to  talk  quite  prettily 
and  appropriately  of  some  persons;  but,  applied  to  John  Ander- 
son, of  Service  Creek,  would  be  ridiculous  bathos.  God  was  his 
life,  his  soul,  his  all  in  all!  In  God  his  whole  moral  man  lived 
and  moved  and  had  its  being !  He  walked  with  Him  constantly 
as  a  personal  friend,  and  I  doubt  whether  there  was  a  moment 
when  He  was  not  present  to  him  as  a  distinct  object  of  thought. ' ' 
Having  made  the  discovery  that  his  honored  instructor  was  wont 
to  quiet  tingling  nerves  and  throbbing  brain  by  rising  from  his 
bed  and  spending  a  half  hour  in  prayer,  and  having  been  him- 
self aroused  at  times  by  the  low  sound  of  earnest  pleading  coming 
from  the  room  adjoining  his  own  long  after  the  midnight  hour, 
his  youthful  yet  reverent  curiosity  impelled  him  to  make  an 
effort  to  learn  something  more  of  this  strange  method  of  allur- 
ing sleep.  One  night,  applying  his  ear  to  a  cranny  in  the  parti- 
tion wall  of  the  log  cabin  which  was  the  earthly  habitation  of 
this  "friend  of  God,"  he  was  able  to  hear  much  of  what  was 
pouring  into  the  ear  that  is  never  closed  by  day  or  by  night. 
Let  the  student  tell  the  story:  "Such  praying  I  never  heard 
before,  nor  expect  to  hear  again.  It  was  not  prayer  in  the 
common  acceptation  of  the  term,  but  an  outgush  of  holy,  child- 
like confidence  in  a  Father  with  whom  he  was  in  familiar  col- 
loquy; sometimes  taking  the  form  of  a  confession  of  unworthi- 
ness,  sometimes  that  of  a  humble  interrogatory,  then  passing 
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over  into  a  sort  of  argumentative  pleading,  in  which  he  would 
remind  his  heavenly  Friend  of  His  engagements  in  the  ever- 
lasting covenant,  of  some  gracious  promise  in  the  Word,  of  the 
blood-shedding  on  Mount  Calvary,  of  His  past  providential  deal- 
ings; and  all  this  with  such  deep  feelings  of  love,  gratitude, 
self-abasement  and  triumphant  hope,  that  I  was  absolutely 
astounded  and  tore  myself  away,  aghast  at  the  presumption  with 
which  I  had  been  violating  a  place  holy  as  heaven  itself,  steal- 
ing like  a  vile  thief  and  eaves-dropper  into  the  nuptial  chamber 
Avhere  the  Lord  was  communing  with  His  mystic  spouse.  *  *  * 
Happy  old  man !  Death  must  have  been  comparatively  a  very 
trifling  change  to  him,  for  the  hallowed  employments  and  pleas- 
ures on  which  he  entered  were  those  which  formed  the  whole 
happiness  of  his  earthly  existence." 

THE  SEMINARY  AT  SERVICE. 

It  was  left  with  Dr.  Anderson  to  make  selection  of  a  site 
for  the  seminary  building  which  should  serve  as  the  center  of 
theological  training  for  the  Associate  Church.  For  his  own  con- 
venience he  decided  upon  a  location  near  his  own  cabin  home, 
since  the  duties  of  his  double  pastoral  charge  required  him  to 
remain  within  its  bounds;  and  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
students  a  small  two-story  log  house  was  erected.  Here,  from 
1794  until  1821.  the  school  of  the  prophets  that  was  to  have  so 
large  place  in  the  life  of  the  Church  remained,  sheltering  and 
furnishing  for  their  office  as  ministers  of  the  Word  young  men 
who  came  from  regions  near  at  hand  or  far  removed.  Probably 
at  no  time  were  there  more  than  ten  students  in  attendance,  and 
usually  there  were  but  five  or  six;  yet  the  expense  of  time  and 
labor  in  serving  these  was  as  great  as  if  the  number  had  many 
times  been  multiplied. 

It  had  often  been  admitted  that  a  change  of  location  would 
be  desirable,  specially  in  view  of  the  inconvenience  that  was 
experienced  by  students  from  distant  points  who  must  journey 
over  great  stretches  of  sparsely  settled  territory;  but  so  long  as 
Dr.  Anderson  might  be  able  to  perform  the  duties  laid  upon  him 
no  one  would  venture  to  propose  a  removal.    However,  when  in 
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1819  the  venerable  professor  announced  his  purpose  to  resign 
his  office,  plans  were  laid  for  the  establishment  of  an  eastern 
branch  of  the  seminary  at  Philadelphia.  They  were  carried  out 
in  1820  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  John  Banks,  D.  D.,  to  be  the 
head  of  the  new  institution.  Dr.  Banks  was  at  that  time  pastor 
of  an  Associate  Church  in  that  city,  and  also  filled  a  professor- 
ship in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  was  a  linguist  of 
great  attainment — without  superior  in  America  at  that  day — 
and  was  eminently  qualified  to  lead  students  out  into  the  vast 
fields  of  Biblical  Literature.  Dr.  Banks  was  the  sole  professor 
in  the  Philadelphia  branch  from  its  opening  until  his  death  in 
1826.  No  successor  was  selected,  as  the  impression  began  to 
prevail  that  it  would  be  the  part  of  wisdom  for  the  Synod  to 
return  to  the  policy  of  maintaining  one  seminary.  Accordingly 
the  eastern  contingent  was  reunited  with  the  western  in  1828. 

THE  SEMINARY  AT  CANONSBURG. 

The  Service  Seminary  continued  to  hold  the  field  in  the 
west  until  the  election  of  the  Rev.  James  Ramsey,  of  Canons- 
hurg,  Pa.,  to  succeed  Dr.  Anderson.  In  this  case,  as  was  the 
rule  in  those  days,  the  professor  was  the  seminary,  and  the  par- 
sonage, located  on  a  farm  one  mile  from  the  town,  became  the 
resort  of  young  candidates  for  the  ministry.  While  the  action 
of  Synod  uniting  the  two  divisions  of  the  seminary  was  taken  in 
1828  it  was  not  fully  carried  out  until  1830,  when  it  was  resolved 
to  erect  a  building  in  Canonsburg  and  to  consummate  the  union 
by  electing  Dr.  Ramsey  to  the  professorship  of  the  reunited 
branches.  The  choice  of  Canonsburg  as  the  new  site  of  the  semi- 
nary was  for  many  reasons  most  favorable.  The  town  was  a 
center  of  educational  influence  of  the  most  pronounced  religious 
type.  It  may  well  be  reckoned  also  as,  at  that  time,  the  very 
heart  of  the  Associate  Church.  The  service  rendered  to  the  cause 
of  Christ  at  home  and  abroad  during  the  seminary 's  continuance 
there — a  full  generation,  1821-1855 — is  incalculably  great. 

THE  SEMINARY  AT  XENIA. 

Deeming  it  wise  to  conserve  and  also  to  increase  her  in- 
terests  in   the   rapidly   expanding   western   fields,    the    Synod 
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determined  to  make  another  change  of  location  for  the  seminary ; 
accordingly  it  was  transferred  to  Xenia,  Ohio,  in  1855.  Dr. 
Abraham  Anderson,  who  had  occupied  the  Chair  of  Didactic  and 
Polemic  Theology  for  eight  years,  1847-1855,  died  on  the  8th  of 
May  of  the  latter  year,  and  at  the  next  succeeding  meeting  of 
Synod  the  Rev.  Samuel  Wilson,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  Associate 
congregation  of  Xenia,  was  chosen  as  his  successor.  The  one 
remaining  professor  at  Canonsburg,  Dr.  Thomas  Beveridge,  had 
been  pastor  of  the  same  congregation  from  1821  to  1824;  hence 
these  teachers  were  not  strangers  to  each  other  nor  to  the  com- 
munity to  which  the  seminary  was  now  to  be  removed.  Establish- 
ment in  the  new  quarters  was  somewhat  delayed  owing  to  the 
unfinished  state  of  the  building  provided,  but  when  this  had 
been  completed  the  seminary  was  quite  as  comfortably  domiciled 
as  similar  institutions  of  that  day.  In  1879  a  larger  and  more 
commodious  building  was  acquired  through  purchase  and  ex- 
change, affording,  in  addition  to  class-room  and  library,  dor- 
mitory privileges  for  fifty  students.  This  building  is  now  wholly 
reserved  for  the  accommodation  of  the  young  men  of  the  semi- 
nary— the  new  structure,  dedicated  October  10,  1905,  and 
designated  "Anderson  Hall,"  furnishing  chapel,  library  and 
recitation  rooms. 

THE  SEMINARY  OF  THE  ASSOCIATE  REFORMED  CHURCH. 

The  Xenia  Theological  Seminary  claims  to  have  succeeded 
also  to  the  rights  and  titles  of  Oxford  and  Monmouth,  hence  a 
brief  sketch  of  these  Seminaries  will  be  given  in  this  connection. 

The  founding  of  Oxford  Seminary  dates  from  the  year  1837, 
when,  at  its  meeting  in  October  of  that  year,  the  Associate 
Reformed  Synod  resolved  to  remove  its  seminary  from  Pittsburgh 
to  Oxford,  Ohio.  The  eastern  part  of  this  Church  was  not 
pleased  with  this  action,  and  at  the  next  meeting  of  Synod  the 
opposition  was  sufficiently  strong  to  revoke  the  order  of  the 
former  meeting,  and  also  to  transmit  to  the  presbyteries  an  over- 
ture to  determine  the  permanent  location  of  the  seminary.    At 
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the  same  time  the  question  of  a  division  of  the  Synod  into  two 
coordinate  synods,  subordinate  to  a  delegated  General  Synod, 
was  placed  before  the  Church  in  overture.  The  result  of  the 
vote  in  presbyteries  was  held  to  justify  this  division,  and  to 
warrant  the  retention  of  the  seminary  at  Pittsburgh  and  the 
establishment  of  another  at  Oxford,  each  seminary  to  be  under 
the  control  of  the  Synod  in  whose  bounds  it  had  location.  The 
first  session  of  the  Oxford  Seminary  was  opened  late  in  the 
Autumn  of  1839,  the  Kev.  Joseph  Claybaugh,  D.  D.,  and  the 
Rev.  S.  W.  McCracken,  having  the  work  in  charge.  Dr.  Clay- 
baugh was  practically  the  sole  professor  from  the  date  of  the 
opening  until  that  of  his  death,  September  9,  1855.  Temporary 
arrangements  were  made  for  students  in  attendance  during  the 
session  1855-1856,  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  held  in  the 
latter  year,  the  Rev.  Alexander  Young,  D.  D.,  was  chosen  to 
succeed  Dr.  Claybaugh,  and  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  "William 
Davidson,  D.  D.,  as  temporary  instructor  was  continued.  Dr. 
Young  entered  upon  the  work  to  which  he  had  been  called  in  the 
Fall  of  1855;  but  at  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  1857  action  was 
taken,  in  view  of  the  prospect  for  union  with  the  Associate 
Church,  transferring  the  seminary  to  Monmouth,  Illinois,  in 
order  that  one  of  the  four  seminaries  of  the  united  Church  might 
be  in  the  "West.  Dr.  Young  accompanied  the  seminary  to  its 
western  home,  and  in  connection  with  Dr.  John  Scott,  continued 
with  it  throughout  the  whole  period  of  its  history  in  Monmouth. 
Dr.  A.  M.  Black  also  served  the  Church  as  teacher  in  this  semi- 
nary from  1864  to  1874,  and  Dr.  David  A.  Wallace  from  1867 
to  1870.  In  1874  a  second  removal  was  made  and  Monmouth 
Seminary  was  consolidated  with  the  Xenia  Seminary,  one  of  the 
conditions  of  the  transfer  being  that  the  Synod  of  Illinois  should 
share  in  the  management  of  Xenia  Seminary,  and  the  Second 
Synod  should  join  in  the  control  of  Monmouth  College. 

During  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  years  of  the  Semi- 
nary's history,  under  various  names  and  in  different  places,  in 
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all  twenty -nine  men  have  i  served  as  professors  for  more  or  less 
extended  periods  of  time.    The  roll  is  as  follows :

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PRESENT  CONDITIONS. 

The  service  rendered  by  this  Seminary  has  been  of  such 
character  as  to  call  out  in  many  instances  kindly  recognition  on 
the  part  of  the  Church,  and  those  who  are  charged  with 
its  management  fondly  indulge  the  hope  that  the  prayerful 
sympathy  of  the  brethren  may  still  be  extended.  For  many 
reasons  it  is  believed  that  the  training  of  young  men  who  are 
to  enter  her  ministry  may  safely  be  entrusted  to  a  "School  of 
the  Prophets"  which  has  honestly  endeavored  to  serve  her  for 
one  hundred  and  twenty-two  years,  and  has  never  been  charged 
with  failure  to  meet  her  expectations. 

In  later  years  largely  endowed  institutions  of  other  churches 
have  held  out  offers  of  pecuniary  assistance  to  young  men  who 
enroll  themselves  in  their  classes.  Such  appeals  should  have 
little  influence  with  those  who  rightfully  value  their  own  in- 
dependence, or  have  proper  regard  for  the  claims  of  their  own 
church;  nor,  if  the  church  gives  due  consideration  to  her  own 
interests,  will  she  lend  encouragement  to  her  young  men  to  seek 
their  training  in  other  schools.  Bible  Institutes  and  Theological 
Seminaries  located  in  larger  cities  have  made  specious  repre- 
sentations of  the  supposed  advantages,  ecclesiastical  and  socio- 
logical, which  may  be  found  in  such  communities.  It  may  be 
said  for  Xenia  that,  in  the  exemplification  of  standards  of  pulpit 
ministration  and  in  the  provision  made  for  practical  Christian 
service,  her  churches  are  not  one  whit  behind  those  of  more 
populous  places;  while  her  public  institutions  open  to  evan- 
gelistic ministry  afford  the  student  the  finest  fields  for  exercise 
such  as  will  fit  him  for  his  calling  in  after  years.  In  view  of 
the  fact,  that  nine-tenths  of  the  pastors  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  will  be  located  in  towns  and  village  and  country 
charges,  the  advantages  of  a  city  training  are  not  apparent.  It 
may  rightfully  be  claimed  also,  that  every  sociological  problem 
with  which  the  present-day  pastor  will  be  confronted  may  be 
met  as  definitely  and  studied  as  thoroughly  in  the  cities  that  have 
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ten  thousand  inhabitants  as  in  those  that  have  a  population  of 
half  a  million.  (One  need  not  go  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean  to  learn 
to  swim).  The  revelations  and  experiences  peculiar  to  the  great 
metropolitan  centers,  which  serve  to  give  illustration  to  the 
science  of  Sociology,  are  of  such  character  as  make  it  advisable 
that  a  student  of  theology,  as  he  aspires  to  grow  in  grace,  should 
remove  himself  as  far  as  is  possible  from  their  presence.  (One 
need  not  dwell  "where  Satan's  seat  is"  in  order  to  be  made 
aware  of  his  devices) . 

On  the  present  home  of  the  Seminary  there  has  been  no 
extravagant  outlay,  but  in  all  things  that  minister  to  the  stu- 
dent's health,  comfort,  convenience,  and  recreation,  Xenia's 
buildings  and  grounds  are  second  to  none  in  all  the  land;  while 
in  point  of  helpful  influence,  social,  moral  and  spiritual,  no 
other  community  furnishes  better  advantages.  The  rooms  of  the 
dormitory  are  all  large  and  well  ventilated,  are  furnished 
throughout  and  are  warmed  by  steam.  By  day  the  sun-beams 
shine  into  them  through  an  atmosphere  that  is  free  from  the 
dust  and  smoke  of  the  city,  and  by  night  electric  lamps  make  all 
as  bright  as  day.  Everything  that  may  be  expected  in  a  modern 
dormitory  is  provided  without  the  cost  of  a  penny  to  the  student. 

In  closing  this  sketch  it  will  not  be  out  of  place  to  direct 
attention  to  the  fact  that  Xenia's  graduates  constitute  thirty-six 
and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  ministry  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church  at  the  present  time,  not  reckoning  the  native  ministers 
of  India  and  Egypt.  At  least  ten  other  seminaries  have  repre- 
sentatives among  those  of  the  other  sixty-three  and  one-half  per 
cent,  of  the  Church's  ministerial  strength.  Of  the  559  ministers 
in  the  part  of  the  Church  west  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  Pacific 
coast  according  to  the  Assembly's  Minutes  for  1916,  269  are 
graduates  of  Xenia  Seminary,  but  ten  less  than  one-half.  If  the 
ministers  trained  in  Knoxville  Seminary  alone  were  not  counted 
Xenia  would  have  more  than  half.  Since  the  beginning  of  the 
present  century  Xenia  Seminary  has  sent  out  150  men,  including 
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those  of  the  Class  of  1916,  whose  course  is  practically  completed. 
Of  these  two  have  gone  to  their  reward,  both  of  the  Class  of  1909, 
one  has  returned  to  the  A.  R.  P.  Church  of  the  South,  142  are  in 
the  ministry  of  the  Church  which  gave  them  training,  while  five 
have  connected  with  other  branches  of  the  Presbyterian  family 
and,  we  have  good  reason  to  believe,  are  faithfully  preaching  the 
' '  glorious  gospel  of  the  blessed  God. ' ' 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


STUDENTS. 

Persons  wishing  to  enter  the  Seminary  shall  present  to  the 
Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  of  church  membership  and  piety; 
and  students  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  shall  be  under 
the  care  of  some  Presbytery  before  entering  the  Seminary,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  possible.  The  Faculty  will  admit,  at  their 
discretion,  students  of  other  denominations. 

Before  being  admitted  to  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Faculty,  subscribe  to  a  written  declara- 
tion to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a  student  in  the  Seminary  he 
will  regularly,  punctually  and  diligently  attend  upon  all  the 
instructions  of  the  Professors  and  promptly  comply  with  all 
lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty,  and  be  subject  to  their 
authority ;  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all  regulations  of  the 
Seminary  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any  opinion  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  principles  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Every  student  who  has  been  accepted  by  the  Faculty  as  a 
candidate  for  graduation  and  who  has  completed  the  prescribed 
course  of  study  and  passed  the  required  examinations,  shall  be 
publicly  graduated  and  receive  a  proper  diploma. 

LOCATION. 

Xenia  is  a  city  of  about  11,000  inhabitants,  situated  in  a 
rich  and  beautiful  section  of  country,  65  miles  from  Cincinnati 
and  55  miles  from  Columbus,  and  is  easy  of  access  from  all 
points.  The  people  of  the  city  and  surrounding  country  are 
possessed  of  a  high  degree  of  intelligence  and  refinement,  and 
the  students  of  the  Seminary  enjoy  very  desirable  social  ad- 
vantages. 

In  point  of  healthfulness  of  climate  Xenia  ranks  very  high. 
Local  conditions  are  not  favorable  to  endemics  of  any  character. 
Malarial  disorders  are  quite  unusual  and  typhoid  fever  is  prac- 
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tically  unknown.  The  moral  tone  and  the  religious  spirit  that 
prevail  in  the  community  exert  a  most  salutary  influence,  while 
the  distractions  that  are  always  attendant  upon  city  life  are 
avoided. 

In  the  matter  of  practical  experience  in  Christian  work  the 
students  have  exceptional  privileges.  Opportunities  for  real 
missionary  service  that  are  not  surpassed  in  any  of  the  large 
cities  are  found  in  the  state  and  county  institutions  located  in 
Xenia  or  in  the  adjacent  territory. 

The  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  is  just 
without  the  city 's  corporate  limits.  In  this  institution  more  than 
nine  hundred  children  are  maintained  and  educated.  For  a 
number  of  years  the  Sabbath  School  established  in  the  Home  has 
been  largely  directed  and  controlled  by  the  students  of  the 
Xenia  Seminary. 

To  the  county  jail,  the  work-house  and  the  county  infirmary 
groups  of  students  go  on  Sabbath  afternoons  with  the  gospel. 
These  opportunities  for  evangelistic  service,  in  addition  to  those 
in  immediate  connection  with  the  city  churches  and  missions, 
require  all  the  time  and  effort  which  the  students  of  the  Middle 
and  Junior  classes  ought  to  take  from  duty  directly  connected 
with  Seminary  work.  The  railway  connections  are  such  that 
licensed  students  may  readily  respond  to  calls  for  their  services 
on  Sabbath  and  return  without  great  loss  of  time. 

THE  DORMITORY. 

The  dormitory,  a  substantial  building  of  three  stories  and 
basement,  has  ample  accommodations  for  fifty  persons.  The 
students'  rooms  are  large  and  well  equipped  and  are  furnished 
without  expense  to  the  occupants.  Several  of  the  rooms  are 
"double,"  but  so  long  as  a  room  in  the  building  remains  un- 
claimed, no  student  is  required  to  have  a  roommate. 

The  dormitory  is  supplied  with  the  modern  conveniences, 
and  is  most  advantageously  located  for  sunlight  and  ventilation. 
The  almost  invariable  good  health  of  our  students  during  all 
the  years  of  our  occupancy,  attests  the  satisfactory  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  building. 
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ANDERSON  HALL. 

This  building  contains  chapel,  library,  five  recitation  rooms, 
office,  etc.,  and  affords  every  facility  for  the  work  required.  It 
has  all  the  conveniences  of  a  modern  educational  building.  The 
cuts  presented  in  this  catalogue  exhibt  in  partial  view  some  of 
its  more  prominent  features. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

The  library  occupies  a  large,  well-lighted  room  on  the  first 
floor  of  Anderson  Hall.  The  library  of  the  late  James  Price,  D.D., 
of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  came  by  his  will  to  Xenia  Seminary.  This 
bequest  and  other  additions  by  gift,  bequest  and  purchase,  have 
brought  the  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  to  about  10,000. 
The  books  have  been  thoroughly  classified  and  the  library  thus 
made  readily  available  to  the  students  for  preparation  for  class 
room  and  for  investigations  upon  any  subject. 

The  free  Public  Library  of  Xenia,  to  which  the  students  have 
access,  consists  of  some  eight  thousand  volumes.  A  new  build- 
ing has  lately  been  erected  for  this  library,  known  as  the  Carnegie 
Library  Building. 

The  reading  rooms  of  the  Public  Library  and  of  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  are  also  open  to  our  students. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Alexander  Dempster,  of 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  the  Seminary  has  been  provided  with  the  raised 
map  of  Palestine,  published  by  the  Palestine  Exploration  Fund, 
London,  England,  from  surveys  made  by  George  Armstrong. 
This  map  is  very  valuable  in  the  study  of  Sacred  Geography  and 
History. 

THE  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Students'  Missionary  Society  meets  monthly  for  prayer 
and  conference.  The  society  is  connected  with  the  American 
Inter-Seminary  Missionary  Alliance.  To  the  good  work  of  this 
organization  is  largely  due  the  excellent  Missionary  spirit  which 
prevails  among  the  students.  It  has  furnished  most  commend- 
able supplemental  work  to  that  of  the  class  room  on  the  subject 
of  Missions. 
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RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

A  weekly  prayer  meeting,  attended  by  the  Faculty  and 
students,  is  held  every  Monday  at  one  o'clock  p.  m.  The  students 
also  hold  group  prayer  meetings  in  their  rooms  on  three  evenings 
each  week. 

Through  the  kindly  interest  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
pastors  and  people  of  Xenia,  the  evening  of  the  second  Sabbath 
of  every  month  during  the  Seminary  session  has  been  reserved 
for  a  union  service,  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Faculty. 

GYMNASIUM. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  Xenia  has  an 
excellent  gymnasium,  where  students  at  a  small  expense  may 
have  the  direction  of  a  competent  instructor.  The  Association 
has,  when  practicable,  employed  a  student  of  the  Seminary  as 
physical  director.  To  all  the  benefits  of  the  Association  the 
students  are  welcome  on  very  favorable  terms. 

For  outdoor  exercise  our  grounds  are  ample  and  admirably 
adapted,  admitting  of  almost  all  kinds  of  games.  Three  tennis 
courts  have  been  laid  out  and  yet  there  is  room  for  others. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

Necessary  reference  books  and  commentaries  are  found  in 
the  library,  and  text-books  may  be  obtained  on  favorable  terms 
through  the  Seminary's  agent. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  session  examinations  are  held  covering 
the  ground  gone  over  in  the  several  departments  of  study. 

On  all  subjects  the  examinations  are  written  and  are  directed 
by  the  professors  and  by  them  are  reported  to  the  Board. 

From  the  class  standing,  the  examination  and  the  attend- 
ance, the  grade  of  the  student,  based  on  a  scale  of  1-100,  is 
determined,  and  reported  to  his  Presbytery. 
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EXPENSES. 

The  necessary  expenses  of  a  course  of  theological  training 
are  reduced  to  the  minimum  in  Xenia  Seminary.  There  are  no 
"fees"  or  "rentals"  of  any  sort  for  privileges  or  accommoda- 
tions. The  only  item  of  expense  to  students,  not  provided  for 
in  the  dormitory,  is  that  of  lighting  their  own  rooms.  The  best 
of  table  boarding  may  be  had  for  $3.00  a  week,  text-books  may 
be  secured  through  our  book  agent  at  the  lowest  possible  cost, 
and  all  other  personal  needs  may  be  supplied  at  an  outlay  of 
money  as  small  as  will  procure  like  service  in  any  other  com- 
munity in  the  land. 

FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE. 

The  members  of  the  Junior  class  who  engage  in  practical 
Christian  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty,  will  receive 
compensation  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars.  From  the  income 
of  our  Students '  Fund  we  are  prepared  to  loan  to  those  who  may 
desire  it,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  or  more  in  case  of  real 
need,  on  their  personal  notes,  without  interest  for  five  years  from 
date  of  loan ;  at  the  expiration  of  this  period  interest  at  the  rate 
of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  will  be  charged  until  payment  is 
made.  This  amount,  with  funds  to  which  worthy  students  are 
entitled  on  proper  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Education 
and  money  which  may  be  earned  by  themselves,  will  almost,  if 
not  altogether,  cover  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Seminary 
session.

SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

Systematic  Theology  is  studied  throughout  the  entire  course 
of  seminary  training,  two  recitations  a  week  with  examinations 
in  December  and  April  being  required.  According  to  the  pre- 
sent arrangement  of  the  studies  in  this  department  the  first 
division  of  the  course  will  occupy  the  attention  of  the  students 
of  all  the  classes  during  the  session.  This  embraces  chapters 
I-XI  of  Hodge's  Outlines  of  Theology,  which  is  the  text-book 
used. 

Supplemental  lectures  will  be  given  on  topics  that  seem  to 
require  additional  treatment. 

HOMILETIOS. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

The  Junior  Class  will  devote  one  recitation  period  a  week 
throughout  the  session  to  the  general  principles  of  sermonizing 
and  preaching  as  these  are  outlined  in  the  text-book  employed; 
viz.,  "The  Preparation  and  Delivery  of  Sermons,"  by  Professor 
Broadus. 

The  students  of  all  the  classes  will  be  exercised  in  the 
criticism  of  published  discourses  of  acknowledged  merit,  in  the 
analysis  of  texts  and  in  the  presentation  of  outlines  of  sermons 
for  examination  and  correction  in  the  class-room.  One  hour  a 
week  throughout  the  seminary  course  is  devoted  to  this  discipline. 

All  the  students  have  in  turn  the  advantage  of  the  weekly 
presentation  of  discourses  before  the  Faculty.  One  such  exercise 
is  required  of  each  senior,  and  two  of  each  middler  and  junior, 
during  the  session.  Friendly  criticism  of  the  work  by  fellow 
students  is  encouraged. 
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HISTORY  OF  CHRISTIAN  DOCTRINE. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

The  Middle  Class  will  study  the  first  volume  of  Shedd's 
History  of  Christian  Doctrine,  and  the  Senior  Class  will  study 
the  second  volume  of  the  same  work.  One  recitation  a  week  is 
required. 

CHURCH  GOVERNMENT  AND  WORSHIP. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  session  the  Senior  Class  will 
j^ve\  one  hour  a  week  to  the  examination  of  "The  Book  of 
Government  and  Worship"  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  the  Middle  Class  will  take  up  such  subjects  in  the  same  book 
as  will  be  necessary  to  their  preparation  for  licensure.  The 
distinctive  Testimony  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  will 
also  be  reviewed. 

COMPARATIVE  RELIGION. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

The  Senior  Class  will  receive  a  course  of  training  in  Com- 
parative Religion  with  special  reference  to  conditions  that  pre- 
vail in  our  Foreign  Mission  fields. 

The  Handbook  of  Comparative  Religion  by  the  Rev.  S.  H. 
Kellogg,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  will  be  used  to  mark  out  the  line  of  study 
to  be  pursued. 

GREEK  EXEGESIS. 
PROFESSOR  J.  H.  WEBSTER. 

The  Junior  Class  will  read  the  Gospel  according  to  John 
and  the  Pastoral  Epistles. 

Attention  will  be  given  to  sight  reading  and  the  grammar  of 
New  Testament  Greek. 

Green's  Hand-Book  to  the  Grammar  of  New  Testament 
Greek  will  be  used. 

The  Middle  Class  will  study  The  Acts,  Romans  and 
Galatians. 

The  Senior  Class  will  study  Galatians,  Romans,  Ephesians 
and  other  selected  portions  of  the  Greek  New  Testament. 
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NEW  TESTAMENT  LITERATURE. 
PROFESSOR  J.  H.  WEBSTER. 

In  New  Testament  Literature,  Colossians  to  The  Revelation 
will  be  studied.  This  course  will  embrace  the  genuiness,  authen- 
ticity, and  design  of  each  book  with  a  full  analysis  of  its  con- 
tents. The  basis  of  study  will  be  Kerr's  Introduction  to  the 
Study  of  the  Books  of  the  New  Testament. 

TEXTUAL  CRITICISM. 

Vincent's  History  of  the  Textual  Criticism  of  the  New 
Testament  will  be  used  as  a  text-book  in  this  department. 

CHURCH  HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR  JESSE  JOHNSON. 

The  work  is  conducted  by  means  of  text-books,  lectures, 
library  references,  and  students'  reports  on  assigned  topics. 

Junior  Class — Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.  The 
work  of  this  class  will  be  the  history  of  the  Church  to  the  birth 
of  Luther,  1483.  (1).  Apostolic  Age:  History,  organization 
and  worship  of  the  New  Testament  Church;  Beginnings  of 
heresies.  (2).  Age  of  Conflict:  Growth  of  the  Church;  Per- 
secutions ;  Literature ;  the  Canon ;  Heresies  and  schisms ;  the 
inner  life  of  the  Church.  (3).  Age  of  Doctrinal  Development: 
Church  and  State;  Monasticism;  the  Episcopate;  Ecumenical 
Councils;  Pelagian  Controversy.  (4).  Early  Medieval  Age: 
Conversion  of  the  Barbarians;  Mohammedanism;  Iconoclastic 
Controversy;  Schism  between  East  and  West.  (5).  Later 
Medieval  Age:  Papacy  and  Empire;  Crusades;  Scholasticism; 
Life  and  Worship;  Decline  of  the  Papacy;  Movements  for  Re- 
form; Reforming  Councils.  Text-books  required:  Fisher's 
" History  of  the  Christian  Church"  and  Green's  "Handbook 
of  Church  History."  Recommended  for  collateral  reading: 
For  (1),  Purves'  "The  Apostolic  Age;"  for  (2),  Uhlhorn's 
"Conflict  of  Christianity  with  Heathenism;"  for  (1)  to  (3), 
Ayer's  "Source  Book  for  Ancient  Church  History;"  for  (4) 
and  (5),  Trench's  "Medieval  Church  History." 
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Middle  Class — Two  hours  a  week.  This  class  will  study  the 
period  1483  to  1648,  using  as  text-books  the  two  volumes  of 
Lindsay's  "History  of  the  Reformation"  and  Fisher's  "History 
of  the  Christian  Church. ' '  A  brief  historical  study  of  the  West- 
minster Assembly  and  of  the  Testimony  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  will  complete  the  work  of  this  class  for  the  year. 

For  collateral  reading  the  following  are  recommended: 
Fisher's  "History  of  the  Reformation,"  Walker's  "The  Re- 
formation" and  Hausser's  "The  Period  of  the  Reformation." 

Senior  Class — This  class  will  first  study  the  Reformation  in 
the  Netherlands,  Scotland  and  England;  Anabaptism  and 
Socinianism  in  the  Reformation  period;  and  the  Counter- 
Reformation.  Then  the  history  of  the  modern  Church  from 
1648  will  be  briefly  reviewed.  After  this  it  will  be  the  aim  to 
survey  present  church  conditions  in  the  different  countries, 
especially  our  own  country.  A  short  study  of  the  history  of 
modern  missions  will  be  part  of  the  work  of  this  class.  Text- 
books required:  Fisher's  "History  of  the  Christian  Church;" 
and  Mason 's  ' '  Outlines  of  Missionary  History. ' '  Recommended 
for  collateral  reading :  Newman 's  ' '  Manual  of  Church  History, ' ' 
Vol.  II;  Green's  "History  of  the  English  People;"  Hethering- 
ton's  "History  of  the  Church  of  Scotland;"  Bacon's  "American 
Christianity;"  and  various  denominational  histories  in  the 
American  Church  History  Series. 

APOLOGETICS. 
PROFESSOR  JESSE  JOHNSON. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — Second  Term,  two  hours  a  week. 
The  general  subject  will  be  the  Evidences  of  Christianity.  The 
work  is  done  chiefly  by  lectures,  but  students  will  be  expected 
to  give  reports  in  class  on  assigned  library  readings  and  to  pre- 
sent theses  as  required.  Toward  the  close  of  each  year  some  topic 
of  importance  which  is  the  subject  of  present-day  debate  is  taken 
up  for  consideration. 
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HEBREW   LANGUAGE    AND    EXEGESIS,    AND    OLD    TESTAMENT 

LITERATURE. 
PROFESSOR  J.  E.  WISHART. 

Junior  Class — The  year  will  be  spent  in  acquiring  the 
rudiments  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  a  working  vocabulary. 
The  text-books  used  are  Harper's  Hebrew  Grammar  and  Har- 
per's Hebrew  Method  and  Manual.  The  prescribed  course  covers 
the  first  eight  chapters  of  Genesis.  Later  the  class  will  read  more 
rapidly  a  portion  of  one  of  the  historical  books. 

During  part  of  the  year  one  hour  a  week  will  be  given  to  the 
study  of  Old  Testament  Introduction  with  the  aid  of  a  suitable 
text-book. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — The  work  of  the  year  will  be  in 
the  Minor  Prophets  and  the  Psalms.  Jonah,  Amos,  Micah  and 
Malachi  and  parts  of  the  Psalter  will  be  critically  studied, 
emphasis  being  laid  upon  their  connection  with  contemporary 
history.  Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  expected  to  give  a 
special  exegesis  of  a  selected  chapter. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  year  these  classes  will  study  the 
Historical  Geography  of  the  Holy  Land,  using  the  work  of  Sir 
George  Adam  Smith  as  a  text-book.       ~ 

ENGLISH  BIBLE. 
PROFESSOR  J.  E.  WISHART. 

Junior,  Middle  and  Senior  Classes — One  hour  a  week  will 
be  devoted  to  this  department.  The  course  will  cover  the  His- 
torical Books.  The  text-book  will  be  the  American  Revised 
Version  of  the  Bible,  with  references  to  standard  Old  Testament 
Histories. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR  J.  E.  WISHART. 

The  application  of  the  principles  of  Sociology  to  the  prob- 
lems with  which  the  minister  must  deal,  will  be  the  subject  of 
study  by  the  Senior  Class.  A  suitable  text-book  will  be  used  and 
each  student  will  be  expected  to  give  a  review  of  some  important 
book  on  the  general  theme.    One  hour  a  week. 
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BIBLICAL  THEOLOGY  AND  BIBLICAL  ARCHAEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR   M.  G.   KYLE. 

Work  in  this  Department  has  a  two-fold  purpose;  to  know 
the  Progress  of  Revelation  and  to  know  it  in  its  Setting;  so 
there  are  Studies  in  the  Progress  of  Revelation  to  acquire  a 
comprehensive  grasp  of  what  the  Bible  teaches  as  a  whole  and 
in  its  various  parts  in  the  order  of  Revelation,  together  Avith  the 
Study  of  the  Historical  Setting  of  Scripture  made  known  through 
Archaeological  Research,  in  order  to  see  the  truths  of  Revelation 
as  those  saw  them  to  whom  they  were  revealed. 

Biblical  Theology. 

PROFESSOR   M.  G.   KYLE. 

There  are  class-room  studies  and  quizzes  through  which  the 
student  discovers  for  himself  the  plan  and  progress  of  Revela- 
tion; also  Theses  by  all  the  students,  together  with  assigned 
library  research  work.  The  Bible  is  the  only  text-book  used, 
the  English  Bible  for  constant  work  and  the  Hebrew  and 
Septuagint  Old  Testament  and  the  Greek  New  Testament  for 
reference. 

The  whole  course  covers  the  Patriarchal  Period,  the  Tribal 
Period,  the  National  Period,  the  Messianic  Period,  and  the 
Apostolic  Period.  This  year,  the  work  will  cover  the  Patriarchal 
Period  from  Creation  to  the  Descent  into  Egypt. 

Principal  subjects :  (1) .  Creation  ;  The  Problem  of  Tempta- 
tion :  The  Beginnings  of  Civilization :  The  Noachian  Deluge. 
(2).  The  Second  Dispersion :  The  Call  of  Abraham  :  Patriarch- 
al Life  in  Canaan.     (3).    Revelation  in  Promise. 

Biblical  Archaeology. 

PROFESSOR  M.  G.  KYLE. 

There  are  lectures  from  the  Monuments  and  from  first- 
hand research,  so  arranged  with  the  studies  in  Biblical  Theology 
as  to  enable  the  student  constantly  to  see  the  Biblical  story  in  its 
original  setting.     It  follows  thus  the  same  order  of  Periods  as 
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Biblical  Theology.  (See  above).  To  this  are  added  quizzes,  much 
library  work  and  an  assigned  reading  course  throughout  the 
year. 

All  classes  this  year  will  study  the  Patriarchal  Period. 
Principal  subjects:  Beginnings;  The  Scientific  History  of  the 
Deluge;  The  Rise  of  Civilizations;  Canaanite  Civilization  in 
Patriarchal  Times ;  Source  and  Course  of  Semitic  Culture ;  and 
The  Egypt  of  Abraham,  Joseph,  and  the  Patriarchs. 

Junior  Class — Some  introductory  lectures  will  be  given  the 
Junior  Class  to  prepare  them  for  a  proper  understanding  of  the 
work  in  the  general  course. 

Middle  Class — The  Middle  Class  will  be  directed  in  research 
work  and  the  preparation  of  theses  utilizing  archaeological 
material  in  Exegesis  and  for  sermon  illustrations. 

Senior  Class — A  special  course  of  lectures  is  given  the  Senior 
Class  on  the  Canons  and  Fallacies  of  Research.  A  special  grad- 
uating thesis  is  required  of  each  member  of  the  Senior  Class 
upon  an  assigned  subject. 

Public  research  lectures  are  given  each  year  out  of  the 
research  work  of  the  professor  in  charge  of  the  department.  The 
lectures  this  year  will  be  on  the  subject,  "Where  the  Archaeol- 
ogist Finds  God  in  the  History  of  Israel"  and  other  subjects  to 
be  announced  at  the  beginning  of  the  term. 

PASTORAL  THEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR  M.  G.  KYLE. 

Instruction  in  Pastoral  Theology  is  by  means  of  studies, 
quizzes,  lectures,  and  practical  exercises  for  each  class  separately, 
together  with  practical  training  for  all  classes  in  the  problems  of 
personal  effort  in  soul  saving. 

Junior  Class.

SABBATH   SCHOOL  PEDAGOGY  AND  PRACTICAL   EVANGELISM. 

A  Lectureship  in  that  division  of  Practical  Theology  which 
in  modern  usage  is  styled  "Religious  Education"  has  been  estab- 
lished and  now  has  place  in  the  regular  schedule  of  recitations. 
This  includes  instruction  in  plans  of  organization  and  adminis- 
tration of  the  Sabbath  School,  and  practical  exemplification  and 
application  of  the  best  methods  of  evangelism. 
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A  flourishing  mission  has  been  organized  within  convenient 
distance  from  the  Seminary  in  which  regular  services  have  been 
held  during  the  past  year.  Through  the  generosity  of  the  Second 
United  Presbyterian  Church  of  Xenia  a  very  comfortable  and 
well-equipped  building  has  been  erected  for  the  young  congrega- 
tion. This  mission  will  be  served  by  the  students  of  the 
Seminary  during  the  session,  and,  with  the  public  institutions 
of  the  city  and  the  county,  will  furnish  unsurpassed  opportunity 
for  practical  experience  in  lines  of  service  such  as  will  fit  them 
for  the  duties  of  the  pastorate  wheresoever  they  may  be  called. 

The  Rev.  Huber  Ferguson,  D.  D.,  has  had  charge  of  this 
department  of  study  and  practice  during  the  past  year  and  has 
laid  a  broad  and  solid  foundation  for  the  work  it  is  designed  to 
accomplish.  Under  his  management  a  good  degree  of  efficiency 
has  already  been  attained.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that 
Dr.  Ferguson's  removal  from  the  city  necessitates  the  dissolution 
of  his  relation  to  the  Seminary,  but  provision  will  be  made  to  fill 
the  vacancy  thus  occasioned. 

THE  DEGREE  OF  BACHELOR  OF  DIVINITY. 

Students  of  this  Seminary  who  hold  from  an  institution 
approved  by  the  Faculty  the  degree  of  Bachelor  or  Master  of 
Arts,  or  other  certificate  of  the  completion  of  an  equivalent 
course  in  liberal  learning,  may  become  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Divinity.  The  degree  may  also  be  conferred  upon 
such  students  when  they  have  completed,  either  in  this  Seminary 
or  any  approved  school  of  theology,  the  several  courses  of  theol- 
ogical study  that  constitute  the  curriculum  of  this  Seminary, 
after  they  shall  have  accomplished  satisfactorily  a  one  year's 
course  of  Extra-Curriculum  study  at  this  Seminary.  This  course 
of  study  shall  be  arranged,  and  the  examinations  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  the  Faculty. 

REGULATIONS. 

I.  Every  applicant  must  have  taken  a  course  of  liberal 
learning,  as  above  defined,  and  have  satisfactorily  completed  a 
three  year's  course  of  theological  study  in  an  approved  theo- 
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logical  institution,  or  be  pursuing  a  course  with  a  view  to  gradua- 
tion in  this  Seminary. 

II.  The  equivalent  of  at  least  twelve  hours  of  class-room 
work  a  week  for  one  Seminary  years  is  required. 

These  studies  may  be  pursued  in  whole  or  in  part  during 
the  regular  course  of  three  years,  or  wholly  in  a  special  year 
devoted  to  the  work;  but  no  undergraduate  student  shall  take 
more  studies  than  will  suffice  to  bring  the  number  of  hours  of 
his  class-room  work  to  the  maximum  number  of  twenty  hours 
weekly. 

Examinations  shall  be  held  on  these  studies,  as  on  the  studies 
of  the  undergraduate  courses. 

III.  In  case  it  is  impossible  for  the  candidate  for  this  degree 
to  be  in  residence,  the  work  may  be  done  by  correspondence,  for 
which  a  fee  sufficient  to  cover  the  necessary  expense  will  be 
charged,  but  his  personal  presence  will  be  required  for  examina- 
tion on  all  studies  pursued,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

IV:  On  the  fulfilment  of  these  conditions  the  degree  will 
be  conferred  upon  the  candidate  at  the  ensuing  annual  com- 
mencement. 

V.  The  courses  of  study  required  for  this  degree  will  be 
varied  from  time  to  time  according  to  the  decision  of  the  Faculty.

Xenia  Seminary  is  one  of  the  group  of  Universities,  Colleges 
and  Theological  Seminaries  in  this  country  co-operating  in  the 
support  and  control  of  the  American  School  of  Oriental  Research 
in  Jerusalem  and  is  thus  able  to  offer  to  her  students  the  unique 
facilities  afforded  by  this  School.  No  other  Post-graduate  work 
is,  or  can  be,  so  helpful,  as  none  other  is  so  attractive,  to  young 
men  looking  forward  to  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  as  a  period  of 
study  and  research  in  Bible  lands.  The  American  School  of 
Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem  was  founded  to  afford  such  op- 
portunities as  have  never  before  been  open  to  American  students. 
Special  arrangements  are  made  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  such 
students  to  the  lowest  point. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  SCHOOL  AT  JERUSALEM. 

The  School  offers  to  properly  qualified  students  excellent 
opportunities  for  pursuing  such  studies  as  the  following :  Biblical 
and  Palestinian  Archaeology;  the  Geography  and  Natural  Fea- 
tures of  the  Land ;  the  History  of  Israel ;  Early  Church  History 
and  Patristics;  the  Arabic  Language,  and  the  other  Semitic 
Languages  as  connected  with  it ;  Mohammedanism ;  the  Political, 
Social,  and  Industrial  Conditions  in  the  Turkish  Empire ;  Roman 
Administration  and  Colonisation  in  the  East;  the  Crusades;  and 
the  Comparative  History  of  Religions. 

The  School  has  a  well  selected  working  library,  which  is 
steadily  growing.  There  are  other  considerable  libraries  in 
Jerusalem,  some  of  which  contain  large  collections  of  manuscripts, 
chiefly  Greek  and  Arabic.  As  a  central  point  for  the  study  of 
Palestinian  antiquities,  for  making  tours  of  research  and  explora- 
tion, and  for  visiting  the  numerous  scenes  of  past  or  present 
excavations,  Jerusalem  is  extremely  well  situated. 

Those  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  this  School 
can  go  at  once  after  the  Commencement  at  Xenia,  and  enter  the 
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School  at  Jerusalem.  The  altitude  and  the  latitude  of  Jerusalem 
make  the  summer  climate  there  quite  satisfactory.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  year  will  afford  abundant  opportunity  for  travel 
through  the  land  and  researches  in  Historical  Geography  and 
Archaeology. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship. 
The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  School  at  Jerusalem, 
with  a  stipend  of  $800,  is  awarded  annually  on  examination.  A 
list  of  the  books  recommended  to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship, 
and  special  facilities  for  preparation  will  be  supplied  by  the 
Seminary. 
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HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF 

THE  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  SEMINARY  OF 

XENIA,  OHIO 


JOHN  ANDERSON  AND  THE  SERVICE   SEMINARY. 

The  year  1782  marked  a  crisis  in  the  history  of  the  Associate 
Presbyterian  Church  in  America.  Into  the  union  which  con- 
stituted the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  Church  the  entire 
Presbytery  of  New  York  entered,  but  two  ministers  and  three 
elders  of  the  Presbytery  of  Pennsylvania  did  not  consent  to  the 
proposed  basis.  These  brethren  were  recognized  by  the  Associate 
Synod  of  Scotland  as  the  American  branch  of  that  Church,  and 
in  answer  to  their  appeal  for  help  the  mother  organization  re- 
solved to  send  other  ministers  to  take  charge  of  the  congrega- 
tions that  might  need  their  service  and  so  maintain  a  standing 
among  the  Churches  of  the  new  nation.  The  first  man  appointed 
to  this  mission  was  the  Rev.  John  Anderson.  In  the  month  of 
June,  1783,  he  sailed  for  the  United  States,  accompanied  by  his 
aged  mother  who  died  at  sea,  and  landed  in  August  at  Philadel- 
phia. At  that  time  he  was  about  thirty-five  years  old  and  had 
been  a  licentiate  of  the  Associate  Church  for  some  ten  years. 
In  the  ' '  Biographical  Sketches ? '  of  some  of  the  first  ministers  of 
the  Associate  Church  in  America,  published  by  the  Rev.  James  P. 
Miller,  there  is  a  brief  account  of  Dr.  Anderson's  early  training 
for  his  life 's  work  which  is  worthy  of  quotation.  The  record  is  as 
follows : 

' '  His  education  was  received  in  Scotland,  but  at  which  of  the 
universities  is  unknown.  Nor  indeed  is  this  a  matter  of  much 
consequence,  especially  in  the  case  of  a  man  of  such  extensive  and 
varied  learning  as  was  Dr.  Anderson,  whose  whole  life  was  de- 
voted to  the  successful  pursuit  of  knowledge,  and  whose  attain- 
ments plainly  showed  that  he  had  left  the  usual  acquirements  of 
an  academic  or  university  course  far  behind.  He  studied 
Theology  under  the  care  of  the  Professor  of  the  Associate  Synod, 
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who,  it  is  believed,  was  at  the  time  of  his  course  the  younger 
Moncrieff.  After  having  completed  the  usual  course  of  study  he 
was  licensed;  and  having  preached  for  some  time  as  a  proba- 
tioner, it  was  found  that  his  voice  was  too  feeble  for  the  audiences 
which  then  generally  attended  the  worshipping  assemblies  of  the 
Associate  Church  in  Scotland.  And  although  it  was  his  ardent 
desire  to  serve  his  divine  Master  and  his  generation  in  preaching 
the  everlasting  Gospel,  yet  on  account  of  his  voice  he  was  obliged 
to  abandon  it  in  Scotland. 

His  accuracy  as  a  scholar,  and  particularly  his  very  correct 
taste  in  language  and  in  every  thing  connected  with  composition 
were  known — for  as  a  linguist  and  a  belle-letrist  he  was  entitled 
to  take  the  first  rank  among  the  scholars  of  that  age — and  when 
he  desisted  from  public  speaking  he  found  ready  employment  as 
a  corrector  of  the  press,  in  large  book-printing  establishments, 
both  in  Glasgow  and  Edinburg.  During  the  time  that  he  was 
thus  employed  his  mind  was  still  occupied  with  the  concerns  of 
the  Church.  He  found  leisure  to  compose  and  publish  a  series 
of  essays  on  several  important  religious  subjects.  .  This  service 
brought  him  into  favorable  notice  both  as  a  divine  and  a  scholar. ' ' 

Consequently  when  the  petition  came  from  their  represen- 
tatives in  the  new  world  the  brethren  of  the  Scottish  Church  at 
once  selected  him  as  the  man  to  go  to  their  help.  They  were  con- 
fident that  his  mental  and  spiritual  furnishing  would  be  equal 
to  any  service  the  Church  might  ask  of  him,  and  they  believed 
that  his  voice  would  be  sufficiently  strong  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  small  buildings  and  the  small  congregations  which 
they  supposed  he  would  find  in  America.  Their  estimate  of  his 
attainments  may  readily  be  inferred  from  the  judgment  of  one 
of  them,  Dr.  Nisbet,  who  said  of  him  as  he  set  out  for  his  new 
field,  that,  "Such  a  body  of  divinity  had  never  before  crossed 
the  Atlantic." 

Probably  it  may  also  be  inferred  with  equal  correctness  that 
the  brethren  in  America  were  not  at  the  first  highly  elated  over 
this  accession  to  the  ranks  of  their  standard  bearers.  His  diminu- 
tive form,  his  weak  voice  and  diffident  manner  were  not  cal- 
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culated  to  produce  a  profound  impression  upon  a  disheartened 
people,  painfully  apprehensive  as  to  the  issue  of  their  cause. 
They  did  not  say :  ' '  How  shall  this  man  save  us  ? "  Neither  did 
they  reckon  his  presence  as  ' '  the  shout  of  a  king  among  them. ' ' 
His  first  public  appearance  was  in  the  pulpit  of  the  Rev. 
William  Marshall,  of  Philadelphia,  who  took  the  precaution  to 
request  the  congregation  to  draw  as  near  the  pulpit  as  possible 
before  the  preacher  began  his  sermon.  Some  months  after,  Mr. 
John  Foster,  of  Cambridge,  N.  Y.,  who  still  adhered  to  the 
Associate  Church,  addressed  a  letter  to  Mr.  Marshall  making  in- 
quiry touching  the  Secession  cause  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Presbytery  of  Pennsylvania.  In  his  reply  Mr.  Marshall  exhibits 
a  somewhat  cautious  moderation  as  he  notes  the  coming  of  the 
re-enforcement  from  the  mother  church.  He  does  not  name  the 
man  but  simply  writes:  "Last  fall  a  probationer  arrived  from 
Scotland  for  our  help,  who  is  pious,  learned  and  sensible,  but  of 
a  weak  voice."  More  sanguine  is  his  expectation  in  the  case  of 
Mr.  Beveridge  whose  later  arrival  he  also  chronicles.  Of  him 
he  says :  ' '  This  spring  the  Synod  has  sent  us  an  actual  member, 
possessed  of  every  gracious  and  acquired  qualification  suited  to 
this  country."  Following  immediately  upon  his  statement  re- 
specting Mr.  Anderson  this  judgment  touching  Mr.  Beveridge 
appears  to  confirm  the  suspicion  that  Mr.  Marshall  was  not  at 
first  greatly  encouraged  by  the  presence  of  the  minister  whom 
afterward  he  loved  and  admired. 

When  Dr.  Anderson  was  appointed  Professor  of  Theology 
for  the  Associate  Church,  April  21,  1794,  it  was  left  with  him- 
self to  make  selection  of  a  site  for  the  Seminary  building  which 
should  serve  as  the  center  of  theological  training  for  the  Associate 
Church.  At  the  beginning  of  his  service  in  this  field  his  own 
home  was  opened  to  the  young  men  who  offered  themselves  to  the 
work  of  the  ministry,  and  later  a  building  designed  exclusively 
for  use  as  class-room  and  dormitory  was  erected.  The  loca- 
tion was  near  to  his  home,  since  the  duties  of  his  double  pastoral 
charge  required  him  to  remain  within  its  bounds.  Here,  from, 
1794  until  1821,  the  School  of  the  prophets  that  was  to  have  so 
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large  place  in  the  life  of  the  Church  remained,  sheltering*  and 
furnishing  for  their  office  as  ministers  of  the  Word  young  men 
who  came  from  regions  near  at  hand  or  far  removed.  By  some 
one  the  building  was  named  "Eudelphian  Hall,"  (Letter  of 
Robert  Douglass  to  Thomas  B.  Clarkson,  May  16,  1817),  and  no 
doubt  the  Christian  fellowship — the  brotherly  love — which  was 
murtured  within  its  rough  but  solid  walls  had  much  to  do  in 
forming  "hearts  of  oak"  within  the  breasts  of  the  sturdy  preach- 
ers of  the  Truth  who  passed  over  its  lowly  threshold  into  the 
service  of  the  King. 

For  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  Dr.  Anderson  was  the 
sole  professor  of  Service  Seminary,  diligently  and  successfully 
performing  the  exhausting  labors  attaching  to  his  station,  and 
at  the  same  time  faithfully  discharging  the  duties  belonging  to 
his  extensive  pastoral  charge.  His  ability  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  double  office  evidences  the  thoroughness  of  his 
preparation  throughout  the  years  preceding  his  entrance  upon 
the  task,  and  also  lends  confirmation  to  the  testimony  of  those 
who  were  most  familiar  with  his  life  of  tireless  service.  Dr. 
Thomas  Beveridge  says:  "His  habits  of  study  were  such  as 
few  men  could  endure  for  a  year,  though  he  persevered  in  them 
from  youth  even  to  extreme  old  age."  To  like  effect  is  the 
testimony  of  the  Rev.  James  P.  Miller,  who  was  also  one  of  his 
students.  Of  his  revered  teacher  Mr.  Miller  writes:  "Unless 
when  called  out  on  official  duties,  he  seldom  spent  less  than 
fourteen  hours  out  of  twenty-four  in  diligent  application  to 
study,  or  in  devotional  exercises.  His  body  and  his  mind  seemed 
alike  insensible  to  weariness,  and  neither  seemed  to  require  re- 
freshment by  rest  from  exercise.  As  an  evidence  of  the  sound- 
ness of  his  bodily  faculties,  his  hearing  was  unimparied  and  he 
was  able  to  read  in  a  small  pocket  Bible  without  the  aid  of 
glasses  to  the  last. ' ' 

Dr.  Beveridge  contributed  to  Sprague's  "Annals  of  the 
American  Pulpit  a  noble  sketch  of  his  honored  teacher,  and  his 
father's  intimate  friend,  in  which  he  relates  several  incidents  that 
illustrate  Dr.   Anderson's  singular  abstraction  of  mind  when 
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occupied  with  study  or  meditation.  Dr.  Scouller  has  included 
some  of  these  in  his  record  of  the  Associate  leader's  life  and 
work.  One  which  is  not  there  reproduced  will  bear  repetition. 
"During  his  stay  at  Philadelphia.,  in  the  house  of  a  friend  who 
was  extensively  engaged  in  business,  and  had  a  large  family 
daily  at  the  table,  the  Doctor,  who  could  never  be  made  to  attend 
at  the  ringing  of  the  bell,  had  been  forgotten  at  breakfast ;  and, 
being  once  out  of  mind,  he  was  the  more  readily  forgotten  a 
second  time  at  dinner.  He,  however,  persevered  in  his  studies, 
unmindful  of  this  neglect,  till  the  craving  for  food  in  his 
naturally  vigorous  constitution  overcame  his  relish  for  books. 
and  toward  the  usual  hour  for  tea,  he  came  down  to  the  lady  of 
the  house,  rubbing  his  hands,  as  was  his  custom  when  em- 
barrassed or  agitated,  and  observed,  in  his  usual  hesitating  man- 
ner :    '  I  think,  Mrs.  Young,  I  feel  a  little  hungry. '  ' ' 

Notwithstanding  his  exceptional  qualifications  as  a  teacher, 
it  is  clearly  manifest  that  Dr.  Anderson  could  not  include  in  his 
plan  of  instruction  all  the  subjects  which,  in  that  day  as  in  this, 
were  reckoned  essential  components  of  a  complete  theological 
course.  Disciplines  that  now  constitute  special  departments — 
studies  auxiliary  to  Theology — could  not  receive  separate  atten- 
tion in  the  circumstances  that  determined  the  methods  of  in- 
struction in  Service  Seminary;  yet  one  of  such  scholarly  attain- 
ment as  Dr.  Anderson  had  made  would  readily  introduce  many 
of  the  distinctive  principles  of  such  subjects  and  skilfully  relate 
them  to  the  matter  chiefly  in  hand.  "Whatever  advantages  the 
meager  equipment  of  the  Seminary  failed  to  afford,  the  students 
who  were  there  trained  became  sound  and  strong  preachers  of 
the  "glorious  gospel  of  the  blessed  God."  They  were  workmen 
who  needed  not  to  be  ashamed  and  were  able  rightly  to  divide  the 
word  of  truth. 

The  course  of  study  in  Service  Seminary  covered  four,  and 
in  some  cases  six,  annual  sessions  of  four  months,  (or  five)  each, 
and  it  was  Dr.  Anderson's  practice  to  read  lectures  four  days  in 
the  week  from  noon  until  three  and  often  until  five  o'clock.  He 
is  said  to  have  been  specially  careful  also  in  training  his  students

in  correct  homiletic  methods.  His  own  preaching,  according  to 
the  representation  of  Dr.  Alexander  McClelland  was  intensely 
evangelical.  "The  moment  he  entered  the  pulpit,  he  seemed  to 
forget  that  there  was  such  a  thing  as  controversial  divinity  in 
existence;  but  dwelt  on  the  simplest  truths  of  the  gospel  in  the 
most  simple  manner  possible — like  a  father  charging  and  exhort- 
ing his  children  or  a  nurse  cherishing  her  babes.  We  were  some- 
times desirous  of  hearing  him  discuss  a  subject  argumentatively, 
and  sometimes  he  indulged  us ;  but  instances  were  rare.  It  was 
quite  plain  the  old  man  thought  that  he  had  other  business  on 
hand  than  drilling  eight  students  in  theological  dialectics. ' ' 

Dr.  McClelland  describes  an  exercise  that  was"  held  on 
Saturday  mornings,  which  was  called  "Biblical,  and  really  de- 
served the  name."  "A  committee  had  reported  at  a  previous 
meeting  various  difficulties  or  apparent  contradictions  in  Script- 
ure, which  it  was  made  the  duty  of  another  committee  to  explain 
and  harmonize.  The  occasion  was  full  of  interest  and  instruc- 
tion, though  the  young  critics  complained  often  times  that  suf- 
ficient latitude  was  not  allowed  them,  and  that  they  were  pinned 
down  too  close  to  the  old  traditional  exegesis.  The  student  who, 
in  explaining  a  passage  did  not  'go  forth  by  the  footsteps  of  the 
flock,'  or  quoted  in  any  case  whatever  a  Limborch  and  Whitby 
against  a  Calvin  and  John  Owen,  always  felt  that  he  was  on 
perilous  ground.  A  peculiar  jerking  of  the  chair,  and  repeated 
enunciations  of  that  famous  Hebrew  guttural,  which  a  Dutch 
grammarian  defines  as  'vox  porculi  clamantis  ad  matrem/  had 
warned  the  gallant  youth  to  mix  with  his  valour  a  little  discre- 
tion. Some  instances  of  the  crash  which  saluted  an  unfortunate 
genius  when  he  neglected  these  'premonitory  symptoms'  were  so 
extremely  ludicrous  that  I  sometimes  call  one  up  to  relieve  a  fit 
of  tic  douloureux.'9 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  Seminary  was  the  number 
of  students  greater  than  ten,  and  usually  there  were  but  five  or 
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six.  If  the  records  are  not  defective  the  whole  number  of  those 
who  received  all  or  part  of  their  theological  training  at  Service 
is  thirty-four,  of  whom  twenty-nine  were  graduated.  It  will  be 
of  interest  to  many  to  have  the  names  of  these  brethren  who  sat 
at  the  feet  of  this  Christian  Gamaliel.  In  alphabetical  order  they 
are  as  follows :

Son  of  Matthew  Henderson,  Sr.,  the  third 
Associate  Minister  to  America;  brother  of  Matthew  Henderson, 
Jr.,  A.  E.  P.  Church,  the  first  minister  of  any  of  the  Scottish 
Churches  trained  in  America.

Johnson,  attended  session  of  1816-1817. 

John  Kendall,  1815. 

James  Lyle,  Service  probably  two  years,  finished  at  Canons-

Daniel  McLean,  1800.  Entered  at  the  opening  of  Service 
Seminary,  and  remained  throughout  six  sessions.

Samuel  Murdoch,  1800.  Of  first  class  taking  full  course  at 
Service,  but  entered  the  medical  profession. 

Alexander  Murray,  1809. 

John  Mushat,  1809. 

Francis  Pringle,  Jr.,  1812,  and  James  Pringle,  1812.  Broth- 
ers, sons  of  Francis  Pringle,  Sr. 

James  Ramsey,  1803.

Joseph  Scroggs,  1813. 

John  Walker,  1809. 

William  Wilson,  1796.  First  graduate  of  Service  Seminary, 
and  first  licentiate  of  the  Associate  Presbytery.  Father  of  Dr. 
Samuel  Wilson,  Professor  in  Xenia  Seminary,  1855-1877. 

It  is  probable  that  this  list  is  incomplete,  and  can  not  be 
made  complete  from  any  record  save  that  which  is4on  high. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  Dr.  Anderson's  con- 
tributions to  the  religious  literature  of  his  native  land,  by  reason 
of  which  he  had  won  favorable  consideration  from  the  mother 
Church.  Following  his  coming  to  America  but  prior  to  his 
entrance  upon  his  work  in  the  Seminary  he  published  a  "Dis- 
course upon  the  Divine  Ordinance  of  Singing  Praise. ' '  Two  years 
later,  in  1793,  he  prepared  a  "Vindication  of  this  Discourse;" 
and  the  same  year  he  gave  to  the  Church  his  valuable  treatise 
upon  "The  Appropriation  which  is  in  the  Nature  of  Saving 
Faith."  This  was  a  theme  on  which  he  delighted  to  speak  and 
write,  and  in  it  the  heart  of  the  man  appears  even  as  in  no  other 
of  his  published  writings.  His  "Vindiciae  Cantus  Dominici" 
was  published  in  the  year  1800.  In  this  volume  there  is  little  left 
unsaid  that  is  needed  to  the  establishment  of  the  "Claims"  that 
are  urged.     In  an  Appendix  to  Chapter  I,  he  pays  his  respects 
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to  Watts'  "Imitations,"  in  which  his  keen  critical  judgment  and 
his  chaste  literary  taste  are  distinctly  manifest. 

In  1803  he  addressed  a  Series  of  Letters  to  the  Rev.  John 
Hemphill,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Church  in  the 
Chester  District,  South  Carolina.  The  subject  dealt  with  in  these 
letters  was  the  Union  of  1782.  A  volume  entitled  "Precious 
Truths"  appeared,  in  which  some  of  his  favorite  authors  were 
defended  and  their  writings  vindicated  against  what  he  believed 
to  be  the  unjust  criticism  of  Dr.  Joseph  Bellamy,  a  distinguished 
Presbyterian  minister  of  New  York  City.  Dr.  Anderson's  most 
formidable  polemic,  "Alexander  and  Rufus,"  was  published  in 
1820,  near  the  end  of  his  career  as  a  teacher  of  teachers.  This 
work  is  a  series  of  dialogues,  somewhat  after  the  plan  of  Anselm  's 
"Cur  Deus  Homo,"  having  as  its  purpose  the  defense  of  the 
Associate  Church 's  position  on  the  general  theme  of  Church  Com- 
munion. 

The  writings  of  Dr.  Anderson  that  have  been  preserved  are 
for  the  most  part  controversial  in  character.  It  is  greatly  to  be 
regretted  that  he  is  not  better  known  as  a  preacher  of  the  gospel 
in  which  he  found  his  chief  joy — his  soul's  satisfaction.  One  of 
his  sermons  is  bound  up  in  the  volume  "Precious  Truths"  by 
other  hands  however  than  Dr.  Anderson 's.  The  theme  is :  "  The 
Stone  Rolled  Away,  or,  the  Happy  Issue  of  the  Believer's 
Exercise  about  his  Difficulties, ' '  a  Saturday 's  meditation  preced- 
ing the  observance  of  the  Supper.  Let  a  brief  extract  from 
this  "preparation  sermon"  witness  to  the  truth  of  Dr.  Mc- 
Clelland 's  testimony  as  to  his  manner  and  spirit  in  the  pulpit, 
when  his  soul  was  made  to  burn  within  him — "when  the  tongue 
of  the  stammerer  would  speak  plainly,  when  his  form  would 
dilate,  his  voice  roll  like  thunder,  and  his  black  eyes  would 
sparkle  like  two  coals  of  fire."  These  were  his  words  on  that 
occasion :  "  0  sirs,  you  can  not  look  to  the  offices  of  Christ  as  set 
forth  to  you  in  the  glorious  gospel,  but  you  must  see  ground  to 
believe  that  He  will  remove  all  your  difficulties.  Look  to  His 
names:  He  is  Jesus,  a  Savior;  Jehovah  Tzidkenu,  the  Lord  our 
righteousness;  Jehovah  Ropheka,  the  Lord  that  healeth  thee; 
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Jehovah  Jireh,  the  Lord  Who  will  see  and  provide ;  Jehovah 
Shalom,  the  Lord  our  peace ;  Jehovah  Nissi,  the  Lord  my  banner ; 
Jehovah  Shammah,  the  Lord  is  there.  Look  to  His  relations: 
He  is  our  friend,  our  elder  brother,  our  everlasting  Father,  our 
husband,  our  head.  Does  not  the  import  of  these  wonderful 
names  and  these  endearing  relations  insure  the  rolling  away  of 
every  stone — the  removal  of  every  bar — that  stands  in  the  way 
of  your  attaining  communion  with  God?"  That  is  preaching! 
Nothing  of  controversial  character  appears  in  this  sermon.  Its 
great  objective  is  the  removal  of  hindrances  to  fellowship  with 
Jesus  Christ  in  order  to  the  communicant's  enjoyment  of  the 
assurance  which  was  so  linked  with  his  own  faith  and  made  him 
so  confident  and  so  humble  withal  in  the  presence  of  his  Lord. 
Mention  may  be  made  here  of  the  Controversy  in  which 
Dr.  Anderson  and  the  Presbytery  of  Chartiers  were  involved 
with  the  Rev.  Thomas  Campbell,  the  father  of  Alexander  Camp- 
bell, the  founder  of  Campbellite  Church.  Mr.  Campbell  was  a 
Scotchman  who  came  to  America  by  way  of  Ireland,  and  was 
ready  to  give  convincing  demonstration  that  he  had  not  left 
behind  him  any  of  the  racial  peculiarities  which  had  descended 
with  his  joint-inheritance.  He  was  graduated  at  Glasgow  Uni- 
versity, and  received  his  theological  training  under  Dr.  Archibald 
Bruce  at  the  Anti-Burgher  Divinity  Hall  at  Whitburn.  He  was 
ordained  in  1798  by  the  Associate  Presbytery  of  Market  Hill,  in 
Ireland,  and  held  a  pastoral  charge  for  seven  or  eight  years  in 
County  Antrim.  In  the  spring  of  1807  he  came  to  the  United 
States.  On  the  16th  of  May,  he  united  with  the  Associate  Church 
and  was  sent  by  its  Synod  to  Chartiers  Presbytery  by  which  he 
was  assigned  to  Buffalo  congregation  as  supply.  The  brethren 
of  this  Presbytery  were  wont  to  join  watchfulness  with  prayer 
in  all  their  plans  for  the  work  of  the  Church  and  they  seem  to 
have  thought  it  the  part  of  wisdom  in  this  case  to  exercise  their 
right  of  supervision.  Accordingly  Dr.  Anderson  was  appointed 
to  assist  Mr.  Campbell  in  holding  his  first  communion  in  the 
Autumn  of  that  year.  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Presbytery, 
Dr.  Anderson  reported  that  he  had  not  fulfilled  the  appointment, 
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and  assigned  as  the  reason  of  his  non-compliance  with  Presby- 
tery's direction:  "That  Mr.  Campbell  had  publically  taught 
that  there  is  not  an  appropriation  of  Christ  to  ourselves  in  the 
essence  of  saving  faith;  and  that  we  have  nothing  but  human 
authority  or  agreement  for  confessions  of  faith,  testimonies, 
covenanting  and  fast  days  before  dispensation  of  the  Lord's 
Supper. ' ' 

Since  these  views,  in  the  judgment  of  Dr.  Anderson,  were 
"inconsistent  with  some  articles  in  the  (Associate)  testimony,  it 
appeared  most  proper  not  to  join  Mr.  Campbell  in  the  communion 
till  the  matter  should  be  inquired  into. "  At  this  far  distant  day, 
with  our  incomplete  information  touching  the  matters  involved 
and  our  somewhat  altered  ideas  as  to  the  "proprieties"  to  be 
observed  in  such  a  case,  it  may  seem  to  us  that  Dr.  Anderson  had 
not  sufficient  reason  to  justify  his  refusal;  but  Chartiers  Pres- 
bytery gave  its  emphatic  approval  to  his  course,  and  "at  the  next 
meeting  tried  Mr.  Campbell  for  error  in  doctrine  in  seven  dif- 
ferent particulars,  found  him  guilty  and  suspended  him.  He  ap- 
pealed to  Synod,  which  at  its  meeting  in  May,  1808,  "disap- 
proved of  Mr.  Anderson's  conduct  in  said  instance,  because  he 
had  not  first  written  to  Mr.  Campbell  on  the  subject  or  sought 
an  interview  with  him;  and  likewise  of  the  Presbytery's  action 
in  sustaining  said  excuse." 

On  account  of  these  "irregularities"  the  Synod  reversed 
the  action  of  the  Presbytery,  but  instead  of  sending  the  case  back 
to  the  original  court  proceeded  to  issue  it  at  once.  After  care- 
ful examination  of  the  facts,  Synod  concluded  to  rebuke  and 
admonish  Mr.  Campbell  for  his  offense.  He  declared  his  sub- 
mission and  so  the  matter  was  supposed  to  end,  and  probably 
would  have  ended  had  not  Mr.  Campbell  himself  sought  to 
parade  his  seeming  triumph  before  the  Presbytery  at  its  next 
meeting,  after  having  armed  himself  with  full  extracts  from  the 
Minutes  of  Synod.  The  outcome  may  readily  be  anticipated. 
He  was  unquestionably  in  a  "state  of  preparedness"  and  the 
Presbytery  of  Chartiers  was  not  composed  of  meek  "pacifists." 
In  the  end  Mr.  Campbell  entered  a  formal  declinature  of  the

authority  of  the  Presbytery  and  also  of  the  Synod  to  whose  find- 
ings he  had  professed  submission,  On  this  account  Presbytery 
suspended  him,  and  after  nearly  two  years  waiting  deposed  him 
from  the  office  of  the  ministry. 

The  melancholy  aspect  and  issue  of  this  cause  celebre  appear 
from  whatsoever  standpoint  one  may  view  it ;  but  before  entering 
an  adverse  judgment  upon  Dr.  Anderson's  attitude  toward  Mr. 
Campbell,  or  upon  the  action  of  the  Presbytery  of  Chartiers,  it 
will  be  well  to  consider  certain  facts  that  have  intimate  connec- 
tion with  the  case.  First  of  all,  Mr.  Campbell,  at  the  very  out- 
set of  his  ministry  at  Buffalo  had  set  himself  in  open  opposition 
to  doctrines  and  principles  taught  in  all  the  great  Confessions  of 
the  Protestant  Church.  In  the  light  of  his  conduct  and  policy 
afterward  in  the  religious  organization  of  which  he  was  a  joint 
founder,  the  conclusion  can  not  be  avoided,  that  the  attack  was 
deliberately  planned,  and  was  as  unprovoked  as  it  was  unseemly. 
Positions,  which,  for  reasons  growing  out  of  the  experiences  of 
her  first  representatives  in  America,  were  specially  advocated 
by  the  Associate  Church  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Anderson, 
were  specifically  and  publicly  opposed,  while  Mr.  Campbell  was 
occupying  the  pulpit  of  one  of  its  congregations  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  of  Service  Theological  Seminary.  Dr.  Anderson 
might  certainly  be  justified  in  regarding  Mr.  Campbell's  attitude 
as  one  of  personal  antagonism  to  himself — although  there  is  no 
evidence  that  he  did  so  regard  it — and  in  judging  that  there 
could  be  little  enjoyment  to  either,  or  advantage  to  the  cause 
which  they  both  professed  to  serve,  in  their  joining  in  a  com- 
munion service. 

It  may  throw  some  light  upon  the  whole  situation  to  dis- 
cover the  judgment  of  other  Churches  upon  the  man  who  proved 
himself  to  be  a  troubler  in  the  Associate  branch  of  Israel.  In 
April  of  1809,  after  declining  the  authority  of  the  Associate 
Church,  he  applied  for  admission  to  the  Associated  Reformed 
Presbytery  of  Monongahela.  His  case  was  referred  to  the  General 
Synod  of  that  Church,  which,  on  June  2nd,  refused  to  receive 
him.     In  October,  1810,  after  the  Presbytery  of  Chartiers  had 
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formally  deposed  him,  he  made  application  to  the  Presbyterian 
Synod  for  reception  into  that  body,  which  in  turn  declined  to 
grant  him  fellowship.  On  the  12th  of  June,  1812,  himself  and 
his  son,  Alexander  Campbell,  and  a  large  portion  of  their  follow- 
ing were  immersed  and  received  into  the  Redstone  Baptist 
Association ;  but  by  the  advocacy  of  their  peculiar  views  they 
soon  stirred  up  trouble  with  the  more  conservative  Baptists,  some 
congregations  of  whom  excluded  the  disciples  of  Mr.  Campbell ; 
and  in  the  end  the  whole  body  of  the  latter  class  withdrew  and 
formed  a  separate  organization,  known  as  the  Disciples  of  Christ. 

Another  controversy  in  the  Associate  Church  launched  by 
Dr.  Anderson  furnishes  the  subject  of  more  welcome  contempla- 
tion. He  was  the  first  man  in  this  Church  to  attempt  a  formal 
movement  to  array  her  forces  against  American  slavery;  and 
says  Dr.  Scouller  who  has  brought  to  light  the  honorable  record : 
"He  persevered  in  his  own  patient  and  plodding  way  until  suc- 
cess crowned  his  efforts.  On  the  16th  of  October,  1792,  when 
there  were  only  seven  Associate  ministers  in  America,  Dr.  Ander- 
son presented  to  the  Associate  Presbytery  of  Pennsylvania  'The 
draft  of  an  overture  of  an  act  concerning  the  practice  of  holding 
persons  in,  and  of  buying  or  selling  them  to  perpetual  slavery. '  ' ' 
In  this  proposed  overture  slavery  is  characterized  as  "an  evil  in 
principle  and  practice,  whereby  God  is  dishonored  and  His  dis- 
pleasure incurred."  After  some  discussion  this  paper  was  laid 
upon  the  table  for  future  consideration.  The  next  year  it  was 
taken  from  the  table,  debated  and  finally  dismissed  as  unsatis- 
factory. As  Dr.  Scouller  puts  it :  "Wherein  it  was  unsatis- 
factory neither  record  nor  tradition  gives  any  indication.  From 
the  action  of  the  Church  during  the  next  thirty  years,  we  infer 
that  the  difficulty  wasr  that  Dr.  Anderson  was  ahead  of  his  age, 
and  he  had  to  wait  that  long  until  the  Church  grew  up  to  him. 
He  lived  just  long  enough  to  see  that  growth." 

From  the  Rev.  James  P.  Miller's  "Sketches"  the  follow- 
ing account  of  Dr.  Anderson's  last  days  of  earthly  service,  and 
his  entrance  into  rest  is  taken.  "At  the  age  of  seventy-one  or 
seventy-two  his  growing  infirmities  admonished  him  to  resign  the 
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professorship  which  he  had  held  about  twenty-seven  years.  He 
had  several  times  before  proposed  tendering  his  resignation,  but 
had  still  been  prevailed  upon  to  defer  it.  His  bodily  constitution 
was  strong,  and  until  the  year  before  he  resigned  the  professor- 
ship, he  had  never  been  prevented  from  preaching  a  single  Sab- 
bath by  sickness  or  bodily  infirmity.  In  the  spring  of  that  year 
he  had  an  attack  of  sickness  which  greatly  impaired  his  constitu- 
tion, and  from  that  time  he  visibly  began  to  decline  in  health  and 
bodily  vigor.  But  he  still  continued  to  discharge  his  various 
pastoral  duties  with  a  zeal  and  activity  which  yielded  but  slowly 
and  reluctantly  to  his  increasing  frailties,  until  April  6th,  1830, 
when  in  the  eighty-second  year  of  his  age,  and  forty-eighth  year 
of  the  exercise  of  his  ministry  in  this  country,  he  was  suddenly 
called  to  his  eternal  rest.  *  *  * " 

*  *  *  In  the  Statistical  Tables  published  in  the  Minutes  of 
the  Associate  Synod  which  met  in  the  month  of  May,  1830,  the 
joint-charge  of  Service  and  King's  Creek  is  reported  as  having 
on  its  roll  116  families  and  264  communicants. 

The  particulars  of  his  death  are  singular,  and  are  worthy  of 
being  recorded.  He  preached  on  Sabbath,  two  days  previous  to 
his  death,  at  King's  Creek  (Frankfort),  the  more  distant  place 
from  his  residence.  On  Monday  a  meeting  of  the  congregation 
was  held,  in  order  to  take  measures  to  procure  an  assistant  to 
their  venerable  pastor.  He  attended  this  meeting,  and  preached 
a  discourse  from  these  words :  ' '  Thy  name  is  as  ointment  poured 
forth,  therefore  do  the  virgins  love  Thee."  After  sermon  he 
rode  on  towards  Buffalo  meeting-house,  which  was  about  twenty 
miles  from  King's  Creek,  where  the  Presbytery  was  to  meet  next 
day.  He  was  accompanied  by  Mr.  John  Leiper,  one  of  his  elders. 
He  sat  in  Presbytery  all  day  until  evening,  when  it  adjourned, 
and  took  his  usual  share  and  interest  in  the  proceedings.  After 
Presbytery  adjourned  he  and  his  elder  rode  about  three  miles 
homeward,  and  lodged  at  the  house  of  Mr.  James  Patterson,  an 
elder  of  the  congregation  at  Buffalo.  He  complained  a  little  of 
weariness,  and  retired  to  rest  about  ten  o'clock.  Mr.  Leiper 
retired  also  to  the  same  room  in  which  Dr.  Anderson  slept.     On 
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his  companion's  entrance  he  awoke  and  remarked  that  he  felt 
some  headache,  but  appeared  again  immediately  to  fall  asleep. 
About  mid-night  he  arose  out  of  bed,  and  instantly  fell  to  the 
floor.  Both  Mr.  Leiper  and  Mr.  Patterson  heard  the  fall  and 
sprang  to  his  assistance ;  but  before  a  light  could  be  procured 
his  spirit  had  departed  to  God  who  gave  it.  Thus  was  this 
eminent  and  faithful  servant  permitted  to  continue  in  the  actual 
service  of  his  Master,  in  which  he  delighted,  until  the  last  hour 
of  his  long  and  useful  life. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Allison,  at  that  time  Moderator  of  the 
Presbytery,  making  announcement  of  Dr.  Anderson's  death  and 
burial,  in  a  letter  to  the  editor  of  The  Religious  Monitor,  the 
recognized  organ  of  the  Associate  Church,  furnishes  this  state- 
ment— so  characteristic  of  that  day  and  people :  "It  is  expected 
that  another  member  of  Presbytery  will  send  you  some  partic- 
ulars concerning  Dr.  Anderson,  which  may  form  something  like 
a  biographical  outline,  and  nothing  more.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
none  will  attempt,  until  the  present  generation  passes  away,  to 
draw  his  character,  or  set  him  forth  with  an  assemblage  of  his 
labors,  usefulness,  and  personal  qualities ;  at  least  those  who 
knew  him  best  and  esteemed  him  most  will  not  do  so.  Dr.  Ander- 
son desired  the  world  to  know  nothing  about  himself,  as  a  Chris- 
tian minister,  but  what  may  be  known  by  reading  his  publica- 
tions; and  he  was  one  of  those  men  who  do  not  need  laborious 
praise  to  recommend  them  to  the  esteem  and  veneration  of  those 
to  whom  they  are  known. ' ' 

Dr.  McClelland  writes  of  him  as  he  knew  him  in  his  life- 
time :  "I  have  repeatedly  seen  attempts  made  by  his  brethren 
in  the  ministry  to  pay  him  a  compliment ;  but  it  was  never  under- 
taken twice  by  the  same  person."  His  most  intimate  associates 
who  knew  him  well,  for  love's  sake,  would  not  give  expression 
to  their  affection  and  admiration  for  him  in  eulogistic  speech 
when  he  was  dead.  There  is  proof  of  this  statement  at  hand. 
On  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  May,  a  little  more  than  one  month 
after  Dr.  Anderson's  death,  the  Associate  Synod  met  in  Phila- 
delphia.    Chartiers  Presbytery  presented  its  annual  report,  pre- 
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pared  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Allison,  Moderator;  and  Dr.  James 
Ramsey,  Clerk.  James  Ramsey  united  with  the  congregation  at 
King's  Creek  (Frankfort)  early  in  the  pastorate  of  Dr.  Anderson, 
began  his  classical  studies  with  his  pastor,  received  his  theological 
training  under  his  guidance,  and  at  last  succeeded  him  in  the 
Chair  of  Theology  when  the  Seminary  was  removed  to  Canons- 
burg.  Thomas  Allison  was  one  of  Dr.  Anderson's  first  students, 
having  been  a  member  of  the  first  class  to  take  the  full  course  of 
study  in  Service  Seminary,  and  ever  held  his  teacher  in  highest 
esteem.  Surely  if  intimate  acquaintance  and  affectionate  regard 
had  swayed  their  purpose  in  framing  the  record  of  his  death, 
their  report  would  have  been  memorable  for  its  expression  of 
sorrow  and  its  tribute  of  praise.  But  fourteen  simple  words 
complete  the  story  as  they  tell  it  to  their  brethren ;  ' '  Our  worthy 
father,  Dr.  Anderson,  departed  this  life  on  the  6th  of  April, 
1830."  Besides  mentioning  the  fact  that  an  additional  vacancy 
had  been  caused  by  his  death,  there  is  not  another  word  referring 
to  the  man  who  had  long  been  regarded  as  first  and  chief  among 
them.  So  far  as  the  records  of  the  Synod  show  no  notice  was 
taken  of  his  departure,  and  one  will  vainly  search  the  columns 
of  The  Monitor  in  issues  following  the  date  of  his  death  for  the 
mere  "biographical  outline"  that  was  to  be  expected.  Happily 
we  are  not  dependent  upon  reports  to  Presbytery  and  minutes 
of  Synod  for  information  touching  his  life  and  character.  Three 
of  his  students  have  given  us  sketches  of  their  instructor.  Written 
long  after  his  death,  their  affectionate  tributes  to  his  memory 
furnish  signal  proof  of  the  profound  impression  that  he  had 
made  upon  their  minds  and  hearts. 

Unquestionably,  as  these  students  saw  him  and  as  others 
closely  associated  with  him  marked  him,  he  must  have  possessed 
in  notable  degree  that  grace  which  our  Lord  distinguishes  as 
meriting  the  first  beatitude.  He  was  easily  chief  among  the 
leaders  of  the  Associate  Church  in  his  day,  and  such  station 
deservedly  held  might  have  made  some  slight  manifestation  of 
self-complacency  on  proper  occasion  quite  pardonable;  but  in 
no  instance,  his  friends  positively  affirm,  was  there  the  faintest 
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evidence  that  he  was  conscious  of  his  superiority.  Indeed  his 
constant  attitude  of  soul  was  that  which  is  the  extreme  opposite 
of  self-esteem.  ''Living  as  he  did  in  intimate  communion  with 
God,  accustomed  to  lie  low  in  the  dust  before  the  'Excellent 
Glory',  he  could  not  rise  from  the  prostration  of  soul  belonging 
to  his  habitual  employment  so  as  to  assert  his  claim  to  honor 
among  men"  (Dr.  McClelland 's  sketch). 

This  spirit  of  meekness  and  lowliness  was  all  the  more  notice- 
able because  his  natural  temperament  made  him  somewhat  easily 
provoked  and  impatient  of  contradiction.  Occasionally,  in  earnest 
discussion  of  vital  principles  that  had  been  called  in  question, 
the  law  in  his  members  would  gain  the  ascendancy.  "This  did 
not  often  happen,  but  when  it  did,  he  would  at  once  withdraw 
that  he  might  be  alone  with  God;  and  on  his  return  he  would 
manifest  the  deepest  penitence,  and  would  solicit  again  and 
again  the  pardon  of  those  against  whom  he  had  spoken  with 
severity,  confessing  with  the  greatest  grief  this  infirmity  of  his 
nature.  It  was  painful  to  his  friends  to  witness  his  humiliation 
on  such  occasions.  The  anguish  of  his  soul  betrayed  itself  even 
in  the  death-like  pallor  of  his  face.  In  his  case  those  expressions 
in  the  Psalms  which  represent  the  spiritual  troubles  of  the  be- 
liverer  as  dimming  the  eye,  wasting  the  flesh,  and  otherwise  af- 
fecting the  body  were  no  mere  figures  of  speech"  (Dr.  Beve- 
ridge's  sketch). 

The  poverty  of  spirit  that  was  so  manifest  in  the  life  of  Dr. 
Anderson  was  accompanied  by  the  complemental  grace  of  godli- 
ness in  such  degree  as  elicited  from  his  students  a  tribute  of 
reverence  as  profound  as  may  warrantably  be  tendered  to  mortal 
man.  Dr.  Beveridge  writes :  ' '  The  trait  of  character  for  which 
he  was  most  eminent,  and  which  made  him  seem  like  one  not 
belonging  to  the  age  in  which  he  lived,  was  his  extraordinary 
piety.  Few  if  any  in  modern  times  have  lived  so  near  heaven 
as  did  this  venerable  man.  A  large  portion  of  his  time,  both  even- 
ing and  morning,  he  spent  in  secret  prayer,  in  reading  the 
Scriptures  and  in  spiritual  conversation. ' ' 

Dr.  Alexander  McClelland,  afterwards  Professor  of  Biblical 
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Literature  in  the  New  Brunswick  Seminary,  who  was  a  member 
of  Dr.  Anderson's  household  for  three  years,  and  consequently 
enjoyed  a  kind  of  intimacy  to  which  no  other  student  was  ad- 
mitted, also  gives  emphatic  testimony  to  the  saintly  life  and 
walk  of  his  teacher.  ' '  To  say  that  he  was  animated  by  profound 
reverence  for  the  Supreme  Being,  never  named  him  without  a 
perceptible  pause  in  his  discourse,  paid  marked  attention  to  the 
divine  laws  and  institutions,  was  a  strict  observer  of  the  Lord's 
Day,  etc.,  would  be  to  talk  quite  prettily  and  appropriately  of 
some  persons;  but,  applied  to  John  Anderson,  of  Service  Creek, 
would  be  ridiculous  bathos.  God  was  his  life,  his  soul,  his  all  in 
all.  In  God  his  whole  moral  man  lived  and  moved  and  had  its 
being !  He  walked  with  Him  constantly  as  a  personal  friend,  and 
I  doubt  if  there  was  a  moment  when  He  was  not  present  to  Him 
as  a  distinct  object  of  thought." 

Having  made  the  discovery  that  his  honored  instructor  was 
wont  to  quiet  tingling  nerves  and  throbbing  brain  by  rising  from 
his  bed  and  spending  a  half  hour  in  prayer,  and  having  been 
himself  aroused  at  times  by  the  low  sound  of  earnest  pleading 
coming  from  the  room  adjoining  his  own  long  after  the  mid- 
night hour,  his  youthful  but  reverent  curiosity  impelled  him  to 
make  an  effort  to  learn  something  more  of  this  strange  method  of 
alluring  sleep.  One  night,  applying  his  ear  to  a  cranny  in  the 
partition  wall  of  the  log  cabin  which  was  the  earthly  habitation 
of  this  ' '  friend  of  God, ' '  he  was  able  to  hear  much  of  what  was 
pouring  into  the  ear  that  is  never  closed  by  day  or  by  night.  Let 
the  student  tell  the  story :  ' '  Such  praying  I  never  heard  before 
nor  expect  to  hear  again.  It  was  not  prayer  in  the  common  ac- 
ceptation of  the  term,  but  an  outgush  of  holy,  child-like  con- 
fidence in  a  Father  with  Whom  he  was  in  familiar  colloquy; 
sometimes  taking  the  form  of  a  confession  of  unworthiness,  some- 
times that  of  a  humble  interrogatory,  then  passing  over  into  a 
sort  of  argumentative  pleading,  in  which  he  would  remind  his 
heavenly  Friend  of  His  engagements  in  the  everlasting  covenant, 
of  some  gracious  promise  in  the  "Word,  of  the  blood-shedding  on 
Mount  Calvary,  of  His  past  providential  dealings;  and  all  this 
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with  such  deep  feelings  of  love,  gratitude,  self-abasement  and 
triumphant  hope,  that  I  was  absolutely  astounded  and  tore  my- 
self away,  aghast  at  the  presumption  with  which  I  had  been 
violating  a  place  holy  as  heaven  itself,  stealing  like  a  vile  thief 
and  eaves-dropper  into  the  nuptial  chamber  where  the  Lord  was 
communing  with  His  mystic  spouse.  *  *  *  Happy  old  man! 
Death  must  have  been  comparatively  a  very  trifling  change  to 
him,  for  the  hallowed  employments  and  pleasures  on  which  he 
entered  were  those  which  formed  the  whole  happiness  of  his 
earthly  existence." 

During  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  years  of  the 
Seminary's  history  under  various  names  and  in  different  loca- 
tions, in  all  twenty-nine  men  have  served  as  professors  for  a  more 
or  less  extended  periods  of  time.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


STUDENTS. 

Persons  wishing  to  enter  the  Seminary  shall  present  to  the 
Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  of  church  membership  and  piety ; 
and  students  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  shall  be  under 
the  care  of  some  Presbytery  before  entering  the  Seminary,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  possible.  The  Faculty  will  admit,  at  their 
discretion,  students  of  other  denominations. 

Before  being  admitted  to  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Faculty,  subscribe  to  a  written  declara- 
tion to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a  student  in  the  Seminary  he 
will  regularly,  punctually  and  diligently  attend  upon  all  the 
instructions  of  the  Professors  and  promptly  comply  with  all 
lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty,  and  be  subject  to  their 
authority ;  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all  regulations  of  the 
Seminary  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any  opinion  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  principles  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Every  student  who  has  been  accepted  by  the  Faculty  as  a 
candidate  for  graduation  and  who  has  completed  the  prescribed 
course  of  study  and  passed  the  required  examinations,  shall  be 
publicly  graduated  and  receive  a  proper  diploma. 

LOCATION. 

Xenia  is  a  city  of  about  11,000  inhabitants,  situated  in  a 
rich  and  beautiful  section  of  country,  65  miles  from  Cincinnati 
and  55  miles  from  Columbus,  and  is  easy  of  access  from  all 
points.  The  people  of  the  city  and  surrounding  country  are 
possessed  of  a  high  degree  of  intelligence  and  refinement,  and 
the  students  of  the  Seminary  enjoy  very  desirable  social  ad- 
vantages. 

In  point  of  healthfulness  of  climate  Xenia  ranks  very  high. 
Local  conditions  are  not  favorable  to  endemics  of  any  character. 
Malarial  disorders  are  quite  unusual  and  typhoid  fever  is  prac- 
tically unknown.     The  moral  tone  and  the  religious  spirit  that 
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prevail  in  the  community  exert  a  most  salutary  influence,  while 
the  distractions  that  are  always  attendant  upon  city  life  are 
avoided. 

In  the  matter  of  practical  experience  in  Christian  work  the 
students  have  exceptional  privileges.  Opportunities  for  real 
missionary  service  that  are  not  surpassed  in  any  of  the  large 
cities  are  found  in  the  state  and  county  institutions  located  in 
Xenia  or  in  the  adjacent  territory. 

The  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  is  just 
without  the  city's  corporate  limits.  In  this  institution  more  than 
nine  hundred  children  are  maintained  and  educated.  For  a 
number  of  years  the  Sabbath  School  established  in  the  Home  has 
been  largely  directed  and  controlled  by  the  students  of  the 
Xenia  Seminary. 

To  the  county  jail,  the  work-house  and  the  county  infirmary 
groups  of  students  go  on  Sabbath  afternoons  with  the  gospel. 
These  opportunities  for  evangelistic  service,  in  addition  to  those 
in  immediate  connection  with  the  city  churches  and  missions, 
require  all  the  time  and  effort  which  the  students  of  the  Middle 
and  Junior  classes  ought  to  take  from  duty  directly  connected 
with  Seminary  work.  The  railway  connections  are  such  that 
licensed  students  may  readily  respond  to  calls  for  their  services 
on  Sabbath  and  return  without  great  loss  of  time. 

THE  DORMITORY. 

The  dormitory,  a  substantial  building  of  three  stories  and 
basement,  has  ample  accommodations  for  fifty  persons.  The 
students'  rooms  are  large  and  well  equipped  and  are  furnished 
without  expense  to  the  occupants.  Several  of  the  rooms  are 
"double,"  but  so  long  as  a  room  in  the  building  remains  un- 
claimed, no  student  is  required  to  have  a  roommate. 

The  dormitory  is  supplied  with  modern  conveniences,  and 
is  most  advantageously  located  for  sunlight  and  ventilation. 
The  almost  invariable  good  health  of  our  students  during  all 
the  years  of  our  occupancy,  attests  the  satisfactory  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  building. 
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ANDERSON  HALL. 

This  building  contains  chapel,  library,  five  recitation  rooms, 
office,  etc.,  and  affords  every  facility  for  the  work  required.  It 
has  all  the  conveniences  of  a  modern  educational  building.  The 
cuts  presented  in  this  catalogue  exhibit  in  partial  view  some  of 
its  more  prominent  features. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

The  library  occupies  a  large,  well-lighted  room  on  the  first 
floor  of  Anderson  Hall.  The  number  of  volumes  in  the  library 
is  about  10,000.  The  books  have  been  thoroughly  classified  and 
the  library  thus  made  readily  available  to  the  students  for 
preparation  for  class-room  and  for  investigations  upon  any 
subject. 

The  free  Public  Library  of  Xenia,  to  which  the  students  have 
access,  consists  of  some  eight  thousand  volumes.  A  new  build- 
ing has  been  erected  for  this  library,  known  as  the  Carnegie 
Library  Building. 

The  reading  rooms  of  the  Public  Library  are  open  to  our 
students. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  Mr.  Alexander  Dempster, 
of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  the  Seminary  has  been  provided  with  the 
raised  map  of  Palestine,  published  by  the  Palestine  Exploration 
Fund,  London,  England,  from  surveys  made  by  George  Arm- 
strong. This  map  is  very  valuable  in  the  study  of  Sacred 
Geography  and  History. 

THE  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Students'  Missionary  Society  meets  monthly  for  prayer 
and  conference.  The  society  is  connected  with  the  American 
Inter-Seminary  Missionary  Alliance.  To  the  good  work  of  this 
organization  is  largely  due  the  excellent  Missionary  spirit  which 
prevails  among  the  students.  It  has  furnished  most  commend- 
able supplemental  work  to  that  of  the  class  room  on  the  subject 
of  Missions. 
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RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

A  weekly  prayer  meeting,  attended  by  the  Faculty  and 
students,  is  held  every  Monday  afternoon.  The  students  also 
hold  group  prayer  meetings  in  their  rooms  on  three  evenings 
each  week. 

Through  the  kindly  interest  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
pastors  and  people  of  Xenia,  the  evening  of  the  second  Sabbath 
of  every  month  during  the  Seminary  session  has  been  reserved 
for  a  union  service,  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Faculty. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

Necessary  reference  books  and  commentaries  are  found  in 
the  library,  and  text-books  may  be  obtained  on  favorable  terms 
through  the  Seminary's  agent. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  session  examinations  are  held  covering 
the  ground  gone  over  in  the  several  departments  of  study. 

Ordinarily  the  examinations  are  written  and  are  directed 
by  the  professors  and  by  them  are  reported  to  the  Board. 

From  the  class  standing,  the  examination  and  the  attend- 
ance, the  grade  of  the  student,  based  on  a  scale  of  1-100,  is 
determined,  and  reported  to  his  Presbytery. 

EXPENSES. 
The  necessary  expenses  of  a  course  of  theological  training 
are  reduced  to  the  minimum  in  Xenia  Seminary.  There  are  no 
"fees"  or  "rentals"  of  any  sort  for  privileges  or  accommoda- 
tions. The  best  of  table  boarding  may  be  had  for  from  $3.00  to 
$4.00  a  week,  text-books  may  be  secured  through  our  books  agent 
at  the  lowest  possible  cost,  and  all  other  personal  needs  may  be 
supplied  at  an  outlay  of  money  as  small  as  will  procure  like 
service  in  any  other  community  in  the  land. 

FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE. 
The  members  of  the  Junior  class  who  engage  in  practical 
Christian  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty,  will  receive 
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compensation  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollar's.  From  the  income 
of  our  Students'  Fund  we  are  prepared  to  loan  to  those  who  may 
desire  it,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  or  more  in  case  of  real 
need,  on  their  personal  notes,  without  interest  for  five  years  from 
date  of  loan ;  at  the  expiration  of  this  period,  interest  at  the  rate 
of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  will  be  charged  until  payment  is 
made.  This  amount,  with  funds  to  which  worthy  students  are 
entitled  on  proper  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Education 
and  money  which  may  be  earned  by  themselves,  will  almost,  if 
not  altogether,  cover  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Sminary 
sssion.

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OUTLINE  OF  STUDY  FOR  THE  SESSION  OF 
1918-1919. 


SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

Systematic  Theology  is  studied  throughout  the  entire  course 
of  seminary  training,  two  recitations  a  week  with  examinations 
in  December  and  April  being  required.  According  to  the  pres- 
ent arrangement  of  the  studies  in  this  department  the  second 
division  of  the  course  will  occupy  the  attention  of  the  students 
of  all  the  classes  during  the  session.  This  embraces  chapters 
XII-XXVII  of  Hodge's  Outlines  of  Theology,  which  is  the  text- 
book used. 

Supplemental  lectures  will  be  given  on  topics  that  seem  to 
require  additional  treatment. 

HOMILETICS. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

The  Junior  Class  will  devote  one  recitation  period  a  week 
throughout  the  session  to  the  general  principles  of  sermonizing 
and  preaching  as  these  are  outlined  in  the  text-book  employed: 
viz.,  "The  Preparation  and  Delivery  of  Sermons,"  by  Professor 
Broadus. 

The  students  of  all  the  classes  will  be  exercised  in  the 
criticism  of  published  discourses  of  acknowledged  merit,  in  the 
analysis  of  texts  and  in  the  presentation  of  outlines  of  sermons 
for  examination  and  correction  in  the  class-room.  One  hour  a 
week  throughout  the  seminary  course  is  devoted  to  this  discipline. 

All  the  students  have  in  turn  the  advantage  of  the  weekly 
presentation  of  discourses  before  the  Faculty.  One  such  exercise 
is  required  of  each  senior,  and  two  of  each  middler  and  junior, 
during  the  session.  Friendly  criticism  of  the  work  by  fellow 
students  is  encouraged. 
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HISTORY  OF  CHRISTIAN  DOCTRINE. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

The  Middle  Class  will  study  the  first  volume  of  Shedd's 
History  of  Christian  Doctrine,  and  the  Senior  Class  will  study 
the  second  volume  of  the  same  work.  One  recitation  a  week  is 
required. 

CHURCH  GOVERNMENT  AND  WORSHIP. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  session  the  Senior  Class  will 
give  one  hour  a  week  to  the  examination  of  "The  Book  of 
Government  and  Worship"  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  the  Middle  Class  will  take  up  such  subjects  in  the  same  book 
as  will  be  necessary  to  their  preparation  for  licensure.  The 
distinctive  Testimony  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  will 
also  be  reviewed. 

COMPARATIVE  RELIGION. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

The  Senior  Class  will  receive  a  course  of  training  in  Com- 
parative Religion  with  special  reference  to  conditions  that  pre- 
vail in  our  Foreign  Mission  fields. 

The  Handbook  of  Comparative  Religion  by  the  Rev.  S.  H. 
Kellogg,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  will  be  used  to  mark  out  the  line  of  study 
to  be  pursued. 

GREEK  EXEGESIS. 
PROFESSOR  J.  H.  WEBSTER. 

The  Junior  Class  will  read  the  Gospel  according  to  John 
and  the  Pastoral  Epistles. 

Attention  will  be  given  to  sight  reading  and  the  grammar  of 
New  Testament  Greek. 

Green's  Hand-Book  to  the  Grammar  of  New  Testament 
Greek  will  be  used. 
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The  Middle  Class  will  study  The  Acts,  Romans  and 
Hebrews. 

The  Senior  Class  will  study  Galatians,  Ephesians  and  other 
selected  portions  of  the  Greek  New  Testament. 

NEW  TESTAMENT  LITERATURE. 
PROFESSOR  J.  H.  WEBSTER. 

In  New  Testament  Literature,  The  Gospels  and  The  Acts 
will  be  studied.  This  course  will  embrace  the  genuiness,  authen- 
ticity, and  design  of  each  book  with  a  full  analysis  of  its  con- 
tents. The  basis  of  study  will  be  Kerr's  Introduction  to  the 
Study  of  the  Books  of  the  New  Testament. 

TEXTUAL  CRITICISM. 
PROFESSOR  J.  H.  WEBSTER. 

Vincent's  History  of  the  Textual  Criticism  of  the  New 
Testament  will  be  used  as  a  text-book  in  this  course. 

CHURCH  HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR  JESSE  JOHNSON. 

The  work  is  conducted  by  means  of  text-books,  lectures, 
library  references,  and  students'  reports  on  assigned  topics. 

Junior  and  Middle  Classes — Two  hours  a  week  throughout 
the  year.  The  work  of  these  classes  will  be  the  history  of  the 
Church  to  the  birth  of  Luther,  1483.  (1).  Apostolic  Age: 
History,  Organization  and  Worship  of  the  New  Testament 
Church;  Beginnings  of  Heresies.  (2).  Age  of  Conflict:  Growth 
of  the  Church;  Persecutions;  Literature;  the  Canon;  Heresies 
and  Schisms;  the  inner  life  of  the  Church.  (3).  Age  of  Doctrinal 
Development;  Church  and  State;  Monasticism;  the  Episcopate; 
Ecumenical  Councils;  Pelagian  Controversy.  (4).  Early 
Medieval  Age :  Conversion  of  the  Barbarians ;  Mohammedanism ; 
Iconoclastic  Controversy;  Schism  between  East  and  West.  (5). 
Later  Medieval  Age :  Papacy  and  Empire ;  Crusades ;  Scholatic- 
ism ;  Life  and  Worship ;  Decline  of  the  Papacy ;  Movements  for 
Reform;  Reforming  Councils.  Text-books  required:  Fisher's 
"History  of  the  Christian  Church"  and  Green's  "Handbook 
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of  Church  History."  Recommended  for  collateral  reading: 
For  (1),  Purves'  "The  Apostolic  Age;"  for  (2),  Uhlhorn's 
''Conflict  of  Christianity  with  Heathenism;"  for  (1)  to  (3), 
Ayer's  "Source  Book  for  Ancient  Church  History;"  for  (4) 
and  (5),  Trench's  "Medieval  Church  History." 

Senior  Class — This  class  will  first  take  a  rapid  review  of  the 
Reformation  period.  Then  the  history  of  the  Modern  Church 
from  1648  will  be  studied.  After  this  it  will  be  the  aim  to  survey 
present  church  conditions  in  the  different  countries,  especially 
our  own  country.  A  short  study  of  the  history  of  modern  mis- 
sions will  be  part  of  the  work  of  this  class.  Text-books  re- 
quired: Fisher's  "History  of  the  Christian  Church;"  and 
Mason's  "Outlines  of  Missionary  History."  Recommended  for 
collateral  reading:  Newman's  "Manual  of  Church  History," 
Vol.  II;  Green's  "History  of  the  English  People;"  Hethering- 
ton's  "History  of  the  Church  of  Scotland;"  Bacon's  "American 
Christianity;"  and  various  denominational  histories  in  the 
American  Church  History  Series. 

APOLOGETICS. 
PROFESSOR  JESSE  JOHNSON. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — Second  Semester,  two  hours  a 
week.  The  general  subject  will  be  Theism.  The  work  is  done 
chiefly  by  lectures,  but  students  are  to  read  Flint's  Theism  as 
directed  and  will  be  expected  to  give  reports  in  class  on  assigned 
library  readings  and  to  present  theses  as  required.  Bowne's 
Theism,  Flint's  Agnosticism,  and  particularly  Flint's  Anti- 
Theistic  Theories  are  recommended  to  students  for  collateral 
reading. 

Toward  the  close  of  each  year,  if  time  permits,  some  topic  of 
importance  which  is  the  subject  of  present-day  debate  is  taken  up 
for  brief  consideration. 

HEBREW  LANGUAGE. 
PROFESSOR  J.  E.  WISHART. 

Junior  Class — The  year  will  be  spent  in  acquiring  the 
rudiments  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  a  working  vocabulary.

The  text-book  used  is  Davidson's  Hebrew  Grammar,  McFadyen's 
Edition.  Later  the  class  will  read  more  rapidly  a  portion  of  one 
of  the  historical  books. 

OLD  TESTAMENT  EXEGESIS. 
PROFESSOR  J.  E.  WISHART. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — The  work  of  the  year  will  be  in 
the  Major  Prophets.  Parts  of  Isaiah,  Jeremiah  and  Ezekiel  will 
be  critically  studied,  emphasis  being  laid  upon  their  connection 
with  contemporary  history.  Each  member  of  the  class  will  be 
expected  to  give  a  special  exegesis  of  a  selected  chapter. 

OLD  TESTAMENT  LITERATURE. 
PROFESSOR  J.  E.  WISHART. 

Junior  Class — During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  one  hour 
a  week  will  be  devoted  to  the  Introduction  to  the  Hebrew  Bible, 
on  the  basis  of  Geden  's  text-book. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — These  classes  will  deal  with  the 
more  general  problems  of  the  Old  Testament,  and  with  book 
studies,  on  the  basis  of  a  suitable  text-book. 

Junior,  Middle  and  Senior  Classes — During  part  of  the  year 
these  classes  will  study  the  Historical  Geography  of  the  Holy 
Land,  using  the  work  of  Sir  George  Adam  Smith  as  a  text-book. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR  J.  E.  WISHART. 

The  application  of  the  principles  of  Sociology  to  the  prob- 
lems with  which  the  minister  must  deal,  will  be  the  subject  of 
study  by  the  Senior  Class.  A  suitable  text-book  will  be  used  and 
each  student  will  be  expected  to  give  a  review  of  some  important 
book  on  the  general  theme.    One  hour  a  week. 

BIBLICAL  THEOLOGY  AND  BIBLICAL  ARCHAEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR  M.  G.  KYLE. 

Work  in  this  Department  has  a  two-fold  purpose ;  to  know 
the  Progress  of  Revelation  and  to  know  it  in  its  Setting;  so 
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there  are  Studies  in  the  Progress  of  Revelation  to  acquire  a 
comprehensive  grasp  of  what  the  Bible  teaches  as  a  whole  and 
in  its  various  parts  in  the  order  of  Revelation,  together  with  the 
Study  of  the  Historical  Setting  of  Scripture  made  known  through 
Archaeological  Research,  in  order  to  see  the  truths  of  Revelation 
as  those  saw  them  to  whom  they  were  revealed. 

Biblical  Theology. 

PROFESSOR  M.  G.  KYLE. 

There  are  class-room  studies  and  quizzes  through  which  the 
student  discovers  for  himself  the  plan  and  progress  of  Revela- 
tion; also  Theses  by  all  the  students,  together  with  assigned 
library  research  work.  The  Bible  is  the  only  text-book  used, 
the  English  Bible  for  constant  work  and  the  Hebrew  and 
Septuagint  Old  Testament  and  the  Greek  New  Testament  for 
reference. 

The  whole  course  covers  the  Patriarchal  Period,  the  Tribal 
Period,  the  National  Period,  the  Messianic  Period,  and  the 
Apostolic  Period.  This  year,  the  work  will  cover  the  Tribal 
Period  from  the  Descent  into  Egypt  to  the  Conquest  of  Canaan. 

Principal  subjects:  God  in  the  Burning  Bush;  The  Judg- 
ments upon  Egypt ;  The  Exodus ;  The  Pilgrimage  to  the  Promised 
Land ;  Revelation  at  Sinai ;  The  Pentateuchal  Problem. 

Biblical  Archaeology. 

PROFESSOR  M.  6.  KYLE. 

There  are  lectures  from  the  Monuments  and  from  first- 
hand research,  so  arranged  with  the  studies  in  Biblical  Theology 
as  to  enable  the  student  constantly  to  see  the  Biblical  story  in  its 
original  setting.  It  follows  thus  the  same  order  of  Periods  as 
Biblical  Theology.  (See  above).  To  this  are  added  quizzes,  much 
library  work  and  an  assigned  reading  course  throughout  the 
year. 

All  classes  this  year  will  study  the  Tribal  Period. 

Principal  subjects:  The  Pharoah  that  "knew  not  Joseph;" 
Moses  and  Emancipation ;  The  Times  of  the  Exodus ;  Wandering 
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in  the  Wilderness ;  The  Tabernacle  and  its  Furniture ;  Egyptian 
Sacrifices  and  the  Mosaic  Ceremonial;  Beginnings  of  Hebrew 
Literature ;  Archaeological  evidence  for  the  Pentateuch  in  Mosaic 
Times. 

Junior  Class — Some  introductory  lectures  will  be  given  the 
Junior  Class  to  prepare  them  for  a  proper  understanding  of  the 
work  in  the  general  course. 

Middle  Class — The  Middle  Class  will  be  directed  in  research 
work  and  the  preparation  of  theses  utilizing  archaeological 
material  in  Exegesis  and  for  sermon  illustrations. 

Senior  Class — A  special  course  of  lectures  is  given  the  Senior 
Class  on  the  Canons  and  Fallacies  of  Research.  A  special  grad- 
uating thesis  is  required  of  each  member  of  the  Senior  Class 
upon  an  assigned  subject. 

Public  research  lectures  are  given  each  year  out  of  the 
research  work  of  the  professor  in  charge  of  the  department.  The 
lectures  this  year  will  be  on  the  subject,  The  Life  the  Hebrews 
Lived  in  Egypt  (with  lantern  illustrations).

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION. 

A  course  in  that  division  of  Practical  Theology  which  in 
modern  usage  is  styled  "Religious  Education"  has  place  in  the 
regular  schedule  of  recitations  for  all  students  each  third  year 
from  January  to  May,  beginning  1918.  This  includes  instruc- 
tion in  plans  of  organization  and  administration  of  the  Sabbath 
School,  and  practical  exemplification  and  application  of  the  best 
methods  of  evangelism,  together  with  practical  training  for  the 
exercise  of  the  various  functions  of  the  ministerial  office. 

PRACTICAL  EVANGELISM. 

The  students  of  the  Seminary  furnish  practically  all  the  in- 
struction in  the  Sabbath  School  of  the  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
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Orphans'  Home,  which  is  located  just  outside  the  city  limits. 
This  opportunity  to  reach  boys  and  girls  who  would  otherwise 
receive  little  religious  training  has  for  many  years  been  reckoned 
a  very  great  privilege.  The  seed  of  the  gospel  sown  in  these 
young  hearts  has  often  yielded  generous  harvests,  and  the  prac- 
tical advantage  of  such  evangelistic  service  to  the  students  them- 
selves is  beyond  estimate. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  the  Home,  the  West  End  Church, 
which  has  been  established  at  convenient  distance  from  the 
Seminary,  offers  a  promising  field  of  service.  The  Seminary  will 
be  even  more  directly  affiliated  with  this  mission  in  the  future 
than  in  the  past.  It  is  the  expectation  that  the  preaching  and 
prayer  meeting  services  at  this  station  will  be  largely  in  the 
hands  of  the  students  from  this  time  onward.  Practical  personal 
evangelism  will  more  readily  be  carried  on  at  this  point  than  is 
possible  in  the  Home.  Other  public  institutions  of  the  city  and 
the  county  are  freely  opened  also  to  the  students  for  the  con- 
duct of  religious  services.

THE  DEGREE  OF  BACHELOR  OF  DIVINITY. 

Students  of  this  Seminary  who  hold  from  an  institution 
approved  by  the  Faculty  the  degree  of  Bachelor  or  Master  of 
Arts,  or  other  certificate  of  the  completion  of  an  equivalent 
course  in  liberal  learning,  may  become  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Divinity.  The  degree  may  also  be  conferred  upon 
such  students  when  they  have  completed,  either  in  this  Seminary 
or  any  approved  school  of  theology,  the  several  courses  of  theol- 
ogical study  that  constitute  the  curriculum  of  this  Seminary, 
after  they  shall  have  accomplished  satisfactorily  a  one  year's 
course  of  Extra-Curriculum  study  at  this  Seminary.  This  course 
of  study  shall  be  arranged,  and  the  examinations  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  the  Faculty. 

REGULATIONS. 

I.  Every  applicant  must  have  taken  a  course  of  liberal 
learning,  as  above  defined,  and  have  satisfactorily  completed  a 
three  year's  course  of  theological  study  in  an  approved  theo- 
logical institution,  or  be  pursuing  a  course  with  a  view  to  gradua- 
tion in  this  Seminary. 

II.  The  equivalent  of  at  least  twelve  hours  of  class-room 
work  a  week  for  one  Seminary  year  is  required. 

These  studies  may  be  pursued  in  whole  or  in  part  during 
the  regular  course  of  three  years,  or  wholly  in  a  special  year 
devoted  to  the  work  but  no  undergraduate  student  shall  take 
more  studies  than  will  suffice  to  bring  the  number  of  hours  of 
his  class  room  work  to  the  maximum  number  of  twenty  hours 
weekly. 

Examinations  shall  be  held  on  these  studies,  as  on  the  studies 
of  the  undergraduate  courses. 

III.  In  case  it  is  impossible  for  the  candidate  for  this  degree 
to  be  in  residence,  the  work  may  be  done  by  correspondence,  for 
which  a  fee  sufficient  to  cover  the  necessary  expense  will  be 
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charged,  but  his  personal  presence  will  be  required  for  examina- 
tion   on  all  studies  pursued,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

IV.  On  the  fulfilment  of  these  conditions  the  degree  will 
be  conferred  upon  the  candidate  at  the  ensuing  annual  com- 
mencement. 

V.  The  courses  of  study  required  for  this  degree  will  be 
varied  from  time  to  time  according  to  the  decision  of  the  Faculty.

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FELLOWSHIPS  AND  SPECIAL  OPPORTUNITIES. 


Xenia  Seminary  is  one  of  the  group  of  Universities,  Colleges 
and  Theological  Seminaries  in  this  country  co-operating  in  the 
support  and  control  of  the  American  School  of  Oriental  Research 
in  Jerusalem  and  is  thus  able  to  offer  to  her  students  the  unique 
facilities  afforded  by  this  School.  No  other  Post-graduate  work 
is,  or  can  be,  so  helpful,  as  none  other  is  so  attractive,  to  young 
men  looking  forward  to  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  as  a  period  of 
study  and  research  in  Bible  lands.  The  American  School  of 
Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem  was  founded  to  afford  such  op- 
portunities as  have  never  before  been  open  to  American  students. 
Special  arrangements  are  made  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  such 
students  to  the  lowest  point. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  SCHOOL  AT  JERUSALEM. 

The  School  offers  to  properly  qualified  students  excellent 
opportunities  for  pursuing  such  studies  as  the  following :  Biblical 
and  Palestinian  Archaeology;  the  Geography  and  Natural  Fea- 
tures of  the  Land ;  the  History  of  Israel ;  Early  Church  History 
and  Patristics;  the  Arabic  Language,  and  the  other  Semitic 
Languages  as  connected  with  it ;  Mohammedanism ;  the  Political, 
Social,  and  Industrial  Conditions  in  the  Turkish  Empire ;  Roman 
Administration  and  Colonisation  in  the  East ;  the  Crusades ;  and 
the  Comparative  History  of  Religions. 

The  School  has  a  well  selected  working  library,  which  is 
steadily  growing.  There  are  other  considerable  libraries  in 
Jerusalem,  some  of  which  contain  large  collections  of  manuscripts, 
chiefly  Greek  and  Arabic.  As  a  central  point  for  the  study  of 
Palestinian  antiquities,  for  making  tours  of  research  and  explora- 
tion, and  for  visiting  the  numerous  scenes  of  past  or  present 
excavations,  Jerusalem  is  peculiarly  well  situated. 

Those  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  this  School 
can  go  at  once  after  the  Commencement  at  Xenia,  and  enter  the 
School  at  Jerusalem.    The  altitude  and  the  latitude  of  Jerusalem 
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make  the  summer  climate  there  quite  satisfactory.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  year  will  afford  abundant  opportunity  for  travel 
through  the  land  and  researches  in  Historical  Geography  and 
Archaeology. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship. 
The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  School  at  Jerusalem, 
with  a  stipend  of  $800,  is  awarded  annually  on  examination.  A 
list  of  the  books  recommended  to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship, 
and  special  facilities  for  preparation  will  be  supplied  by  the 
Seminary. 

COURSES  FOR  LAY- WORKERS. 

Students  not  candidates  for  the  ministry,  but  seeking  train- 
ing for  general  Christian  work  or  for  positions  as  Biblical  in- 
structors in  schools  and  colleges,  may  select  courses  of  study  for 
one,  two,  or  three  years.  Such  students  will  be  accorded  all  the 
privileges  of  the  institution,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
meet  their  requirements.

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HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


Owing  to  the  various  unions  and  consolidations  of  theological 
seminaries  that  have  been  effected  in  the  history  of  our  church, 
both  before  and  after  the  year  1858,  whence  is  dated  the  assump- 
tion of  her  distinctive  ecclesiastical  title,  the  Xenia  Theological 
Seminary  is  in  a  peculiar  sense  a  United  Presbyterian  school  of 
the  prophets.  She  is  the  lineal  descendant  of  the  three  Associate 
Presbyterian  seminaries,  or  rather,  of  the  seminary  that  had 
three  local  habitations ;  and  she  holds  also  the  honorable  heritage 
received  from  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  seminary, 
which  was  first  located  at  Oxford,  Ohio,  and  later  was  removed 
to  Monmouth,  Illinois. 

I.     THE  ASSOCIATE  SEMINARY  AT  SERVICE. 

When  the  Rev.  John  Anderson,  D.D.,  was  appointed  profes- 
sor of  theology  for  the  Associate  Church,  April  21,  1794,  the 
history  of  the  Xenia  Theological  Seminary  began.  In  the  woods 
near  to  his  own  pioneer  home  Dr.  Anderson  built  a  log  cabin, 
and  there  for  a  full  quarter  of  a  century  he  was  the  sole  instructor 
of  the  young  men  who  were  preparing  for  the  ministry  of  that 
church.  This  historic  site  has  been  marked  by  the  erection  of  a 
memorial  stone  which  was  dedicated  with  appropriate  ceremony 
on  the  twenty-second  day  of  June,  1916. 

n.     THE  ASSOCIATE  SEMINARY  AT  PHILADELPHIA. 

Following  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Anderson,  in  1819,  the 
Associate  Synod  appointed  the  Rev.  John  Banks,  D.  D.,  to  the 
work  of  training  her  candidates  for  the  ministry.  A  second 
seminary  was  opened  in  Philadelphia,  the  home  of  Dr.  Banks, 
and  was  conducted  by  him  without  assistant  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  April  10,  1826.  In  the  meantime  the  original 
seminary  had  been  transferred  to  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  and  on  the 
death  of  Dr.  Banks  the  work  was  consolidated  at  that  place. 
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HI.      THE   ASSOCIATE   SEMINARY  AT   CANONSBURG. 

The  Service  Seminary  continued  to  hold  the  field  in  the 
"West  until  the  election  of  the  Rev.  James  Ramsey,  of  Canonsburg, 
Pa.,  in  1821,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Anderson.  In  this  case,  as  was  the  rule  in  those  days,  the 
professor  was  the  seminary;  and  the  parsonage,  located  on  a 
farm  one  mile  from  the  town,  became  the  resort  of  the  young 
candidates  for  the  ministry. 

While  the  action  of  the  Associate  Synod  uniting  the  two 
divisions  of  the  seminary  was  taken  in  1828,  it  was  not  fully 
carried  out  until  1830,  when  it  was  resolved  to  erect  a  building 
in  the  town  and  to  consummate  the  purpose  by  the  election  of 
Dr.  Ramsey  to  the  professorship  of  the  reunited  branches.  Here 
for  a  full  generation,  1821-1855,  the  seminary  had  its  home.  In 
the  year  1833  a  new  departure  was  taken  in  the  establishment  of 
a  professorship  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Church  History.  The 
Rev.  David  Carson,  of  Blount  County,  Tenn.,  was  selected  to 
occupy  this  chair;  but  just  before  the  opening  of  the  seminary, 
on  September  23,  1834,  he  finished  his  work  on  earth.  His  son, 
the  Rev.  James  6.  Carson,  D.  D.,  Professor-Emeritus  of  the 
Xenia  Theological  Seminary,  is  the  one  surviving  graduate  of 
Canonsburg  Seminary,  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

IV.  THE  ASSOCIATE  SEMINARY  AT  XENIA. 
The  Rev.  Abraham  Anderson,  D.  D.,  who  had  filled  the  pro- 
fessorship of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  for  eight  years, 
died  on  the  8th  of  May,  1855.  The  Synod  met  a  few  weeks  later 
and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Wilson,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  Associate  con- 
gregation of  Xenia,  Ohio,  was  elected  to  the  vacant  position. 
Again  the  seminary  came  to  the  professor,  the  Synod  deciding 
upon  removal  to  Xenia.  The  one  remaining  member  of  the 
Canonsburg  faculty,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Beveridge,  D.  D.,  had 
been  pastor  of  the  Xenia  congregation  for  a  little  more  than 
three  years,  1821-1824 ;  hence  the  old  school  of  the  prophets  had 
a  double  welcome  to  its  new  home,  since  it  had  come  to  the  com- 
munity in  which  the  Associate  Church  of  the  West  had  its  first 
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establishment,   and  had  for  its  instructors  men  so  loved  and 
honored  by  the  people. 

V.     THE  ASSOCIATE  REFORMED  SEMINARY  AT  OXFORD. 

The  founding  of  the  Oxford  Seminary  dates  from  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Associate  Reformed  Synod  in  the  month  of  October, 
1837;  but  the  opening  of  the  first  session  was  delayed  for  two 
years.  The  Rev.  Joseph  Claybaugh,  D.  D.,  was  practically  the 
sole  professor  from  the  date  of  the  opening  until  his  death, 
September  9,  1855.  The  Rev.  Alexander  Young,  D.  D.,  was 
chosen  to  succeed  Dr.  Claybaugh,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  in 
the  fall  of  1855.  At  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  1857  action  was 
taken,  in  view  of  the  prospect  for  union  with  the  Associate 
Church,  transferring  the  seminary  from  Oxford,  Ohio,  to  Mon- 
mouth, Illinois,  in  order  that  one  of  the  four  seminaries  of  the 
united  church  might  be  located  in  the  West. 

VI.     THE  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  SEMINARY  AT  MONMOUTH. 

Monmouth  Seminary  opened  about  the  first  of  September, 
1858,  as  a  United  Presbyterian  seminary,  under  the  care  of  Pro- 
fessors Alexander  Young,  D.  D.,  and  John  Scott,  D.  D.,  and 
continued  the  work  of  training  ministers  until  the  fall  of  1874, 
when  it  was  transferred  to  Xenia,  Ohio,  and  united  with  the 
seminary  located  there.  Dr.  Young  retired  from  his  connection 
with  the  seminary  at  the  time  of  its  transfer,  but  Dr.  Scott  was 
recognized  as  professor  emeritus  until  his  death,  in  1877. 

Vn.     THE  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  SEMINARY  AT  XENIA. 

With  few  exceptions  the  supporters  of  Xenia  Seminary 
entered  the  union  of  1858,  which  gave  to  the  institution  its 
second  title,  as  it  appears  on  its  charter:  "The  United  Presby- 
terian Seminary  of  Xenia,  Ohio." 

Soon  after  this  union  of  blessed  memory  and  issue,  the 
faculty  of  the  seminary  was  strengthened  by  the  election  of  the 
Rev.  Joseph  Clokey,  D.  D.,  then  pastor  of  the  Springfield,  Ohio, 
congregation,  to  the  Chair  of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Sacred 
Rhetoric.     Dr.  Clokey  had  been  a  leader  in  the  Associate  Re- 
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formed  Presbyterian  Church,  and  his  election  was  a  testimony 
to  the  seminary's  whole-hearted  entrance  into  the  union  of  the 
two  churches.  The  war  between  the  states,  1861-1865,  seriously 
interfered  with  the  work  of  the  seminary  in  the  way  of  lessening 
the  attendance  of  students;  but  the  sessions  opened  and  closed 
without  interruption  as  in  the  days  of  peace. 

Following  the  transfer  of  the  interests  of  Monmouth  Semi- 
nary to  Xenia,  the  seminary  came  under  the  control  of  the 
synods  of  Illinois,  Iowa,  and  Kansas,  in  addition  to  that  of  the 
Second  Synod.  The  synod  of  Nebraska,  on  its  organization,  also 
became  one  of  the  governing  bodies. 

During  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  years  of  the 
seminary's  history,  under  various  names  and  in  different  local- 
ities, in  all  twenty-nine  men  have  served  as  instructors  for  more 
or  less  extended  periods  of  time.  The  roll  of  professors  is  as 
follows :

Since  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  Xenia  Seminary 
has  trained  for  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  one  hundred  and 
eighty  ministers,  of  which  number  one  hundred  and  sixty -five 
have  been  students  of  theology  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church.  Of  these,  four  have  fallen  asleep,  two  have  withdrawn 
from  the  ministry,  and  seven  have  entered  the  fellowship  of 
others  churches.  One  hundred  and  fifty-two  still  serve  the 
church  that  gave  them  training,  in  all  parts  of  the  home  field 
and  in  all  her  foreign  missions. 

A  recent  count  furnished  evidence  that  Xenia 's  graduates 
constitute  thirty-six  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  ministry  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  at  the  present  time,  not  reckoning 
the  native  ministers  of  India  and  Egypt ;  and  that  a  similar  pro- 
portion holds  among  the  missionaries  in  the  foreign  work.  At 
least  ten  seminaries  are  represented  in  the  remaining  sixty-three 
and  one-half  per  cent.  In  the  same  study  it  was  discovered  that 
but  ten  less  than  one-half  of  the  United  Presbyterian  ministers 
west  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  Pacific  coast  had  been  students  of 
Xenia  Seminary. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


STUDENTS. 

Persons  wishing  to  enter  the  Seminary  shall  present  to  the 
Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  of  church  membership  and  piety; 
and  students  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  shall  be  under 
the  care  of  some  Presbytery  before  entering  the  Seminary,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  possible.  The  Faculty  will  admit,  at  their 
discretion,  students  of  other  denominations. 

Before  being  admitted  to  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Faculty,  subscribe  to  a  written  declara- 
tion to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a  student  in  the  Seminary  he 
will  regularly,  punctually  and  diligently  attend  upon  all  the 
instructions  of  the  Professors  and  promptly  comply  with  all 
lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty,  and  be  subject  to  their 
authority;  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all  regulations  of  the 
Seminary  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any  opinion  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  principles  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Every  student  who  has  been  accepted  by  the  Faculty  as  a 
candidate  for  graduation  and  who  has  completed  the  prescribed 
course  of  study  and  passed  the  required  examinations,  shall  be 
publicly  graduated  and  receive  a  proper  diploma. 

LOCATION. 

Xenia  is  a  city  of  about  11,000  inhabitants,  situated  in  a 
rich  and  beautiful  section  of  country,  65  miles  from  Cincinnati 
and  55  miles  from  Columbus,  and  is  easy  of  access  from  all 
points.  The  people  of  the  city  and  surrounding  country  are 
possessed  of  a  high  degree  of  intelligence  and  refinement,  and 
the  students  of  the  Seminary  enjoy  very  desirable  social  ad- 
vantages. 

In  point  of  healthfulness  of  climate  Xenia  ranks  very  high. 
Local  conditions  are  not  favorable  to  endemics  of  any  character. 
Malarial  disorders  are  quite  unusual  and  typhoid  fever  is  prac- 
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tically  unknown.  The  moral  tone  and  the  religious  spirit  that 
prevail  in  the  community  exert  a  most  salutary  influence,  while 
the  distractions  that  are  always  attendant  upon  city  life  are 
avoided. 

In  the  matter  of  practical  experience  in  Christian  work  the 
students  have  exceptional  privileges.  Opportunities  for  real 
missionary  service  that  are  not  surpassed  in  any  of  the  large 
cities  are  found  in  the  state  and  county  institutions  located  in 
Xenia  or  in  the  adjacent  territory. 

The  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  is  just 
without  the  city 's  corporate  limits.  In  this  institution  more  than 
six  hundred  children  are  maintained  and  educated.  For  a 
number  of  years  the  Sabbath  School  established  in  the  Home  has 
been  largely  directed  and  controlled  by  the  students  of  the  Xenia 
Seminary. 

To  the  county  jail,  the  work-house  and  the  county  infirmary 
groups  of  students  go  on  Sabbath  afternoons  with  the  gospel. 
These  opportunities  for  evangelistic  service,  in  addition  to  those 
in  immediate  connection  with  the  city  churches  and  missions, 
require  all  the  time  and  effort  which  the  students  of  the  Middle 
and  Junior  classes  ought  to  take  from  duty  directly  connected 
with  Seminary  work.  The  railway  connections  are  such  that 
licensed  students  may  readily  respond  to  calls  for  their  services 
on  Sabbath  and  return  without  great  loss  of  time. 
THE  DORMITORY. 

The  dormitory,  a  substantial  building  of  three  stories  and 
basement,  has  ample  accommodations  for  fifty  persons.  The 
students'  roooms  are  large  and  well  equipped  and  are  furnished 
without  expense  to  the  occupants.  Several  of  the  rooms  are 
"double,"  but  so  long  as  a  room  in  the  building  remains  un- 
claimed, no  student  is  required  to  have  a  roommate. 

The  dormitory  is  supplied  with  modern  conveniences,  and 
is  most  advantageously  located  for  sunlight  and  ventilation. 
The  almost  invariable  good  health  of  our  students  during  all 
the  years  of  our  occupancy,  attests  the  satisfactory  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  building.

ANDERSON  HALL. 

This  building  contains  chapel,  library,  five  recitation  rooms, 
office,  etc.,  and  affords  every  facility  for  the  work  required.  It 
has  all  the  conveniences  of  a  modern  educational  building.  The 
cuts  presented  in  this  catalogue  exhibit  in  partial  view  some  of 
its  more  prominent  features. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

The  library  occupies  a  large,  well-lighted  room  on  the  first 
floor  of  Anderson  Hall.  The  number  of  volumes  in  the  library 
is  about  10,000.  The  books  have  been  thoroughly  classified  and 
the  library  thus  made  readily  available  to  the  students  for 
preparation  for  class-room  and  for  investigations  upon  any 
subject. 

The  free  Public  Library  of  Xenia,  to  which  the  students  have 
access,  consists  of  some  eight  thousand  volumes.  A  new  build- 
ing has  been  erected  for  this  library,  known  as  the  Carnegie 
Library  Building. 

The  reading  rooms  of  the  Public  Library  are  open  to  our 
students. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  Mr.  Alexander  Dempster, 
of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  the  Seminary  has  been  provided  with  the 
raised  map  of  Palestine,  published  by  the  Palestine  Exploration 
Fund,  London,  England,  from  surveys  made  by  George  Arm- 
strong. This  map  is  very  valuable  in  the  study  of  Sacred 
Geography  and  History. 

THE  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Students'  Missionary  Society  meets  weekly  for  prayer 
and  conference.  The  society  is  connected  with  the  American 
Inter-Seminary  Missionary  Alliance.  To  the  good  work  of  this 
organization  is  largely  due  the  excellent  Missionary  spirit  which 
prevails  among  the  students.  It  has  furnished  most  commend- 
able supplemental  work  to  that  of  the  class  room  on  the  subject 
of  Missions. 
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RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

A  weekly  prayer  meeting,  attended  by  the  Faculty  and 
students,  is  held  every  Monday  afternoon.  The  students  also 
hold  group  prayer  meetings  in  their  rooms  on  three  evenings 
each  week. 

Through  the  kindly  interest  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
pastors  and  people  of  Xenia,  the  evening  of  the  second  Sabbath 
of  every  month  during  the  Seminary  session  has  been  reserved 
for  a  union  service,  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Faculty. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

Necessary  reference  books  and  commentaries  are  found  in 
the  library,  and  text-books  may  be  obtained  on  favorable  terms 
through  the  Seminary's  agent. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  term  examinations  are  held  covering 
the  ground  gone  over  in  the  several  departments  of  study. 

Ordinarily  the  examinations  are  written  and  are  directed 
by  the  professors  and  by  them  are  reported  to  the  Board. 

From  the  class  standing,  the  examination  and  the  attend- 
ance, the  grade  of  the  student,  based  on  a  scale  of  1-100,  is 
determined,  and  reported  to  his  Presbytery. 

EXPENSES. 

The  necessary  expenses  of  a  course  of  theological  training 
are  reduced  to  the  minimum  in  Xenia  Seminary.  There  are  no 
"fees"  or  "rentals"  of  any  sort  for  privileges  or  accommoda- 
tions. The  best  of  table  boarding  may  be  had  for  from  $3.00  to 
$4.00  a  week,  text-books  may  be  secured  through  our  book  agent 
at  the  lowest  possible  cost,  and  all  other  personal  needs  may  be 
supplied  at  an  outlay  of  money  as  small  as  will  procure  like 
service  in  any  other  community  in  the  land. 

FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE. 

The  members  of  the  Junior  class  who  engage  in  practical 
Christian  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty,  will  receive 
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compensation  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars.  From  the  income 
of  our  Students'  Fund  we  are  prepared  to  loan  to  those  who  may 
desire  it,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  or  more  in  case  of  real 
need,  on  their  personal  notes,  without  interest  for  five  years  from 
date  of  loan ;  at  the  expiration  of  this  period,  interest  at  the  rate 
of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  will  be  charged  until  payment  is 
made.  This  amount,  with  funds  to  which  worthy  students  are 
entitled  on  proper  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Education 
and  money  which  may  be  earned  by  themselves,  will  almost,  if 
not  altogether,  cover  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Seminary 
session.

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OUTLINE  OF  STUDY  FOR  THE  SESSION  OF 
1919-1920. 


SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH   KYLE. 

Systematic  Theology  is  studied  throughout  the  entire  course 
of  seminary  training,  two  recitations  a  week,  with  examinations 
in  December  and  April,  being  required.  According  to  the  pre- 
sent arrangement  of  the  studies  in  this  department  the  third 
division  of  the  course  will  occupy  the  attention  of  the  students 
of  all  the  classes  during  the  session.  This  embraces  chapters 
XXVIII-XLIII  of  Hodge's  Outlines  of  Theology,  which  is  the 
text-book  used. 

Supplemental  lectures  will  be  given  on  topics  that  seem  to 
require  additional  treatment. 

HOMILETICS. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH   KYLE. 

The  Junior  Class  will  devote  one  recitation  period  a  week 
throughout  the  session  to  the  general  principles  of  sermonizing 
and  preaching  as  these  are  outlined  in  the  text-book  employed; 
viz.,  "The  Preparation  and  Delivery  of  Sermons,"  by  Professor 
Broadus. 

The  students  of  all  the  classes  will  be  exercised  in  the 
criticism  of  published  discourses  of  acknowledged  merit,  in  the 
analysis  of  texts  and  in  the  presentation  of  outlines  of  sermons 
for  examination  and  correction  in  the  class-room.  One  hour  a 
week  throughout  the  seminary  course  is  devoted  to  this  discipline. 

All  the  students  have  in  turn  the  advantage  of  the  weekly 
presentation  of  discourses  before  the  Faculty.  One  such  exercise 
is  required  of  each  senior,  and  two  of  each  middler  and  junior, 
during  the  session.  Friendly  criticism  of  the  work  by  fellow 
students  is  encouraged. 
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HISTORY  OF  CHRISTIAN  DOCTRINE. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH   KYLE. 

The  Middle  Class  will  study  the  first  volume  of  Shedd's 
History  of  Christian  Doctrine,  and  the  Senior  Class  will  study 
the  second  volume  of  the  same  work.  One  recitation  a  week  is 
required. 

CHURCH  GOVERNMENT  AND  WORSHIP. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH  KYLE. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  session  the  Senior  Class  will 
give  one  hour  a  week  to  the  examination  of  "The  Book  of 
Government  and  Worship"  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  the  Middle  Class  will  take  up  such  subjects  in  the  same  book 
as  will  be  necessary  to  their  preparation  for  licensure.  The 
distinctive  Testimony  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  will 
also  be  reviewed. 

GREEK  EXEGESIS. 
PROFESSOR  J.  H.  WEBSTER. 

The  Junior  Class  will  read  the  Gospel  according  to  John 
and  the  Pastoral  Epistles. 

Attention  will  be  given  to  sight  reading  and  the  grammar  of 
New  Testament  Greek. 

Green's  Hand-Book  to  the  Grammar  of  New  Testament 
Greek  will  be  used. 

The  Middle  Class  will  study  The  Acts,  Eomans  and 
Hebrews. 

The  Senior  Class  will  study  Galatians,  Ephesians  and  other 
selected  portions  of  the  Greek  New  Testament. 

NEW  TESTAMENT  LITERATURE. 
PROFESSOR  J.   H.  WEBSTER. 

In  New  Testament  Literature,  The  Gospels  and  The  Acts 
will  be  studied.  This  course  will  embrace  the  genuiness,  authen- 
ticity, and  design  of  each  book  with  a  full  analysis  of  its  con- 
tents. The  basis  of  study  will  be  Kerr's  Introduction  to  the 
Study  of  the  Books  of  the  New  Testament. 
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TEXTUAL  CRITICISM. 
PROFESSOR  J.   H.  WEBSTER. 

Vincent's  History  of  the  Textual  Criticism  of  the  New 
Testament  will  be  used  as  a  text-book  in  this  course. 

CHURCH  HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR  JESSE  JOHNSON. 

The  work  is  conducted  by  means  of  text-books,  lectures, 
library  references,  and  students'  reports  on  assigned  topics. 

Junior  Class — Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.  The 
work  of  this  class  will  be  the  history  of  the  Church  to  the  birth 
of  Luther,  1483.  Text-books  required:  Fisher's  "History  of 
the  Christian  Church"  and  Green's  "Handbook  of  Church 
History."  Recommended  for  collateral  reading:  Purves'  "The 
Apostolic  Age;"  Uhlhorn's  "Conflict  of  Christianity  with 
Heathenism;"  Ayer's  "Source  Book  for  Ancient  Church  His- 
tory ; ' '  Trench 's  ' '  Medieval  Church  History. ' ' 

Middle  Class — Two  hours  a  week.  This  class  will  study  the 
period  1483  to  1648,  using  as  text-books  the  two  volumes  of 
Lindsay's  "History  of  the  Reformation"  and  Fisher's  "History 
of  the  Christian  Church. ' '  A  brief  historical  study  of  the  West- 
minister Assembly  and  of  the  Testimony  of  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church  will  complete  the  work  of  this  class  for  the  year. 

For  collateral  reading  the  following  are  recommended: 
Fisher's  "History  of  the  Reformation,"  Walker's  "The  Re- 
formation" and  Hausser's  "The  Period  of  the  Reformation." 

Senior  Class — This  class  will  join  the  Junior  Class  in  its 
work  indicated  above,  and  during  the  second  semester  will  in 
addition  have  one  hour  a  week  in  outline  review  of  Church 
History  from  Luther  to  the  present  time.  Text-books  and  col- 
lateral reading  as  for  Juniors. 

APOLOGETICS. 
PROFESSOR  JESSE  JOHNSON. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — Second  Term,  two  hours  a  week. 
The  general  subject  will  be  the  Evidences  of  Christianity.     The 
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work  is  done  chiefly  by  lectures,  but  students  will  be  expected 
to  give  reports  in  class  on  assigned  library  readings  and  to  pre- 
sent theses  as  required.  Toward  the  close  of  each  year  some  topic 
of  importance  which  is  the  subject  of  present-day  debate  is  taken 
up  for  consideration. 

HEBREW  LANGUAGE. 
PROFESSOR  J.   E.  W1SHART. 

Junior  Class — The  year  will  be  spent  in  acquiring  the 
rudiments  of  the  Hebrew  language  and  a  working  vocabulary. 
The  text-books  used  are  Harper's  Hebrew  Grammar  and  Har- 
per 's  Hebrew  Method  and  Manual.  The  prescribed  course  covers 
the  first  eight  chapters  of  Genesis.  Later  the  class  will  read  more 
rapidly  a  portion  of  one  of  the  historical  books. 

OLD  TESTAMENT  EXEGESIS. 
PROFESSOR  J.   E.  WISHART. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — The  work  of  the  year  will  be  in 
the  Minor  Prophets  and  the  Psalms.  Selected  portions  will 
be  critically  studied,  emphasis  being  laid  upon  their  connection 
with  contemporary  history.  Bach  member  of  the  class  will  be 
expected  to  give  a  special  exegesis  of  a  selected  chapter. 

OLD  TESTAMENT  LITERATURE. 
PROFESSOR  J.   E.  WISHART. 

Junior  Class — During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  one  hour 
a  week  will  be  devoted  to  the  Introduction  to  the  Hebrew  Bible, 
on  the  basis  of  Geden's  text-book. 

Middle  and  Senior  Classes — These  classes  will  deal  with  the 
more  general  problems  of  the  Old  Testament,  and  with  Old 
Testament  History,  on  the  basis  of  a  suitable  text-book. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR  J.   E.  WISHART. 

The  application  of  the  principles  of  Sociology  to  the  prob- 
lems with  which  the  minister  must  deal,  will  be  the  subject  of 
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study  by  the  Senior  Class.  A  suitable  text-book  will  be  used  and 
each  student  will  be  expected  to  give  a  review  of  some  important 
book  on  the  general  theme.    One  hour  a  week. 

BIBLICAL  THEOLOGY  AND  BIBLICAL  ARCHAEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR  M.  G.  KYLE. 

Work  in  this  Department  has  a  two-fold  purpose;  to  know 
the  Progress  of  Revelation  and  to  know  it  in  its  Setting;  so 
there  are  Studies  in  the  Progress  of  Revelation  to  acquire  a 
comprehensive  grasp  of  what  the  Bible  teaches  as  a  whole  and 
in  its  various  parts  in  the  order  of  Revelation,  together  with  the 
Study  of  the  Historial  Setting  of  Scripture  made  known  through 
Archaeological  Research,  in  order  to  see  the  truths  of  Revelation 
as  those  saw  them  to  whom  they  were  revealed. 

Biblical  Theology. 

PROFESSOR  M.  G.  KYLE. 

There  are  class-room  studies  and  quizzes  through  which  the 
student  discovers  for  himself  the  plan  and  progress  of  Revela- 
tion; also  Theses  by  all  the  students,  together  with  assigned 
library  research  work.  The  Bible  is  the  only  text-book  used, 
the  English  Bible  for  constant  work  and  the  Hebrew  and 
Septuagint  Old  Testament  and  the  Greek  New  Testament  for 
reference. 

The  whole  course  covers  the  Patriarchal  Period,  the  Tribal 
Period,  the  National  Period,  the  Messianic  Period,  and  the 
Apostolic  Period.  This  year  the  work  will  cover  the  National 
Period  from  the  conquest  to  the  end  of  Old  Testament  times. 

Principal  Subjects:  The  Conquest,  The  Settlement  in  the 
Land  of  Promise,  The  Submergence  in  the  Period  of  the  Judges, 
The  great  Emergence  of  Spiritual  Life  and  Glory  of  the  Empire, 
The  Apostasy,  The  Exile  and  The  Restoration;  through  this 
National  History  will  be  traced  The  Progress  of  Revelation,  the 
Growth  of  Spiritual  Life,  Prophetism  and  Messianism  and  the 
Fulfillment  of  all  in  The  Person  of  Christ  and  the  New  Testa- 
ment Revelation. 
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Biblical  Archaeology. 

PROFESSOR  M.  G.  KYLE. 

There  are  lectures  from  the  Monuments  and  from  first- 
hand research,  so  arranged  with  the  studies  in  Biblical  Theology 
as  to  enable  the  student  constantly  to  see  the  Biblical  story  in  its 
original  setting.  It  follows  thus  the  same  order  of  Periods  as 
Biblical  Theology.  (See  above).  To  this  are  added  quizzes, 
much  library  work  and  an  assigned  reading  course  throughout 
the  year. 

All  classes  this  year  will  study  the  National  Period. 

Principal  Subjects:  The  Genealogical  Lists,  The  Biblical 
Chronology,  The  Religion  that  Came  Down  in  the  Days  of 
Joshua,  The  Sheltering  Providence  of  God  in  the  Times  of  the 
Judges,  The  Days  of  the  Divided  Kingdom,  The  Great  Invasions, 
The  Moabite  Stone,  The  Times  of  Exile — Isaiah,  The  Times  of 
Exile — Daniel. 

Junior  Class — Some  introductory  lectures  will  be  given  this 
class  to  prepare  them  for  a  proper  understanding  of  the  work  in 
the  general  course. 

Middle  Class — This  class  will  be  directed  in  research  work 
and  the  preparation  of  theses  utilizing  archaeological  material  in 
Exegesis  and  for  sermon  illustrations. 

Senior  Class — A  special  course  of  lectures  is  given  this  class 
on  the  Canons  and  Fallacies  of  Research.  A  special  graduating 
thesis  is  required  of  each  member  of  the  Senior  Class  upon  an 
assigned  subject. 

Public  research  lectures  are  given  each  year  out  of  the  re- 
search work  of  the  professor  in  charge  of  the  department.  The 
lectures  this  year  will  be  on  the  subject,  "Israel  in  Egypt,"  fully 
illustrated,  and  other  subjects  to  be  announced  at  the  beginning 
of  the  session. 
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PASTORAL  THEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR   M.  G.  KYLE. 

Instruction  in  Pastoral  Theology  is  by  means  of  studies, 
quizzes,  lectures,  and  practical  exercises  for  each,  class  separately, 
together  with  practical  training  for  all  classes  in  the  problems  of 
personal  effort  in  soul  saving.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION. 
A  course  in  that  division  of  Practical  Theology  which  in, 
modern  usage  is  styled  "Religious  Education"  has  place  in  the 
regular  schedule  of  recitations  for  all  students  each  third  year 
from  January  to  May,  beginning  1918.  This  includes  instruc- 
tion in  plans  of  organization  and  administration  of  the  Sabbath 
School,  and  practical  exemplification  and  application  of  the  best 
methods  of  evangelism,  together  with  practical  training  for  the 
exercise  of  the  various  functions  of  the  ministerial  office. 

PRACTICAL  EVANGELISM. 

The  students  of  the  Seminary  furnish  practically  all  the  in- 
struction in  the  Sabbath  School  of  the  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
Orphans'  Home,  which  is  located  just  outside  the  city  limits. 
This  opportunity  to  reach  boys  and  girls  who  would  otherwise 
receive  little  religious  training  has  for  many  years  been  reckoned 
a  very  great  privilege.  The  seed  of  the  gospel  sown  in  these 
young  hearts  has  often  yielded  generous  harvests,  and  the  prac- 
tical advantage  of  such  evangelistic  service  to  the  students  them- 
selves is  beyond  estimate. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  the  Home,  the  West  End  Church, 
which  has  been  established  at  convenient  distance  from  the 
Seminary,  offers  a  promising  field  of  service.  The  Seminary  will 
be  even  more  directly  affiliated  with  this  mission  in  the  future 
than  in  the  past.  It  is  the  expectation  that  the  preaching  and 
prayer  meeting  services  at  this  station  will  be  largely  in  the 
hands  of  the  students  from  this  time  onward.  Practical  personal 
evangelism  will  more  readily  be  carried  on  at  this  point  than  is 
possible  in  the  Home.  Other  public  institutions  of  the  city  and 
the  county  are  freely  opened  also  to  the  students  for  the  con- 
duct of  religious  services. 
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PULPIT  ORATORY. 
PROF.  H.   L.  V.  SHINN. 

Junior  Class — Principles  of  Reading  and  Speaking.  Con- 
versation the  True  Form  of  Expression.  Tone  Drills  for  Develop- 
ing Varied  and  Specific  Powers  of  Portrayal.  Interpretation. 
English  Pronunciation.  Studies  in  Dominant  Tones,  Pause,  and 
Prominence  through  use  of  Illustrative  Selections.

Scripture  Lesson  as  related  to  the  Church  Ser- 
vice.   Special  Individual  Instruction. 

Senior  Class — Delivery  of  Sermons  under  special  instruction 
and  direction  of  the  professor  in  charge. 

THE  DEGREE  OF  BACHELOR  OF  DIVINITY. 

Students  of  this  Seminary  who  hold  from  an  institution 
approved  by  the  Faculty  the  degree  of  Bachelor  or  Master  of 
Arts,  or  other  certificate  of  the  completion  of  an  equivalent 
course  in  liberal  learning,  may  become  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Divinity.  The  degree  may  also  be  conferred  upon 
such  students  when  they  have  completed,  either  in  this  Seminary 
or  any  approved  school  of  theology,  the  several  courses  of  theol- 
ogical study  that  constitute  the  curriculum  of  this  Seminary, 
after  they  shall  have  accomplished  satisfactorily  a  one  year's 
course  of  Extra- Curriculum  study  at  this  Seminary.  This  course 
of  study  shall  be  arranged,  and  the  examinations  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  the  Faculty. 

REGULATIONS. 

I.  Every  applicant  must  have  taken  a  course  of  liberal 
learning,  as  above  defined,  and  have  satisfactorily  completed  a 
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three ,  year 's  course  of  theological  study  in  an  approved  theo- 
logical institution,  or  be  pursuing  a  course  with  a  view  to  gradua- 
tion in  this  Seminary. 

II.  The  equivalent  of  at  least  twelve  hours  of  class-room 
work  a  week  for  one  Seminary  year  is  required. 

These  studies  my  be  pursued  in  whole  or  in  part  during 
the  regular  course  of  three  years,  or  wholly  in  a  special  year 
devoted  to  the  work  but  no  undergraduate  student  shall  take 
more  studies  than  will  suffice  to  bring  the  number  of  hours  of 
his  class  room  work  to  the  maximum  number  of  twenty  hours 
weekly. 

Examinations  shall  be  held  on  these  studies,  as  on  the  studies 
of  the  undergraduate  courses. 

III.  In  case  it  is  impossible  for  the  candidate  for  this  degree 
to  be  in  residence,  the  work  may  be  done  by  correspondence,  for 
which  a  fee  sufficient  to  cover  the  necessary  expense  will  be 
charged,  but  his  personal  presence  will  be  required  for  examina- 
tion on  all  studies  pursued,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

IV.  On  the  fulfilment  of  these  conditions  the  degree  will 
be  conferred  upon  the  candidate  at  the  ensuing  annual  com- 
mencement. 

V.  The  courses  of  study  required  for  this  degree  will  be 
varied  from  time  to  time  according  to  the  decision  of  the  Faculty.

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FELLOWSHIPS  AND  SPECIAL  OPPORTUNITIES. 


Xenia  Seminary  is  one  of  the  group  of  Universities,  Colleges 
and  Theological  Seminaries  in  this  country  co-operating  in  the 
support  and  control  of  the  American  School  of  Oriental  Eeseareh 
in  Jerusalem  and  is  thus  able  to  offer  to  her  students  the  unique 
facilities  afforded  by  this  School.  No  other  Post-graduate  work 
is,  or  can  be,  so  helpful,  as  none  other  is  so  attractive,  to  young 
men  looking  forward  to  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  as  a  period  of 
study  and  research  in  Bible  lands.  The  American  School  of 
Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem  was  founded  to  afford  such  op- 
portunities as  have  never  before  been  open  to  American  students. 
Special  arrangements  are  made  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  such 
students  to  the  lowest  point. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  SCHOOL  AT  JERUSALEM. 

The  School  offers  to  properly  qualified  students  excellent 
opportunities  for  pursuing  such  studies  as  the  following :  Biblical 
and  Palestinian  Archaeology;  the  Geography  and  Natural  Fea- 
tures of  the  Land;  the  History  of  Israel;  Early  Church  History 
and  Patristics;  the  Arabic  Language,  and  the  other  Semitic 
Languages  as  connected  with  it ;  Mohammedanism ;  the  Political, 
Social,  and  Industrial  Conditions  in  the  Turkish  Empire ;  Roman 
Administration  and  Colonization  in  the  East ;  the  Crusades ;  and 
the  Comparative  History  of  Religions. 

The  School  has  a  well  selected  working  library,  which  is 
steadily  growing.  There  are  other  considerable  libraries  in 
Jerusalem,  some  of  which  contain  large  collections  of  manuscripts, 
chiefly  Greek  and  Arabic.  As  a  central  point  for  the  study  of 
Palestinian  antiquities,  for  making  tours  of  research  and  explora- 
tion, and  for  visiting  the  numerous  scenes  of  past  or  present 
excavations,  Jerusalem  is  peculiarly  well  situated. 
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Those  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  this  School 
can  go  at  once  after  the  Commencement  at  Xenia,  and  enter  the 
School  at  Jerusalem.  The  altitude  and  the  latitude  of  Jerusalem 
make  the  summer  climate  there  quite  satisfactory.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  year  will  afford  abundant  opportunity  for  travel 
through  the  land  and  researches  in  Historial  Geography  and 
Archaeology. 

THE  THAYER  MEMORIAL  FELLOWSHIP. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  School  at  Jerusalem, 
with  a  stipend  of  $800,  is  awarded  annually  on  examination.  A 
list  of  the  books  recommended  to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship, 
and  special  facilities  for  preparation  will  be  supplied  by  the 
Seminary. 

FELLOWSHIP    FOR   POST-GRADUATE    STUDY   IN   BIBLE    LANDS. 

' '  A  Friend  of  the  Seminary ' '  has  offered  to  the  class  enter- 
ing the  Seminary  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  in  September, 
1919,  as  Juniors,  a  fellowship  for  post-graduate  study  in  Bible 
lands.  The  amount  is  one  thousand  dollars.  The  competition 
will  be  for  the  three  years  of  the  seminary  course  and  cover  all 
departments  of  the  whole  course.  The  fellowship  will  be  awarded 
to  the  one  having  the  highest  average  grade  for  the  whole  course 
among  those  who  have  an  average  grade  of  not  less  than  90  in 
the  Departments  of  Biblical  Theology  and  Biblical  Archaeology, 
Old  Testament  Language  and  Literature,  and  New  Testament 
Language  and  Literature.  The  grade  will  include  also  attend- 
ance at  all  classes  and  public  exercises  at  which  the  roll  is  called. 
Entering  after  the  beginning  or  leaving  before  the  end  of  the 
term  will  be  accounted  absences.  But  absence  on  account  of 
sickness  or  preaching  outside  of  the  city,  if  excused  in  each  in- 
stance, will  not  be  counted  against  one  in  the  competition. 

The  one  to  whom  the  fellowship  is  awarded  must  engage  to 
use  the  money  in  study  in  Bible  lands  under  the  direction  of  the 
Faculty  of  the  Seminary  within  two  years  from  the  time  of 
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graduation,  failing  in  which,  the  fellowship  will  be  awarded  to 
the  next  student  on  the  list. 

COURSES  FOR  LAY- WORKERS. 

Students  not  candidates  for  the  ministry,  but  seeking  train- 
ing for  general  Christian  work  or  for  positions  as  Biblical  in- 
structors in  schools  and  colleges,  may  select  courses  of  study  for 
one,  two,  or  three  years.  Such  students  will  be  accorded  all  the 
privileges  of  the  institution,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
meet  their  requirements. 
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HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


Owing  to  the  various  unions  and  consolidations  of  theological 
seminaries  that  have  been  effected  in  the  history  of  our  church, 
both  before  and  after  the  year  1858,  whence  is  dated  the  assump- 
tion of  her  distinctive  ecclesiastical  title,  the  Xenia  Theological 
Seminary  is  in  a  peculiar  sense  a  United  Presbyterian  school  of 
the  prophets.  She  is  the  lineal  descendant  of  the  three  Associate 
Presbyterian  seminaries,  or  rather,  of  the  seminary  that  had 
three  local  habitations ;  and  she  holds  also  the  honorable  heritage 
received  from  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  seminary, 
which  was  first  located  at  Oxford,  Ohio,  and  later  was  removed 
to  Monmouth,  Illinois. 

I.     THE  ASSOCIATE  SEMINARY  AT  SERVICE. 

When  the  Rev.  John  Anderson,  D.  D.,  was  appointed  profes- 
sor of  theology  for  the  Associate  Church,  April  21,  1794,  the 
history  of  the  Xenia  Theological  Seminary  began.  In  the  woods 
near  to  his  own  pioneer  home  Dr.  Anderson  built  a  log  cabin, 
and  there  for  a  full  quarter  of  a  century  he  was  the  sole  instructor 
of  the  young  men  who  were  preparing  for  the  ministry  of  that 
church.  This  historic  site  has  been  marked  by  the  erection  of  a 
memorial  stone  which  was  dedicated  with  appropriate  ceremony 
on  the  twenty-second  day  of  June,  1916. 

II.     THE  ASSOCIATE  SEMINARY  AT  PHILADELPHIA. 

Following  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Anderson,  in  1819,  the 
Associate  Synod  appointed  the  Rev.  John  Banks,  D.  D.,  to  the 
work  of  training  her  candidates  for  the  ministry.  A  second 
seminary  was  opened  in  Philadelphia,  the  home  of  Dr.  Banks, 
and  was  conducted  by  him  without  assistant  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  April  10,  1826.  In  the  meantime  the  original 
seminary  had  been  transferred  to  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  and  on  the 
death  of  Dr.  Banks  the  work  was  consolidated  at  that  place. 
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III.     THE  ASSOCIATE  SEMINARY  AT  CANONSBURG. 

The  Service  Seminary  continued  to  hold  the  field  in  the 
West  until  the  election  of  the  Rev.  James  Ramsey,  of  Canonsburg, 
Pa.,  in  1821,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Anderson.  In  this  case,  as  was  the  rule  in  those  days,  the 
professor  was  the  seminary;  and  the  parsonage,  located  on  a 
farm  one  mile  from  the  town,  became  the  resort  of  the  young 
candidates  for  the  ministry. 

While  the  action  of  the  Associate  Synod  uniting  the  two 
divisions  of  the  seminary  was  taken  in  1828,  it  was  not  fully 
carried  out  until  1830,  when  it  was  resolved  to  erect  a  building 
in  the  town  and  to  consummate  the  purpose  by  the  election  of 
Dr.  Ramsey  to  the  professorship  of  the  reunited  branches.  Here 
for  a  full  generation,  1821-1855,  the  seminary  had  its  home.  In 
the  year  1833  a  new  departure  was  taken  in  the  establishment  of 
a  professorship  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Church  History.  The 
Rev.  David  Carson,  of  Blount  County,  Tenn.,  was  selected  to 
occupy  this  chair;  but  just  before  the  opening  of  the  seminary, 
on  September  23,  1834,  he  finished  his  work  on  earth.  His  son, 
the  Rev.  James  G.  Carson,  D.  D.,  Professor-Emeritus  of  the 
Xenia  Theological  Seminary,  is  the  one  surviving  graduate  of 
Canonsburg  Seminary,  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

IV.     THE  ASSOCIATE  SEMINARY  AT  XENIA. 

The  Rev.  Abraham  Anderson,  D.  D.,  who  had  filled  the  pro- 
fessorship of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  for  eight  years, 
died  on  the  8th  of  May,  1855.  The  Synod  met  a  few  weeks  later 
and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Wilson,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  Associate  con- 
gregation of  Xenia,  Ohio,  was  elected  to  the  vacant  position. 
Again  the  seminary  came  to  the  professor,  the  Synod  deciding 
upon  removal  to  Xenia.  The  one  remaining  member  of  the 
Canonsburg  faculty,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Beveridge,  D.  D.,  had 
been  pastor  of  the  Xenia  congregation  for  a  little  more  than 
three  years,  1821-1824 ;  hence  the  old  school  of  the  prophets  had 
a  double  welcome  to  its  new  home,  since  it  had  come  to  the  com- 
munity in  which  the  Associate  Church  of  the  West  had  its  first 
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establishment   and  had  for  its  instructors  men  so  loved   and 
honored  by  the  people. 

V.     THE  ASSOCIATE  REFORMED  SEMINARY  AT  OXFORD. 

The  founding  of  the  Oxford  Seminary  dates  from  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Associate  Reformed  Synod  in  the  month  of  October, 
1837;  but  the  opening  of  the  first  session  was  delayed  for  two 
years.  The  Rev.  Joseph  Claybaugh,  D.  D.,  was  practically  the 
sole  professor  from  the  date  of  the  opening  until  his  death, 
September  9,  1855.  The  Rev.  Alexander  Young,  D.  D.,  was 
chosen  to  succeed  Dr.  Claybaugh,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  in 
the  fall  of  1855.  At  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  1857  action  was 
taken,  in  view  of  the  prospect  for  union  with  the  Associate 
Church,  transferring  the  seminary  from  Oxford,  Ohio,  to  Mon- 
mouth, Illinois,  in  order  that  one  of  the  four  seminaries  of  the 
united  church  might  be  located  in  the  West. 

VI.     THE  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  SEMINARY  AT  MONMOUTH. 

Monmouth  Seminary  opened  about  the  first  of  September, 
1858,  as  a  United  Presbyterian  seminary,  under  the  care  of  Pro- 
fessors Alexander  Young,  D.  D.,  and  John  Scott,  D.  D.,  and 
continued  the  work  of  training  ministers  until  the  fall  of  1874, 
when  it  was  transferred  to  Xenia,  Ohio,  and  united  with  the 
seminary  located  there.  Dr.  Young  retired  from  his  connection 
with  the  seminary  at  the  time  of  its  transfer,  but  Dr.  Scott  was 
recognized  as  professor  emeritus  until  his  death,  in  1877. 

VII.      THE   UNITED   PRESBYTERIAN   SEMINARY   AT  XENIA. 

With  few  exceptions  the  supporters  of  Xenia  Seminary 
entered  the  union  of  1858,  which  gave  to  the  institution  its 
second  title,  as  it  appears  on  its  charter:  "The  United  Presby- 
terian Seminary  of  Xenia,  Ohio." 

Soon  after  this  union  of  blessed  memory  and  issue,  the 
faculty  of  the  seminary  was  strengthened  by  the  election  of  the 
Rev.  Joseph  Clokey,  D.  D.,  then  pastor  of  the  Springfield,  Ohio, 
congregation,  to  the  Chair  of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Sacred 
Rhetoric.     Dr.  Clokey  had  been  a  leader  in  the  Associate  Re- 
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formed  Presbyterian  Church,  and  his  election  was  a  testimony 
to  the  seminary's  whole-hearted  entrance  into  the  union  of  the 
two  churches.  The  war  between  the  states,  1861-1865,  seriously 
interfered  with  the  work  of  the  seminary  in  the  way  of  lessening 
the  attendance  of  students;  but  the  sessions  opened  and  closed 
without  interruption  as  in  the  days  of  peace. 

Following  the  transfer  of  the  interests  of  Monmouth  Semi- 
nary to  Xenia,  the  seminary  came  under  the  control  of  the 
synods  of  Illinois,  Iowa,  and  Kansas,  in  addition  to  that  of  the 
Second  Synod.  The  synod  of  Nebraska,  on  its  organization,  also 
became  one  of  the  governing  bodies. 

During  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  years  of  the 
seminary's  history,  under  various  names  and  in  different  local- 
ities, in  all  twenty -nine  men  have  served  as  instructors  for  more 
or  less  extended  periods  of  time.  The  roll  of  professors  is  as 
follows :

Since  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  Xenia  Seminary 
has  trained  for  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  one  hundred  and 
ninety  ministers,  of  which  number  one  hundred  and  seventy-three 
have  been  students  of  theology  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

A  recent  count  furnished  evidence  that  Xenia 's  graduates 
constitute  thirty-six  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  ministry  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  at  the  present  time,  not  reckoning 
the  native  ministers  of  India  and  Egypt ;  and  that  a  similar  pro- 
portion holds  among  the  missionaries  in  the  foreign  work.  At 
least  ten  seminaries  are  represented  in  the  remaining  sixty-three 
and  one-half  per  cent.  In  the  same  study  it  was  discovered  that 
but  ten  less  than  one-half  of  the  United  Presbyterian  ministers 
west  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  Pacific  coast  had  been  students  of 
Xenia  Seminary. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


STUDENTS. 

Persons  wishing  to  enter  the  Seminary  shall  present  to  the 
Faculty  satisfactory  evidence  of  church  membership  and  piety; 
and  students  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  shall  be  under 
the  care  of  some  Presbytery  before  entering  the  Seminary,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  possible.  The  Faculty  will  admit,  at  their 
discretion,  students  of  other  denominations. 

Before  being  admitted  to  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Faculty,  subscribe  to  a  written  declara- 
tion to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a  student  in  the  Seminary  he 
will  regularly,  punctually  and  diligently  attend  upon  all  the 
instructions  of  the  Professors  and  promptly  comply  with  all 
lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty,  and  be  subject  to  their 
authority ;  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all  regulations  of  the 
Seminary  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any  opinion  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  principles  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Every  student  who  has  been  accepted  by  the  Faculty  as  a 
candidate  for  graduation  and  who  has  completed  the  prescribed 
course  of  study  and  passed  the  required  examinations,  shall  be 
publicly  graduated  and  receive  a  proper  diploma. 

LOCATION. 

Xenia  is  a  city  of  about  11,000  inhabitants,  situated  in  a 
rich  and  beautiful  section  of  country,  65  miles  from  Cincinnati 
and  55  miles  from  Columbus,  and  is  easy  of  access  from  all 
points.  The  people  of  the  city  and  surrounding  country  are 
possessed  of  a  high  degree  of  intelligence  and  refinement  and 
the  students  of  the  Seminary  enjoy  very  desirable  social  ad- 
vantages. 

In  point  of  healthfulness  of  climate  Xenia  ranks  very  high. 
Local  conditions  are  not  favorable  to  endemics' of  any  character. 
The  moral  tone  and  the  religious  spirit  that  prevail  in  the  com- 
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munity  exert  a  most  salutary  influence,  while  the  distractions 
that  are  always  attendant  upon  city  life  are  avoided. 

In  the  matter  of  practical  experience  in  Christian  work  the 
students  have  exceptional  privileges.  Opportunities  for  real 
missionary  service  that  are  not  surpassed  in  any  of  the  large 
cities  are  found  in  the  state  and  county  institutions  located  in 
Xenia  or  in  the  adjacent  territory. 

The  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home  is  just 
without  the  city 's  corporate  limits.  In  this  institution  more  than 
six  hundred  children  are  maintained  and  educated.  For  a 
number  of  years  the  Sabbath  School  established  in  the  Home  has 
been  largely  directed  and  controlled  by  the  students  of  the  Xenia 
Seminary. 

To  the  county  jail,  the  work-house  and  the  county  infirmary 
groups  of  students  go  on  Sabbath  afternoons  with  the  gospel. 
These  opportunities  for  evangelistic  service,  in  addition  to  those 
in  immediate  connection  with  the  city  churches  and  missions, 
require  all  the  time  and  effort  which  the  students  of  the  Middle 
and  Junior  classes  ought  to  take  from  duty  directly  connected 
with  Seminary  work.  The  railway  connections  are  such  that 
licensed  students  may  readily  respond  to  calls  for  their  services 
on  Sabbath  and  return  without  great  loss  of  time. 

THE  DORMITORY. 

The  dormitory,  a  substantial  building  of  three  stories  and 
basement,  has  ample  accommodations  for  fifty  persons.  The 
students'  rooms  are  large  and  well  equipped  and  are  furnished 
without  expense  to  the  occupants.  Several  of  the  rooms  are 
"double,"  but  so  long  as  a  room  in  the  building  remains  un- 
claimed, no  student  is  required  to  have  a  roommate. 

The  dormitory  is  supplied  with  modern  conveniences,  and 
is  most  advantageously  located  for  sunlight  and  ventilation. 
The  almost  invariable  good  health  of  our  students  during  all 
the  years  of  our  occupancy,  attests  the  satisfactory  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  building. 
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ANDERSON  HALL. 
This  building  contains  chapel,  library,  five  recitation  rooms, 
office,  etc.,  and  affords  every  facility  for  the  work  required.  It 
has  all  the  conveniences  of  a  modern  educational  building.  The 
cuts  presented  in  this  catalogue  exhibit  in  partial  view  some  of 
its  more  prominent  features. 

THE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

The  library  occupies  a  large,  well-lighted  room  on  the  first 
floor  of  Anderson  Hall.  The  number  of  volumes  in  the  library 
is  about  10,000.  The  books  have  been  thoroughly  classified  and 
the  library  thus  made  readily  available  to  the  students  for 
preparation  for  class-room  and  for  investigations  upon  any 
subject. 

The  free  Public  Library  of  Xenia,  to  which  the  students  have 
access,  consists  of  some  eight  thousand  volumes.  A  new  build- 
ing has  been  erected  for  this  library,  known  as  the  Carnegie 
Library  Building. 

The  reading  rooms  of  the  Public  Library  are  open  to  our 
students. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  Mr.  Alexander  Dempster, 
of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  the  Seminary  has  been  provided  with  the 
raised  map  of  Palestine  published  by  the  Palestine  Exploration 
Fund,  London,  England,  from  surveys  made  by  George  Arm- 
strong. This  map  is  very  valuable  in  the  study  of  Sacred 
Geography  and  History. 

THE  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Students'  Missionary  Society  meets  weekly  for  prayer 
and  conference.  The  society  is  connected  with  the  American 
Inter-Seminary  Missionary  Alliance.  To  the  good  work  of  this 
organization  is  largely  due  the  excellent  Missionary  spirit  which 
prevails  among  the  students.  It  has  furnished  most  commend- 
able supplemental  work  to  that  of  the  class-room  on  the  subject 
of  Missions. 
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RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 
A  weekly  prayer  meeting,   attended  by  the  Faculty  and 
students,  is  held  every  Monday  afternoon.     The  students  also 
hold  group  prayer-meetings  in  their  rooms  on  three  evenings 
each  week. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

Necessary  reference  books  and  commentaries  are  found  in 
the  library,  and  text-books  may  be  obtained  on  favorable  terms 
through  the  Seminary's  agent. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  each  term  examinations  are  held  covering 
the  ground  gone  over  in  the  several  departments  of  study. 

Ordinarily  the  examinations  are  written  and  are  directed 
by  the  professors  and  by  them  are  reported  to  the  Board. 

From  the  class  standing,  the  examination  and  the  attend- 
ance, the  grade  of  the  student,  based  on  a  scale  of  100,  is 
determined,  and  reported  to  his  Presbytery. 

EXPENSES. 
The  necessary  expenses  of  a  course  of  theological  training 
are  reduced  to  the  minimum  in  Xenia  Seminary.  There  are  no 
"fees"  or  "rentals"  of  any  sort  for  privileges  or  accommoda- 
tions. The  best  of  table  boarding  may  be  had  for  from  $3.00  to 
$4.00  a  week,  text-books  may  be  secured  through  our  book  agent 
at  the  lowest  possible  cost,  and  all  other  personal  needs  may  be 
supplied  at  an  outlay  of  money  as  small  as  will  procure  like 
service  in  any  other  community  in  the  land. 

FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE. 
The  members  of  the  Junior  class  who  engage  in  practical 
Christian  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty,  will  receive 
compensation  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars.  From  the  income 
of  our  Students '  Fund  we  are  prepared  to  loan  to  those  who  may 
desire  it,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  or  more  in  case  of  real 
need,  on  their  personal  notes,  without  interest  for  five  years  from 
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date  of  loan ;  at  the  expiration  of  this  period,  interest  at  the  rate 
of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  will  be  charged  until  payment  is 
made.  This  amount,  with  funds  to  which  worthy  students  are 
entitled  on  proper  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Education 
and  money  which  may  be  earned  by  themselves,  will  almost,  if 
not  altogether,  cover  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Seminary 
session.

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OUTLINE  OF  STUDY  FOR  THE  SESSION  OF 
1920-1921. 


SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH    KYLE. 

Required  Courses. 

1.  Systematic  Theology  is  studied  throughout  the  entire 
course  of  seminary  training,  two  recitations  a  week,  with  ex- 
aminations in  December  and  April,  being  required.  According 
to  the  present  arrangement  of  the  studies  in  this  department  the 
first  division  of  the  course  will  occupy  the  attention  of  the  stu- 
dents of  all  classes  during  the  session.  This  embraces  chapters 
I-XI  of  Hodge's  Outlines  of  Theology,  which  is  the  text-book 
used. 

Supplemental  lectures  will  be  given  on  topics  that  seem  to 
require  additional  treatment. 

Elective  Courses. 

2.  The  Inspiration  of  the  Scriptures.  (Major). 

3.  The  Person  of  Christ,     (Major). 

4.  The  Doctrine  of  Sin.     (Minor). 

5.  The  Atonement.     (Major). 

6.  The  Second  Advent.     (Minor). 

HOMILETICS. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH    KYLE. 

1.  The  Junior  Class  will  devote  one  recitation  period  a  week 
throughout  the  session  to  the  general  principles  of  sermonizing 
and  preaching  as  these  are  outlined  in  the  text-book  employed; 
viz.,  "The  Preparation  and  Delivery  of  Sermons,"  by  Professor 
Broadus. 

2.  The  students  of  all  the  classes  will  be  exercised  in  the 
criticism  of  published  discourses  of  acknowledged  merit,  in  the 
analysis  of  texts  and  in  the  presentation  of  outlines  of  sermons 
for  examination  and  correction  in  the  class-room.  One  hour  a 
week  throughout  the  seminary  course  is  devoted  to  this  discipline. 
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3.  All  the  students  have  in  turn  the  advantage  of  the  weekly 
presentation  of  discourses  before  the  Faculty.  One  such  exercise 
is  required  of  each  senior,  and  two  of  each  middler  and  junior, 
during  the  session.  Friendly  criticism  of  the  work  by  fellow 
students  is  encouraged. 

HISTORY  OF  CHRISTIAN   DOCTRINE. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH   KYLE. 

1.  The  Middle  Class  will  study  the  first  volume  of  Shedd's 
History  of  Christian  Doctrine. 

2.  The  Senior  Class  will  study  the  second  volume  of  the 
same  work.    One  recitation  a  week  is  required. 

CHURCH  GOVERNMENT  AND  WORSHIP. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH   KYLE. 

1.  During  the  latter  half  of  the  session  the  Senior  Class  will 
give  one  hour  a  week  to  the  examination  of  "The  Book  of 
Government  and  Worship"  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

2.  The  Middle  Class  will  take  up  such  subjects  in  the  same 
book  as  will  be  necessary  to  their  preparation  for  licensure.  The 
distinctive  Testimony  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  will 
also  be  reviewed. 

COMPARATIVE    RELIGION. 
PROFESSOR  JOSEPH   KYLE. 

1.  The  Senior  Class  will  receive  a  course  of  training  in  Com- 
parative Religion  with  special  reference  to  conditions  that  pre- 
vail in  our  Foreign  Mission  fields. 

The  Handbook  of  Comparative  Religion  by  the  Rev.  S.  H. 
Kellogg,  D.  D.,  LL.D.,  will  be  used  to  mark  out  the  line  of  study 
to  be  pursued. 

CHURCH  HISTORY. 
PROFESSOR  JESSE  JOHNSON. 

Required  Courses. 
1.     New  Testament  History.     Junior  Class.     Two  hours  a 
week,  first  semester.     A  brief  study  of  the  Life  of  Christ  with 
the  aid  of  a  Harmony  and  of  the  Apostolic  Age  with  the  aid  of  a 
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suitable  text-book.     In  both  the  New  Testament  will  be  the  chief 
text. 

2.  General  Church  History.  Junior  Class.  Two  hours  a 
week,  second  semester.  Outline  study  of  the  history  of  the 
Church  to  the  birth  of  Luther,  1483. 

3.  General  Church  History.  Middle  Class.  Two  hours  a 
week  throughout  the  year.  The  Protestant  Reformation  and  the 
Roman  Catholic  reaction,  to  the  Peace  of  Westphalia,  1648.  As 
part  of  the  work  of  this  semester  there  will  be  required  of  United 
Presbyterian  students  a  study  of  the  Westminster  Assembly  and 
of  the  Testimony  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church.  The  work 
just  mentioned  is  open  to  other  students  as  they  may  elect. 

3-a.  General  Church  History.  Senior  Class.  Two  hours  a 
week  throughout  the  year.  During  the  year  1920-1921  this  class 
will  study  the  Protestant  Reformation  in  France,  the  Nether- 
lands, England  and  Scotland ;  Anabaptism  and  Socinianism  in 
the  Reformation  Period ;  the  Counter  Reformation ;  the  history 
of  the  Modern  Church. 

4.  Missions  and  Present  Day  Church  Conditions.  Senior 
Class.  One  hour  a  week,  second  semester.  Review  of  Modern 
Missions  by  text-book,  lectures  and  students'  reports  on  assigned 
topics;  lectures  on  present  church  conditions  in  the  different 
countries,  especially  our  own  country. 

4-a.  The  Apostolic  Age.  Middle  Class.  This  course  will  be 
given  in  the  second  semester,  1920-1921,  to  follow  the  Life  of 
Christ  studied  by  this  class  the  preceding  year. 

Elective  Courses. 

5.  Studies  in  the  lives  and  writings  of  the  early  Church 
Fathers.  Open  to  those  who  have  studied  at  least  the  first  half 
^f  Church  History  2.     (Minor). 

6.  History  of  early  doctrinal  discussions.  Open  to  those 
who  have  studied  Church  History  2.     (Major). 

7.  Origin  and  history  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 
A  prerequisite  to  this  is  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the 
Reformation  in  Scotland.     (Minor). 

8.  A  study  of  the  Era  of  the  Reformation.     Open  to  those 
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who  have  studied  the  Reformation  as  in  Church  History  3,  or  an 
equivalent.     (Major). 

9.  The  rise,  culmination,  decline  and  present  state  of  the 
papal  power.  Open  to  those  who  have  studied  Church  History 
2  and  3.     (Minor). 

APOLOGETICS. 

1.  Theism.  Required  of  Middlers  and  Seniors,  1920-1921, 
the  two  meeting  as  one  class.  Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the 
year.  The  theistic  argument  will  be  presented  and  various  anti- 
theistic  theories  considered. 

Toward  the  close  of  the  year  some  subject  of  present-day 
debate  will  be  taken  up  for  brief  consideration. 

2.  Evidences  of  Christianity.  Not  given  in  1920-1921,  re- 
quired of  Middlers  and  Seniors  in  1921-1922. 

OLD  TESTAMENT  DEPARTMENT. 
PROFESSOR  J.    E.   WISHART. 

Required  Courses. 

1.  The  Hebrew  Language.  Open  to  Juniors.  The  study  of 
the  principles  of  Hebrew  Grammar,  the  acquiring  of  a  working 
vocabulary,  and  the  reading  of  the  first  eight  chapters  of  Genesis, 
and  of  a  portion  of  some  one  of  the  historical  books.  The  text- 
books are  Harper's  Hebrew  Grammar,  and  Harper's  Hebrew 
Method  and  Manual. 

2.  Hebrew  Exegesis.  The  Major  Prophets.  The  interpret- 
tion  of  selected  chapters,  with  special  reference  to  contemporary 
history.  Two  hours  a  week  on  alternate  years.  Open  to  the 
Middlers  and  Seniors. 

3.  Hebrew  Exegesis.  The  Minor  Prophets  and  the  Psalms. 
The  interpretation  of  selected  portions,  with  special  reference  to 
contemporary  history,  and  some  study  of  Hebrew  poetry  and 
other  points  bearing  on  the  Psalter.  Two  hours  a  week  on  alter- 
nate years.    Open  to  Middlers  and  Seniors. 

4.  Introduction  to  the  Hebrew  Bible.  A  study  of  the  origin 
and  transmission  of  the  Old  Testament  scriptures,  on  the  basis 
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of  Geden's  Introduction  to  the  Hebrew  Bible.    One  hour  a  week, 
during  the  second  semester.    Open  to  Juniors. 

5.  Introduction  to  the  literature  of  the  Old  Testament.  A 
study  of  some  of  the  more  advanced  problems  of  criticism,  such 
as  the  unity,  authorship,  date  and  historical  setting  of  different 
sections  of  the  Old  Testament ;  usually  on  the  basis  of  a  suitable 
text-book.  One  hour  a  week,  on  alternate  years.  Open  to  Mid- 
dlers  and  Seniors. 

6.  The  Geography  of  Palestine.  On  the  basis  of  The 
Historical  Geography  of  the  Holy  Land,  by  Sir  George  Adam 
Smith.  One  hour  a  week  on  alternate  years.  Open  to  Middlers 
and  Seniors. 

Elective  Courses. 

7.  Biblical  Aramaic.  A  study  of  the  elements  of  the  lan- 
guage and  the  reading  of  the  Aramaic  sections  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment. The  text-book  is  Marti 's  Biblisch-Aramaeische  Grammatik. 
Open  to  Middlers  and  Seniors.     (Minor). 

8.  The  Septuagint.  The  reading  of  selected  portions  of  the 
Old  Testament  in  Greek,  comparing  with  the  Hebrew  and  with 
other  versions ;  and  the  study  of  the  origin  and  the  problems  of 
the  Septuagint,  on  the  basis  of  Swete  's  ' '  Introduction  to  the  Old 
Testament  in  Greek,"    Open  to  Middlers  and  Seniors.     (Major). 

9.  The  Minor  Prophets.  In  English.  An  analysis  and  a 
study  of  the  historical  setting,  the  meaning,  and  the  lessons  of 
each  book.  The  chief  commentaries  recommended  are  The  Ex- 
positor's Bible,  The  New  Century  Bible,  and  the  Cambridge 
Bible.     Open  to  Middlers  and  Seniors.     (Minor). 

10.  The  Wisdom  Literature  of  the  Old  Testament.  In  English. 
An  analysis  and  a  study  of  the  historical  setting,  the  meaning, 
and  the  lessons  of  Job,  Proverbs,  Ecclesiastes,  and  The  Song  of 
Songs.

Work  in  this  Department  has  a  two-fold  purpose;  to  know 
the  Progress  of  Revelation  and  to  know  it  in.  its  Setting ;  so 
there  are  Studies  in  the  Progress  of  Revelation  to  acquire  a 
comprehensive  grasp  of  what  the  Bible  teaches  as  a  whole  and 
in  its  various  parts  in  the  order  of  Revelation,  together  with  the 
Study  of  the  Historical  Setting  of  Scripture  made  known  through 
Archaeological  Research,  in  order  to  see  the  truths  of  Revelation 
as  those  saw  them  to  whom  they  were  revealed. 

Biblical  Theology. 

PROFESSOR   M.   G.   KYLE. 

Required  Courses. 

There  are  class-room  studies  and  quizzes  through  which  the 
student  discovers  for  himself  the  plan  and  progress  of  Revela- 
tion; also  theses  by  all  the  students,  together  with  assigned 
library  research  work.  The  Bible  is  the  only  text-book  used, 
the  English  Bible  for  constant  work  and  the  Hebrew  and 
Septuagint  Old  Testament  and  the  Greek  New  Testament  for 
reference. 

1.  The  whole  course  covers  the  Patriarchal  Period,  the 
Tribal  Period,  the  National  Period,  the  Messianic  Period,  and  the 
Apostolic  Period.  This  year,  the  work  will  cover  the  Patriarchal 
Period  from  Creation  to  the  Descent  into  Egypt.

Theology ;  Creation ;  The  Problem  of  Temptation :  The  Be- 
ginnings of  Civilization :  The  Noachian  Deluge :  The  Second 
Dispersion :  The  Call  of  Abraham  :  Patriarchal  Life  in  Canaan : 
Revelation  in  Promise.

PROFESSOR   M.  G.  KYLE. 

Required  Courses. 
There  are  lectures  from  the  Monuments  and  from  first- 
hand research,  so  arranged  with  the  studies  in  Biblical  Theology 
as  to  enable  the  student  constantly  to  see  the  Biblical  story  in  its 
original  setting.  It  follows  thus  the  same  order  of  Periods  as 
Biblical  Theology.  (See  above).  To  this  are  added  quizzes,  much 
library  work  and  an  assigned  reading  course  throughout  the 
year.

2.  Middle  Class — The  Middle  Class  will  be  directed  in  re- 
search work  and  the  preparation  of  theses  utilizing  archaeological 
material  in  Exegesis  and  for  sermon  illustrations. 

3.  Senior  Class — A  special  course  of  lectures  is  given  the 
Senior  Class  on  the  Canons  and  Fallacies  of  Research.  A  special 
graduating  thesis  is  required  of  each  member  of  the  Senior  Class 
upon  an  assigned  subject. 

Public  research  lectures  are  given  each  year  out  of  the 
research  work  of  the  professor  in  charge  of  the  department.  The 
lectures  this  year  will  be  on  the  subject,  "Israel  in  Egypt." 
Three  lectures  fully  illustrated,  and  other  subjects  to  be  an- 
nounced at  the  beginning  of  the  term.

THE  DEGREE  OF  BACHELOR  OF  DIVINITY. 

Students  of  this  Seminary  who  hold  from  an  institution 
approved  by  the  Faculty  the  degree  of  Bachelor  or  Master  of 
Arts,  or  other  certificate  of  the  completion  of  an  equivalent 
course  in  liberal  learning,  may  become  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Divinity.  The  degree  may  also  be  conferred  upon 
such  students  when  they  have  completed,  either  in  this  Seminary 
or  any  approved  school  of  theology,  the  several  course  of  theol- 
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ogical  study  that  constitute  the  curriculum  of  this  Seminary, 
after  they  shall  have  accomplished  satisfactorily  a  one  year's 
course  of  Extra-Curriculum  study  at  this  Seminary.  This  course 
of  study  shall  be  arranged,  and  the  examinations  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  the  Faculty.  Undergraduates  in  the  Seminary  who 
maintain  an  average  grade  of  85,  with  no  department  less  than 
80,  may  take  one-third  of  the  course  for  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Divinity  each  year. 

REGULATIONS. 

I.  Every  applicant  must  have  taken  a  course  of  liberal 
learning,  as  above  defined,  and  have  satisfactorily  completed  a 
three  year's  course  of  theological  study  in  an  approved  theo- 
logical institution,  or  be  pursuing  a  course  with  a  view  to  gradua- 
tion in  this  Seminary. 

II.  The  equivalent  of  at  least  twelve  hours  of  class-room 
work  a  week  for  one  Seminary  year  is  required. 

Examinations  shall  be  held  on  these  studies,  as  on  the  studies 
of  the  undergraduate  courses. 

III.  In  case  it  is  impossible  for  the  candidate  for  this  degree 
to  be  in  residence,  the  work  may  be  done  by  correspondence,  for 
which  a  fee  sufficient  to  cover  the  necessary  expense  will  be 
charged,  but  his  personal  presence  will  be  required  for  examina- 
tion on  all  studies  pursued,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

IV.  On  the  fulfilment  of  these  conditions  the  degree  will 
be  conferred  upon  the  candidate  at  the  ensuing  annual  com- 
mencement. 

V.  Examinations  and  theses  must  be  completed  by  April  15. 

VI.  The  courses  of  study  required  for  this  degree  will  be 
varied  from  time  to  time  according  to  the  decision  of  the  Faculty. 

For  the  session  of  1920-1921  those  which  will  be  required 
rnay  be  chosen  from  the  lists  of  electives  in  the  various  depart- 
ments. 

ORATORY. 

Instruction  in  oratory  will  be  given  during  the  second 
semester  by  a  competent  instructor. 
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FELLOWSHIPS  AND  SPECIAL 
OPPORTUNITIES. 


Xenia  Seminary  is  one  of  the  group  of  Universities,  Colleges 
and  Theological  Seminaries  in  this  country  co-operating  in  the 
support  and  control  of  the  American  School  of  Oriental  Research 
in  Jerusalem  and  is  thus  able  to  offer  to  her  students  the  unique 
facilities  afforded  by  this  School.  No  other  Post-graduate  work 
is,  or  can  be,  so  helpful,  as  none  other  is  so  attractive,  to 
young  men  looking  forward  to  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  as 
study  and  research  in  Bible  lands.  The  American  School  of 
Oriental  Research  at  Jerusalem  was  founded  to  afford  such  op- 
portunities as  have  never  before  been  open  to  American  students. 
Special  arrangements  are  made  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  such 
students  to  the  lowest  point. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  SCHOOL  AT  JERUSALEM. 

The  School  offers  to  properly  qualified  students  excellent 
opportunities  for  pursuing  such  studies  as  the  following :  Biblical 
and  Palestinian  Archaeology ;  the  Geography  and  Natural  Fea- 
tures of  the  Land ;  the  History  of  Israel ;  Early  Church  History 
and  Patristics ;  the  Arabic  Language,  and  the  other  Semitic 
Languages  as  connected  with  it ;  Mohammedanism ;  the  Political, 
Social,  and  Industrial  Conditions  in  the  Turkish  Empire ;  Roman 
Administration  and  Colonization  in  the  East ;  the  Crusades ;  and 
the  Comparative  History  of  Religions. 

The  School  has  a  well  selected  working  library,  which  is 
steadily  growing.  There  are  other  considerable  libraries  in 
Jerusalem,  some  of  which  contain  large  collections  of  manu- 
scripts, chiefly  Greek  and  Arabic.  As  a  central  point  for  the 
study  of  Palestinian  antiquities,  for  making  tours  of  research 
and  exploration,  and  for  visiting  the.  numerous  scenes  of  past  or 
present  excavations,  Jerusalem  is  peculiarly  well  situated. 

Those  who  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  this  School 
can  go  at  once  after  the  Commencement  at  St.  Louis,  and  enter 
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the  School  at  Jerusalem.  The  altitude  and  the  latitude  of 
Jerusalem  make  the  summer  climate  there  quite  satisfactory.  The 
remainder  of  the  year  will  afford  abundant  opportunity  for 
travel  through  the  land  and  researches  in  Historical  Geography 
and  Archaeology. 

THE   THAYER  MEMORIAL   FELLOWSHIP. 

The  Thayer  Memorial  Fellowship  of  the  School  at  Jerusalem, 
with  a  stipend  of  $800,  is  awarded  annually  on  examination.  A 
list  of  the  books  recommended  to  candidates  for  the  Fellowship, 
and  special  facilities  for  preparation  will  be  supplied  by  the 
Seminary. 

FELLOWSHIP    FOR   POST-GRADUATE    STUDY   IN    BIBLE    LANDS. 

"A  Friend  of  the  Seminary"  has  offered  to  the  class  enter- 
ing the  Seminary  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  in  September, 
1919,  as  Juniors,  a  fellowship  for  post-graduate  study  in  Bible 
lands.  The  amount  is  one  thousand  dollars.  The  competition 
will  be  for  the  three  years  of  the  seminary  course  and  cover  all 
departments  of  the  whole  course.  The  fellowship  will  be  awarded 
to  the  one  having  the  highest  average  grade  for  the  whole  course 
among  those  who  have  an  average  grade  of  not  less  than  90  in 
the  Departments  of  Biblical  Theology  and  Biblical  Archaeology, 
Old  Testament  Language  and  Literature,  and  New  Testament 
Language  and  Literature.  The  grade  will  include  also  attend- 
ance at  all  classes  and  public  exercises  at  which  the  roll  is  called. 
Entering  after  the  beginning  or  leaving  before  the  end  of  the 
term  will  be  accounted  absences.  But  absence  on  account  of 
sickness  or  preaching  outside  of  the  city,  if  excused  in  each  in- 
stance, will  not  be  counted  against  one  in  the  competition. 

The  one  to  whom  the  fellowship  is  awarded  must  engage  to 
use  the  money  in  study  in  Bible  lands  under  the  direction  of  the 
Faculty  of  the  Seminary  within  two  years  from  the  time  of 
graduation,  failing  in  which,  the  fellowship  will  be  awarded  to 
the  next  student  on  the  list. 
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OTHER  FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE. 

The  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  is  offered  to  the  Senior 
Class  of  1920-1921.  The  conditions  of  distribution  to  be  an- 
nounced at  the  opening  of  the  next  semester. 

The  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars  will  be  offered  to  the 
Junior  Class  of  1920-1921  on  the  same  conditions. 

Prizes  for  a  sermon  contest,  open  to  the  Middle  and  Senior 
Classes  of  1920-1921,  have  been  provided  through  the  generosity 
of  Mr.  Zenas  McCoy,  of  Loveland,  Colorado,  and  this  contest  will 
be  held  early  in  the  next  semester. 

COURSES  FOR  LAY-WORKERS. 

Students  not  candidates  for  the  ministry,  but  seeking  train- 
ing for  general  Christian  work  or  for  positions  as  Biblical  in- 
structors in  schools  and  colleges,  may  select  courses  of  study  for 
one,  two,  or  three  years.  Such  students  will  be  accorded  all  the 
privileges  of  the  institution,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
meet  their  requirements. 

This  opportunity  will  be  especially  advantageous  to  those 
who  propose  to  be  medical  missionaries  and  wish  to  pursue  their 
studies  in  the  Medical  Department  of  Washington  University. 
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HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


Owing  to  the  various  unions  and  consolidations  of  theological 
seminaries  that  have  been  effected  in  the  history  of  our  church, 
both  before  and  after  the  year  1858,  whence  is  dited  the  assump- 
tion of  her  distinctive  ecclesiastical  title,  the  Xenia  Theological 
Seminary  is  in  a  peculiar  sense  a  United  Presbyterian  school  of 
the  prophets.  She  is  the  lineal  descendant  of  the  three  Associate 
Presbyterian  seminaries,  or  rather,  of  the  seminary  that  had 
three  local  habitations ;  and  she  holds  also  the*  honorable  heritage 
received  from  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  seminary, 
which  was  first  located  at  Oxford,  Ohio,  and  later  was  removed 
to  Monmouth,  Illinois. 

I.     THE  ASSOCIATE  SEMINARY  AT  SERVICE. 

When  the  Rev.  John  Anderson,  D.  D.,  was  appointed  profes- 
sor of  theology  for  the  Associate  Church,  April  21,  1794,  the 
history  of  the  Xenia  Theological  Seminary  began.  In  the  woods 
near  to  his  own  pioneer  home  Dr.  Anderson  built  a  log  cabin, 
and  there  for  a  full  quarter  of  a  century  he  was  the  sole  instruct- 
or of  the  young  men  who  were  preparing  for  the  ministry  of  that, 
church.  This  historic  site  has  been  marked  by  the  erection  of  a 
memorial  stone  which  was  dedicated  with  appropriate  ceremony 
on  the  twenty-second  day  of  June,  1916. 

II.     THE  ASSOCIATE  SEMINARY  AT  PHILADELPHIA. 

Following  the  resignation  of  Br.  Anderson,  in  1819,  the 
Associate  Synod  appointed  the  Rev.  John  Banks,  D.  D.,  to  the 
work  of  training  her  candidates  for  the  ministry,  A  second 
seminary  was  opened  in  Bhiladelphia,  the  home  of  Dr.  Banks, 
and  was  conducted  by  him  without  assistant  until  his  death, 
which  occurred  April  10,  1826.  In  the  meantime  the  original 
seminary  had  been  transferred  to  Canonsburg,  Pa.,  and  on  the 
death  of  Dr.  Banks  the  work  was  consolidated  at  that  place. 
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III.     THE  ASSOCIATE   SEMINARY  AT   CANONSBURG. 

The  Service  Seminary  continued  to  hold  the  field  in  the 
West  until  the  election  of  the  Rev.  James  Ramsey,  of  Canons- 
burg,  Pa.,  in  1821,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Dr.  Anderson.  In  this  case,  as  was  the  rule  in  those  days, 
the  professor  was  the  seminary  ■  and  the  parsonage,  located  on  a 
farm  one  mile  from  the  town,  became  the  resort  of  the  young 
candidates  for  the  ministry. 

While  the  action  of  the  Associate  Synod  uniting  the  two 
divisions  of  the  seminary  was  taken  in  1828,  it  was  not  fully 
carried  out  until  4830,  when  it  was  resolved  to  erect  a  building 
in  the  town  and  to  consummate  the  purpose  by  the  election  of 
Dr.  Ramsey  to  the  professorship  of  the  reunited  branches.  Here 
for  a  full  generation,  1821-1855,  the  seminary  had  its  home.  In 
the  year  1833  a  new  departure  was  taken  in  the  establishment  of 
a  professorship  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Church  History.  The 
Rev.  David  Carson,  of  Blount  County,  Tenn.,  was  selected  to 
occupy  this  chair;  but  just  before  the  opening  of  the  seminary, 
on  September  23,  1834,  he  finished  his  work  on  earth.  His  son, 
the  Rev.  James  G.  Carson,  D.  D.,  Professor-Emeritus  of  the 
Xenia  Theological  Seminary,  is  the  one  surviving  graduate  of 
Canonsburg  Seminary,  in  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

IV.     THE  ASSOCIATE  SEMINARY  AT  XENIA. 

The  Rev.  Abraham  Anderson,  D.  D.,  who  had  filled  the  pro- 
fessorship of  Didactic  and  Polemic  Theology  for  eight  years, 
died  on  the  8th  of  May,  1855.  The  Synod  met  a  few  weeks  later 
and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Wilson,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  the  Associate  con- 
gregation of  Xenia,  Ohio,  was  elected  to  the  vacant  position. 
Again  the  seminary  came  to  the  professor,  the  Synod  deciding 
upon  removal  to  Xenia.  The  one  remaining  member  of  the 
Canonsburg  faculty,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Beveridge,  D.  D.,  had 
been  pastor  of  the  Xenia  congregation  for  a  little  more  than 
three  years,  1821-1824 ;  hence  the  old  school  of  the  prophets  had 
a  double  welcome  to  its  new  home,  since  it  had  come  to  the  com- 
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munity  in  whieh  the  Associate  Church  of  the  West  had  its  first 
establishment  and  had  for  its  instructors  men  so  loved  and 
honored  by  the  people. 

V.     THE  ASSOCIATE  REFORMED  SEMINARY  AT  OXFORD. 

The  founding  of  the  Oxford  Seminary  dates  from  the  meet- 
ing of.  the  Associate  Reformed  Synod  in  the  month  of  October, 
1837 ;  but  the  opening  of  the  first  session  was  delayed  for  two 
years.  The  Rev.  Joseph  Claybaugh,  D.  D.,  was  practically  the 
sole  professor  from  the  date  of  the  opening  until  his  death, 
September  9,  1855.  The  Rev.  Alexander  Young,  D.  D.,  was 
chosen  to  succeed  Dr.  Claybaugh,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  in 
the  fall  of  1855.  At  the  meeting  of  Synod  in  1857  action  was 
taken,  in  view  of  the  prospect  for  union  with  the  Associate 
Church,  transferring  the  seminary  from  Oxford,  Ohio,  to  Mon- 
mouth, Illinois,  in  order  that  one  of  the  four  seminaries  of  the 
united  church  might  be  located  in  the  West. 

VI.     THE  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN   SEMINARY  AT  MONMOUTH. 

Monmouth  Seminary  opened  about  the  first  of  September, 
1858,  as  a  United  Presbyterian  seminary,  under  the  care  of  Pro- 
fessors Alexander  Young,  D.  D.,  and  John  Scott,  D.  D.,  and 
continued  the  work  of  training  ministers  until  the  fall  of  1874, 
when  it  was  transferred  to  Xenia,  Ohio,  and  united  with  the 
seminary  located  there.  Dr.  Young  retired  from  his  connection 
with  the  seminary  at  the  time  of  its  transfer,  but  Dr.  Scott  was 
recognized  as  professor  emeritus  until  his  death,  in  1877. 

VII.     THE  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  SEMINARY  AT  XENIA. 

With  few  exceptions  the  supporters  of  Xenia  Seminary 
entered  the  union  of  1858,  which  gave  to  the  institution  its 
second  title,  as  it  appears  on  its  charter:  "The  United  Presby- 
terian Seminary  of  Xenia,  Ohio." 

Soon  after  this  union  of  blessed  memory  and  issue,  the 
facutly  of  the  seminary  was  strengthened  by  the  election  of  the 
Rev.  Joseph  Clokey,  D.  D.,  then  pastor  of  the  Springfield,  Ohio, 
congregation,  to  the  Chair  of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Sacred 
Rhetoric.     Dr.  Clokey  had  been  a  leader  in  the  Associate  Re- 
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formed  Presbyterian  Church,  and  his  election  was  a  testimony 
to  the  seminary's  whole-hearted  entrance  into  the  union  of  the 
two  churches.  The  war  between  the  states,  1861-1865,  seriously 
interfered  with  the  work  of  the  seminary  in  the  way  of  lessening 
the  attendance  of  students;  but  the  sessions  opened  and  closec1 
without  interruption  as  in  the  days  of  peace. 

Following  the  transfer  of  the  interests  of  Monmouth  Semi- 
nary to  Xenia,  the  seminary  came  under  the  control  of  the 
synods  of  Illinois,  Iowa,  and  Kansas,  in  addition  to  that  of  the 
Second  Synod.  The  synod  of  Nebraska,  on  its  organization,  also 
became  one  of  the  governing  bodies. 

VIII.     THE  UNITED  PRESBYTERIAN  SEMINARY  AT   ST.  LOUIS. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  on 
December  3,  1919,  it  was  decided  that  the  seminary  should  be 
removed  to  a  new  location,  and  a  commission  consisting  of  a 
minister  and  an  elder  from  each  of  the  five  Synods  which  con- 
trol the  institution,  was  appointed  to  select  the  site.  This  com- 
mission held  several  meetings  and  carefully  canvassed  the  situa- 
tion, certain  of  their  number  visiting  the  places  that  were  con- 
sidered most  advantageous.  After  mature  deliberation  the  com- 
mission fixed  upon  the  city  of  St.  Louis  as  the  future  home  of  the 
Seminary.  This  decision  of  the  Commission  was  unanimously  ap- 
proved by  the  Board,  and  submitted  to  the  Synods.  The  re- 
moval has  been  authorized  by  three  of  the  five  Synods,  the  other 
two  not  having  as  yet  taken  official  action.  While  awaiting  such 
action  it  seems  necessary  that  the  work  of  the  new  year  should 
begin  at  the  new  location.  On  September  22,  1920,  therefore,  the 
doors  of  the  Seminary  will  be  thrown  open  for  the  Autumn  ses- 
sion at  Lenox  Hall,  University  City,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

WASHINGTON  UNIVERSITY. 

One  of  the  chief  considerations  which  induced  the  Commis- 
sion of  the  Board  of  Managers,  charged  with  the  relocation  of 
Xenia  Theological  Seminary,  to  fix  upon  the  city  of  St.  Louis, 
was  the  extremely  favorable  university  connection  that  was 
offered.    Washington  University  is  an  old  and  honored  founda- 
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tion,  with  a  magnificent  set  of  buildings,  and  is  regarded  as  the 
greatest  graduate  school  of  the  whole  Southwest.  Xenia's  new 
location  is  within  a  few  minutes'  walk  of  its  grounds.  Through 
the  courtesy  of  the  Chancellor  and  the  other  authorities,  a  full 
exchange  of  credits  has  been  granted,  without  any  control  of  our 
teachings  or  policies.  Thus  any  of  our  students  who  desire  to 
take  work  in  the  University  have  free  tuition  and  all  the  privi- 
leges of  this  great  institution.  So  short  is  the  distance  that  those 
wishing  to  complete  their  academic  course  or  to  work  for  an 
advanced  degree,  can  do  so  without  inconvenience  or  loss  of  time. 
The  advantages  of  this  affiliation  will,  it  is 'thought,  be  very  great. 

OPPORTUNITIES  FOR  WORK. 

The  Seminary  is  already  assured  of  a  most  warm  and  hearty 
welcome  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis.  So  great  a  center  of  population 
of  course  offers  an  excellent  feld  for  Christian  effort  and  for 
sociological  study.  It  also  affords  great  advantages  in  the  matter 
of  employment  for  those  who  must  make  their  own  way.  His 
honor,  the  Mayor  of  the  city  has  promised  his  help.  In  particular 
the  churches  are  most  enthusiastic  in  pledging  co-operation  and 
support.  Such  support  was  of  course  expected  from  the  United 
Presbyterian  congregations,  and  it  is  being  given  in  full  measure. 
But  other  denominations,  especially  the  Presbyterians,  U.  S.,  The 
Presbyterians  U.  S.  A.,  the  Congregationalists,  and  the  Method- 
ists, have  assumed  a  most  sympathetic  attitude,  have  yielded  the 
field  to  us  with  assurance  of  their  best  wishes  and  their  patron- 
age, and  in  some  cases  propose  to  employ  the  students  of  the 
Seminary  in  congregational  work. 

During  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  years  of  the 
seminary's  history,  under  various  names  and  in  different  local- 
ities, in  all  twenty-nine  men  have  served  as  instructors  for  more 
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or  less  extended  periods  of  time.     The  roll  of  professors  is  as 
follows :

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Since  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  Xenia  Seminary 
has  trained  for  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  one  hundred  mid 
ninety  ministers,  of  which  number  one  hundred  and  seventy-three 
have  been  _  students  of  theology  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church. 

A  recent  count  furnished  evidence  that  Xenia 's  graduates 
constitute  thirty-six  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  the  ministry  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  at  the  present  time,  not  reckoning 
the  native  ministers  of  India  and  Egypt ;  and  that  a  similar  pro- 
portion holds  among  the  missionaries  in  the  foreign  work.  At 
least  ten  seminaries  are  represented  in  the  remaining  sixty-three 
and  one-half  per  cent.  In  the  same  study  it  was  discovered  that 
but  ten  less  than  one-half  of  the  United  Presbyterian  ministers 
west  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  Pacific  coast  had  been  students  of 
Xenia  Seminary. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


STUDENTS. 

Persons  wishing  to  enter  the  Seminary  •  shall  present  to  the 
facility  satisfactory  evidence  of  church  membership  and  piety; 
and  students  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  shall  be  under 
the  care  of  some  Presbytery  before  entering  the  Seminary,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  possible.  The  Faculty  will  admit,  at  their 
discretion,  students  of  other  denominations. 

Before  being  admitted  to  the  Seminary,  every  student  shall, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Faculty,  subscribe  to  a  written  declara- 
tion to  the  effect  that  while  he  is  a  student  in  the  Seminary  he 
will  regularly,  punctually  and  diligently  attend  upon  all  the 
instructions  of  the  Professors  and  promptly  comply  with  all 
lawful  requisitions  of  the  Faculty,  and  be  subject  to  their 
authority ;  that  he  will  honestly  conform  to  all  regulations  of  the 
Seminary  and  that  he  will  not  propagate  any  opinion  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  principles  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

Every  student  who  has  been  accepted  by  the  Faculty  as  a 
candidate  for  graduation  and  who  has  completed  the  prescribed 
course  of  study  and  passed  the  required  examinations,  shall  be 
publicly  graduated  and  receive  a  proper  diploma. 

THE  LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  library  is  about  15,000.  The 
books  have  been  thoroughly  classified  and  the  library  thus  made 
readily  available  to  the  students  for  preparation  for  class-room 
and  for  investigations  upon  any  subject. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  Mr.  Alexander  Dempster,  . 
of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  the  Seminary  has  been  provided  with  the 
raised  map  of  Palestine  published  by  the  Palestine  Exploration 
Fund,  London,  England,  from  surveys  made  by  George  Arm- 
strong. This  map  is  very  valuable  in  the  study  of  Sacred 
Geography  and  History. 
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THE  TAGGART  LIBRARY. 
A  very  important  addition  to  our  library  has  been  made  dur- 
ing the  year,  through  a  generous  donation  on  the  part  of  the 
owner  and  nominal  purchase  on  the  part  of  the  Seminary  of  a 
large  portion  of  the  library,  of  the  Reverend  R.  B.  Taggart,  D.  D., 
of  Morganton,  North  Carolina.  Dr.  Taggart  has  succeeded  in 
getting  together  one  of  the  largest  and  finest  collections  of  works 
on  The  Psalms  to  be  found  in  any  library.  Among  these  is  a 
very  rare  and  valuable  copy  of  the  Huguenot  Psalter.  Very  few 
copies  of  this  splendid  French  Psalter  are  in  existence.  The 
Seminary  has  profited  to  the  full  by  the  success  of  Dr.  Taggart, 
and  his  kindly  interest  in  the  welfare  of  his  Alma  Mater  is 
greatly  appreciated. 

THE  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Students1  Missionary  Society  meets  weekly  for  prayer 
and  conference.  The  society  is  connected  with  the  American 
Inter-Seminary  Missionary  Alliance.  To  the  good  work  of  this 
organization  is  largely  due  the  excellent  Missionary  spirit  which 
prevails  among  the  students.  It  has  .furnished  most  commend- 
able supplemental  work  to  that  of  the  class-room  on  the  subject 
of  Missions. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

A  weekly  prayer  meeting,  attended  by  the  Faculty  and 
students,  is  held  every  Monday  afternoon.  The  students'  also 
hold  group  prayer-meetings  in  their  rooms  on  three  evenings 
each  week. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

Necessary  reference  books  and  commentaries  are  found  in 
the  library,  and  text-books  may  be  obtained  on  favorable  terms 
through  the  Seminary 's  agent. 

EXAMINATION'S. 

At  the  close  of  each  term  examinations  are  held  covering 
the  ground  gone  over  in  the  several  departments  of  study. 
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Ordinarily  the  examinations  are  written  and  are  directed 
by  the  professors  and  by  them  are  reported  to  the  Board. 

From  the  class  standing,  the  examination  and  the  attend- 
ance, the  grade  of  the  student,,  based  on  a  scale  of  100,  is 
determined,  and  reported  to  his  Presbytery. 

EXPENSES. 

The  necessary  expenses  of  a  course  of  theological  training 
are  reduced  to  the  minimum.  There  are  no  "fees"  or  "rentals" 
of  any  sort  for  privileges  or  accommodations.  The  best  of  table 
boarding  may  be  had  for  from  $5.00  to  $6.00  a  week,  text-books 
may  be  secured  through  our  book  agent  at  the  lowest  possible 
cost,  and  all  other  personal  needs  may  be  supplied  at  an  outlay 
of  money  as  small  as  will  procure  like  service  in  any  other  com- 
munity in  the  land. 

FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE. 

The  members  of  the  Junior  class  who  engage  in  practical 
Christian  work,  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty,  will  receive 
compensation  to  the  amount  of  fifty  dollars.  From  the  income 
of  our  Students'  Fund  we  are  prepared  to  loan  to  those  who  may 
desire  it,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  a  year,  or  more  in  case  of  real 
need,  on  their  personal  notes,  without  interest  for  five  years  from 
date  of  loan ;  at  the  expiration  of  this  period,  interest  at  the  rate 
of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  will  be  charged  until  payment  is 
made.  This  amount,  with  funds  to  which  worthy  students  are 
entitled  on  proper  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Education 
and  money  which  may  be  earned  by  themselves,  will  almost,  if 
not  altogether,  cover  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Seminary 
session.
